Malabares or 
the Malabarean Pyrats are Mahome- 
2415 that do a great deal of damage, 
eſpecially to Chriſtians, on the Indi- 
an Coaſts. They generally jail in 
Squadrons of 10 or 15, and their 
Barks have commonly 200 or 250 
in them. Their way of fighting is 
by throwing Fire-pots into Ships, 10 
baffle which the Chriſtians ſtop up 
their Decks, and fill them with water. 

Malacca, a Country extra Gangem, 
called anciently Aurea Cherſon-fus , 
trom its abundance ot Gold. It is 
bounded every where by the Ocean, 
except the N. where it has the Kdom 
ot Siam. It is 270 m. in length, 
and is neither fruitful nor populous, 
yet very rich by reaſon ot its Com- 
merce. It was under the Emp. of 
Siam till 1500, when the Malaccheze 
revoulted, and could not be redu- 
reduced. The Town cf 'Malacra 
was taken by the Fotugueze, and 
made a Bps. See : but the Hollanders 
took it from them-in 1640, alter 
6 months Siege. This T. ſtands 
well. tor the Trade of China, and the 
Molucco's, and has a good Air, tho 
the Portupurze: report the contrary, 
to prevent other Nations living there, 
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Being made General to the. Fexe::- 
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manus. Some think he was the ſame 
with Eſdras; yet Euſebius and other 
Authors are of another opinion.

bloody War enſu'd, wherein the 
Engliſh were beaten 4 times by the 
Scots, which at length produced a 
Peace, with condition that the afore- 

ſaid Edgar ſhould be reſtored to 
Favour in the Engliſh Court, and 
the Bounds of both Kdoms be 
ſettled at Kings-Croſs on Stanemore, 
which was accordingly done. After 

words Malcolm reduced two inteſtine 
Inſurre&ions in the W. and N. of 
his Kdom.The former by ihe valour 
of one Valter, who for that reaſon 
was made Steward of the Kingdom, 
whence came the family of the Stu- 
arts ; And the latter he accompli- 
ſhed in perſon. After this the King 
by the advice of his Pious Queen re- 
formed the manners of his Subjects, 
and che abuſes admitted among the 
Clergy.

After this, 
Henry comman 'ed him to London, 
to acknowledge his being Tributa- 
ry before the Parliament, and whi- 
ther going he was compelle1 to ac- 
company that K. in his Wars againſt 
France. At his return Malcolm was 
blamed by his Parliament for joyn- 
ing his Enemies againſt his Friends, 
which diſguſt Henry taking advan- 
tage of, cited Malcolm to Tork 
where he laid upon him the cauſe of 
his miſcarriaze in France , and 
theretore deprived him ot Northum- 
b:rland by Act of Parliament.

Mamercus, a Tyrant of Catanea 
in Sicily, who after that 7. was ta- 
ken by the Syracuſians thought to 
have eſcaped by Pleading his Cauſe, 
but not being ſuffered to ſpeak, he 
would have daſhed out his Brains, 
wherein being prevented, he was 
taken and Executed. 

Mamre, a truitful and pleaſant 
Valley of Paleſtine 3x M. from Fe- 
ruſalem, famous for Abrabams En- 
tertaining the 3 Angels under a 
Turpentine Tree, whence it was 
alſo called The Valley of Terebinth. 
Here certain Jews having erected 
an Altar for Offerings, Conſtantine 
the Great cauſed it to be deſtroyed 
and built a noble Church :n its 
room. p 

Mamertines, Tnhabitants of the 
Iſt. Samos, who tranſplanted them- 
ſelves near Meſſina which occaſioned 
that Fare to be called Mamertrinum 
Fretum. Martial ſpeaks of the good 
Wine of their Country. 

Mamertinus, a famous Orator of 
the 4th Cent. who in gratitude ta 
Julian the Apoſtate for making him 
Conſul, penn'd a learned Panegy- 
rick in honour of him, which he 
{poke with great Applauſe. 

Mamerius, a Bp. of Vienne in 
Dauphin in the 5th Cent. and Bro.

Leagues, and in breadth almoſt 
as much. It is divided into 7 
Provinces, . which abound with 
Cattle, Fruit, Corn, Sugar, Oil, 
Honey, Cc. It has not the ex- 
tent as formerly, ſeveral People 
in the Mountains refuſing Sub- 
jection. The Portugueſe have 2 
Fortreſs on the Coaſts called Ma- 
ſagan. This Kingdom of Ma- 
rocco was erected in 1202, upon 
the defeat of one of the Catiphs 
of Fez near Tholouſe in trance, 
wherein 200000 Moors were kill- 
ed. The K. of Morocco ſtiles him- 
lelf Emperor of Bar bay and Ma- 
voc 5 
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roceo; King of Fez, Sus, and 
Tafilet ; and Lord of Dara, Ga- 
go, &c. 

Marocco or Morocco, Cap. of 
the aforeſaid Kdom. It lies in 
a Plain on the S. of the R. Tan- 
ff, not far from Mount Atlas. 
It is ſtrongly WalPd, and was 
built in 1187, or as others ſay

Theſe the Inhabitants ſay can 
never be taken away, by reaſon 
they are guarded by Spirits, 
which beliet of theirs is founded 
on a Trick put upon them by 
the Doctors of the Law. In this 
Fortreſs is an old College where- 
in is taught Aſtrology, Necro- 
mancy, the Arabian Langnage 

and Mabomet's Law. Over a 
gainſt the Royal Palace is the Ce- 
reque a ſquare allotted for Sports 
which is all ſurrounded with fine 
Buildings. Ali Ben Foſeph built 
the fineſt Moſque of this C. which 
has a ſtupendious high Tower 
with 3 Silver Globes on the top, 
each being capable of holding 
3 Buſhels of Corn. Theſe were 
put up in memoxy of a Victory 
over the Spaniards, and were but 
the 10th of a 5th part of the 
Booty- Here is another fine 
Colledge, richly endow'd and 
built. In it are abundance of 
Chambers, Publick Hails and 
delightſome Galleries. The Wa:

ceſſor; he had Succeſs auainſt the Per- 
ans, and reſtord their K. CHoſroex; 
if he had been as liberal as brave, 
he had not periih'd fo miſerably by 
Phocas, who from a private Sentinel, 
thro' ſeveral Degrees was now choſe 
Emperor, and purſuing Maurice to 
Chalcedon, butchering his 4 Children 
before his Face, murder'd him ncxt, 
pitiently exclaiming, Thou art Fuſt, 
O Lord, and thy Fudgment is Righteous, 
in 602, He loft the People by his 
avarictous denial of helf a Crown a 
Bead, for 12000 Chriſtian Prifoners ta- 
ken by Chagan K. of the Avari, and fer 
want of that Ranſom by him Matfla- 
cred. He is mention'd as a Prudent 
and Wile Prince, but like Gala, 
ruin'd by unroyal Avarice. 
Miuſoleum, the Monument built by 
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of Caria, in the C. of Hulicarnaſſus, 
the Metrop. of Caria , betwixt the Pa- 
lace and the Temple of Venus, a Qua- 
drangle of unequal ſides, 411 Foot in 
Compaſs, and 63 in the Front; 25 
Cubirs high, and ſupported with 25 
Columns, Tho' Artemiſia dyd of 
Grief before it was finiſh'd, yet the 
Work was carry'd on by the four Un- 
dertakers; it was look'd on as the 
Wonder of the Word, and gave Name 
to all Noble Monuments fince.

of France at the Battel of Guineg aſta, 
his Prince's dying in 1482. He was 
fain to pawn his Sons to thoſe of Ghent 
for Mony, and was made K, of the Ro- 
mans in 1486. Taking away his Son 
from Gbent, had like to have coſt him 
dear; bur his Tears appeas'd the Rage 
of the People, who threaren'd to ſur- 
render him to France 3 tho' marry'd to 
Ame of Bretaigny by proxy 1489. 
Charles VIII. ſending back his Daugh 
ter Mag. ret, intercepted her and mar- 
ry'd her himſelf, which Maximilian re- 
veng'd by War, and ſeizing St. Omers, 
&c. A Peace was afterwards made be- 
twixt France and his Son Philip, without 
his Name in it. Being now Fmpercr 
he beat the Frerch at Finowa, and a 
ſecond time by the help of the Engliſh 
in 1513, at the Battel of Spires: he 
dy'd at Lintz 1519, He was a prudent 
Prince, and a lover of Letters, having 
writ his own Actions, and ſme pieces 
ot Poctry, He founded the Imperial 
Chamber, and decided the Controver- 
ly of Bruaria, &c. 
Maximilian II. Son of Ferdinand ]. 
in 1552, marry'd Marie of Auſtria, 
Daughter to Charles V. and his C-nfin, 
He ſuccedcd his Father in the Empire 
1554, being before k. of Bhemia and 
Hungars, and accus d at Rome as a fauror 
of the Proceſtanrs, to whom he was no 
Enemy; he ended the Grombachian 
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by his Generals, who retcok all the 
Towns taken by the Vayvode of Tran- 
ſilvania, having cut off 10000 Tartar s 
his Auxiliarys,he extended his Domini- 
on 40 M. beyond Tibiſcus; made an ad- 
vantazeous Peace with Salyman after 
the loſs of Sigeth; checked Pope Pi- 
us IV. for making C mo Di Medici D. of 
Florence, as a Right only cf the Emp. 
but atterwards confirm'd him. Stephen 
Bathori had not ſo quietly diſappointed 
him of the Crown of Poland, had nor 
Death in 1575 prevented his Reſent- 
ment. He was pious and prudent, and 
hcld it impious to command Mens 
Conſcicuces. 

Maximilian Arch-duke of Auſtria, 
Son of Maximilian II. Being unable to 
defend his Election to the Crown of 
Pol and againſt Sigiſnund, he was taken 
Prifoner ; yer with ſomerhing better 
fucceſs he inzag d the 7wbs after their 
taking Agri, routing set Ill. but 
looſing the Ad vantage and Victory by 
his Soldiers eagerneſs to Plunder. 120 
of them being cur off by Cigale's rally- 
ing. He dyd 1618. 

Maximilian D. ot B.wvarin, ſi” d Pro- 
tetor of Germany, won rhe Batre! of 
Prague, againſt Frederic Prince Pine 
elected King of Bohemia, He dy'd in 
1651. 

Maximillu the Diſciple and Miſtreſs 
of Mintanus the Hcretick, and as well 
as Pyicillu, a great Frotectreſs and Pro- 
moter of his Here ſie; Montanus and the 
ſtranal'd one another. 

M.mimin ( Canes Julius) born in 
Thrace, his Father being a Goth, and 
his Mother an Alzme. He quitted his 
Primicive lite of a Shepherd, for thac 
of a Soldier, in which his Valour rais'd 
him to the hizheſt Poſts, for which, on 
his having a hand in the Murder of S$e-

tor his Picty and Learning lock d upon 
4s a Saint. 

Maximus 4 Senator of Rome iu the 
time of ( etirian III. whom he kill'd 
in the Camps Mirtius, tor raviſhing 
his Wife, „Hum d the Empire, and 
forc'd the Empreſs Eudxia to marry 
him; and making his Son Ceſar, mar— 
ry'd him to I/&lentinian's Vaughter Eu 
e1xiz, He cu d perſwade the Emprefts

Which thing being comply'd wich, 
Megole receiv'd a Reward of Wealth 
and Honour from the Genoeſes,

Metz, an ancient C, at the Fall of 
the R. Seille into the Moſelle, a By k 
and Capital of the Meſſi e, was once the 
chief of the KN of Auſtraſia, and it 
contains 16 Pariſhes ; the Cathedral is 
famous for Antiquities, and Rarities; it 
has 7 Religous Houſes, and is very 
populous; after many Diſputes, betwixt 
the Emperors and Kings of France, in 
1648 at the Treaty of Munſter, the 
Sovereign Power of this and Toul, and 
Verdun, were to remain to the French : 
this Bprick, has 4 Arch-deaconries, 
and 623 pariſhes, The Ciry was 
well tortified by Henry II. of France;

Meli ſius, (John) born in 1579 at Laſ- 
dun near the Hague, made ſo early apro- 
greſs in Greck and Latin, that at 13 he 
ſpoke elegant Latin Speeches, and 
writ Greek Verſes.

Crown on it; but after Chriſtianicy,with 
a Croſs on one fide, But for the ſuc- 
ceeding Coins we have not much cer- 
rainty, till after Philip le Bell in the 
XIvth.

Him ſuc- 
ceeded John Baſilides II. and him Theo- 
dorus, who was ſuppos'd to be mur- 
dered by Boritx, who uſurp'd his 
Crown. (See Boritz.) He was outed by 
the falſe Demetrius, and put to Death 
in 1602. Baſilius John Suiski ſucceed- 
ed, but being become cdious for his 
Tyranny, he was taken by Ladiſtaus, 
Prince of the Poles, who being Eſected

by Mahomet II. 1469. With a Fleet of 
300 fail, and an Army of 12000 Men, 
after a brave Reſiſtance by Proveditore 
Erizzo, who, when the Turbs had en- 
cred the City, entrench'd himſelf ſo 
ſtrongly, as ro Capitulate for their Livesz 
which Treaty the Turk broke, cau- 
fing him to be ſaw'd in two, and cut 
oft, with his own hand, his beautiful 
Daughter's Head, tor contemning his 
Love, tho' not 20 years old. 
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Negros, are the Black Inhabitants of 
Africa, fourteen Kms. of which lie a- 
long the R. Niger, and by a general 
Name are call'd Nigritia, bounded N.

Neratius, ( Priſcus) a Lawyer of 
that Figure and Intereſt under Tra- 
jan, that the Empr. had ſome thoughts 
of declaring kim his Succeſſor. He 
wrote ſeveral things in the Civil 
Law. 

Nereus, from vag3;, Fluid the Son 
of Oceanus and Thetis, marrying his 
Siſter Doris, had by her 50 Daughters 
Sea Nymphs, call'd Nereides, which 
are the ſeveral particular Seas that make 
up the whole, 

Nergal, which in the Samaritan 
Language ſignifies a Cock, was an J- 
dol of the Sun, in the form of a 
Cock, a Worſhip brought into Sama- 
ria, from Perſia. 

Nerigliſſar, either K. of Bahlon, or 
Governour to the Son of Evil morodach, 
whom by his Father's dearh he advan- 
ced to the Throne of Babylon, which 
as the young King's Guardian, he rul'd 
four years, and dy d. Some will have 
him to be Balthuſſir. | 

Nero, either from the Syriach Ner a 
Fountain, or the Modern Greek Nero, 
water Or watery Place, from Nero in old 
Greeb, is a delightful Retreat near An- 
gixch, formerly call'd Daphne; it was 
Conlecrated ro Apollo, ſurrounded 
with Cypreſs Groves, adorn'd with 
Founrains, and none admitted without 
his Miſtreſs. 

Nero, (Domitius) VI. Empr. of Rome : 
His Father Domitius Ænobarbus, toretold 
his Villanies long before, from his 
own manners, and thoſe of his Wife 
Agrippina, the Daughter of Germanicus. 


Ds nat poſſible (ſaid he) that we two 


ſhou'd produce any thing good. Agrippina 
marry ing her Uncle Claudius the Empr. 
prevailed on him to adopt Nero tor his 
Son and Succeſſor, to the prejudice of 
his own Son Britannicus. Nero came to 
the Throne in his 18ch.year, and under 
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the Tutelage of Seneca, for five years 
was the beſt of Emprs. as he prov d 
che worſt afterwards, ſetting no bounds 
to his Will, his Luſts, his Cruelty, which 
his Maſter Seneca, nay, his Mother 4. 
grippina, cou'd not eſcape; whom ha. 
ving (as ſome ſay) betore enjoy'd, he 
caus'd to be murder'd, and beine 
ſtrip'd, prais d and diſprais d the part; 
of her Body, according to his fancy, 
He put Lucan the Poet to death, for 
not yielding him the Vanity of being 
the better YVerſifyer. Nay, he con- 
tended on the Stage with the Players 
in Acting, as well as with the Poets in 
Poeſie. He burnt Rome, and then laid 
it on the Chriſtians, and ſo began the 
firſt Perſecution. Having exhauſted, in 
great Prodigality, the prodigiousTrez- 
ſures of the Empire, abus d and provo- 
ked all Mankind, Galba and the Spaniſh 
Legions came againſt him, and he a; 
unable to bear bad fortune as good, 
diſpirited, fled, and wou'd have crept 
to Galba; but ar laſt was fain to be 
his own Executioner, having, as he 
complain'd, neither Friend nor Enemy, 
Friend to defend, nor Enemy to i 
him. His Eyes were little, he was beetle 


Brow'd, round Belly'd, ſhort Neck, 


had ſpindle Legs, c. which they wou'd 
nave preſages of his beſtial Life. 

N10, an Impoſtor that two years 
after Nero's death, prerended to be 
Nero, like him in Perſon and Qual. 
fications, tho a Slave Enfranchisd; 
by this he got a ſmall Army together, 
cook Delos, and had not he been touzht 
and flain by Calpurnius Aſprenas in 
che beginning, he might have done 
more miſchief. 

Nerva, (Cocceius) being General of 
che Roman Army in Gaul, on Domiti- 
ans Death was ſaluted Empr. but be- 
ing old, he adopted Trajan, a great 
Soldier, and a Man of great Virtue, ta 
compleat the Reſtoration of the En- 
pire to its former Luſtre, much im. 
pair'd by his bad Predeceſſors. He 
dy'd in the 65th. y. of his Age, A. C. 
XCVIII 
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Nervii, an ancient Gauliſh People, a- 
bout the Place where Cambray 1s now, 
commended by Ceſar for their Valour 
and Conduct. 

Nereus, (St. Philip) was born at Ho- 
rence, and inſtirurcd in Ttaly the Fa- 
thers of the Oratory, he dy'd in 1595, 
being 80 y. old, and was Canonggd in 
1622, by Pope Gregory XV. 

Neſle, a little C. of Picardy, chicfly 
noted for the great Men it has given 
name to, and irs ſufferings from Charles 
the Hardy, D. of Burgundy, for killing 
his Herald, that ſummoned a ſurren- 
der, and two of his Men during a Ceſ- 
ſation, for which the Town being 
taken, the Altars cou'd not ſecure them 
from Puniſhment : Tis a Marquiſate 
on the R. 7g!0n.

Neſtor, R. of Pylos in Arcadia, liv'd 
300 y. was at the Siege of Troy with 
Agamemnon, and before that, one of the 
Argonauts, and Companion of Hercu- 
les, Cc. at a former Siege of Troy, He 
was famous for his Wiſdom, Sc. in 
Homer, 

Neftorians, had their name from be- 


ing Followers of the Hereſiurch Neſlo- 
2 rius, Bp. of Conſtantinople, 


They were 
ſaid ro ſpread much in Perſia, by the 
tavour of Coſroes, King of that Coun- 


$ try, who conimanded all the Chriſti- 


Auiſase. 


ans of his Dominions to own the Do- 
ctrine of Neſlorius, in hatred to the 
Empr. Heraclius. And this has, per- 
haps, ſpread the Name all over 4ſia 
and Africa, wheie are abundance of 
Chriſtians call d Neftorians, who yer 
ſeem but to have only his Name, for 
in moſt material points they agree 
with the Latin Church, in all bur 
Words, with which they have often 
been united, tho in rejecting Auricu- 
lar Confeſſion, Communion in one 
kind, and ſome Ceremonies they diſ- 
ſent; and they are call'd Chaldgans 
as veil as Neſtorians, celebrating their 
Divine Scrvice in the Chaldaic Lan- 
guage, Their Patriarch is at Moſul, 


a City built on the ruins of the anci- 
ent Selucia, or in Ninive. 


Neſtorius, by Birth, a Syrian, of the 
C, of Germanicia, near Mount Amanus, 
was elected unto the Epiſcopal Chair ot 
Conſtantinople, after Syneſius; he was ſo 
zealous againſt Hereticks, that he pur 
Theodoſius the younger, on the Laws a- 
gainſt them; he was a Man of great 
Eloquence,and a blamelefs Converſati- 
on, and milled by Anaſtaſius, a Prieſt, that 
taught that the Bleſſed Virgin ſhou'd 
be call'd Xezx507bxG-, the Mother of 
Chriſt, not Oe , the Mother of 
Cod, whom he detended, and ſo be- 
came Patron of the Opinion, and gave 
name to the Followers of it. He was 
Condemn'd by Pope Celeſtine, wrote 
againſt by St. Cyril of Alexandria, and 
being ſummoned to the Council of E- 
pheſus, and refuſing to come, he was 
there Condemn'd, and Baniſh'd to 0a-

Its Bounds are N. Canada; Penſi/vania 
S. the Atlantic Ocean E. and New T 
W. It abounds in Rivers, and thoſe in 
Fiſh; wich Wild-fouls , and Beaſts 
wild and tame fit for food; with Oak, 
Cedar, Pine, Cyprus, and Fruit-Trees, 
Timber for Ships, Furs, Flax, Linnen, 
Amber, Iron, Pitch, Tar, and ſeveral 
ſorts of Grain, c. The Inhabitants are 
divided into Engliſh & Indians; the firſt 
have ſeveral good Towns, and ev'n 
more populous than the latter, and 
drives a conſiderable Trade inEngland, 
and all our American Planrations. 
Boſton is their Capital Town which is 
confiderable for its largeneſs, como- 
dious Situation, and Trade; nor with- 
out ſome Fortifications, the adjacent 
Hills having ſome Works and Cannon 
Mounted; nor is this their only Town, 
Cambridge in which ate two Colleges, 
Dorcheſter, Charles-Tewn, Salem, &c. 
put in for a Regard, all Situated on 
Navigable Rivers. Their Coin 1s the 
ſame wich ours, befides che Engliſh 
Laws they are govern'd by By-Laws of 
their own, to alter which they meet 
once a Month, 2s well as to hear Cu- 
ſes. They have a Supream Gover- 
nour from Frzi.ni, The Indian Inha- 
birants are thought of Tartar Original, 
of which there are ſeveral Tribes, as 
Tarentines, Mmnhbegans and Ghurchers, in 
the E. and N. E. Connecticuts and Mo- 
hach in the W. Tequets and Mara- 
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of soo Sail of Ships, and all theſe co- 
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ganſets in the S. and Wippanafps, Taren- 
tines and Mat achuſets N. They are 
Crafty, Timerous, Fickle, quick of 
Apprehenſion, Ingenious, Revengeful, 
Thieviſh, Cannibals, Enemies to Stran- 
gers; have as many Wives as their 
ability of Fortune and Perſon can ſup- 
ply, who have the eaſieſt labours in 
the World, being deliver'd without 
Pang or Groan in a trice + They have 
ſmooth Fleſh and good Complexion, 
did they not on purpoſe dye it. Their 
Habit was the Skins of Wild Beaſts, 
bur now they have Mantles ot trading- 
Cloath, Ge. They have often roſe a. 
gainft the Engliſh, but never to any 
purpoſe, Many of them have been 
of late years Converted to Chriſtiani- 
ty. And it muſt be a great negligence 
in the Engliſh, who are ſo much more 
powerful, that they are not only all 
Chriſtiars but incorporated to the 
Government. The firſt Colony of En- 
gliſh that was carry d thither was by 
Sir Richard Greenvil, under Mr. Ralfh 
Lane, in 158 5. In 1606 there was an- 
other ſmall one went wich Captain 
Popham, and Capt. Gilbert; and ſoon 
after another by the Patentes in K. 
Jamess time, but little was done be- 
ſides building ſome Fiſhermen's Cot- 
tages and Planter's Houſes. But in 
1610, Mr. Robinſon a Miniſter of the 
Difienrers, got a Patent of K. James I. 
to ſettle in Hudſon's River, with a full 
Liberty of Conſcience, and from that 
time the Colonies of the Country 
proſpered and increaſed ; till now tis 
the moſt populous, and ſtrong of any 
in the Weſt Indies, except the Spa- 
niſh.

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Houſes, and a Cathedral; it has been 
taken by the Turks, under Barbaro/- 
ſa, and he Frerch, under Francis 1. and 
Lewis XIV. in 1591. It came to the 
Houſe of Sau ſtom the Earls of Pro- 
vence, in 1365, and the Amphichea- 
tre, Inſcriptions, c. prove at leaſt 
its being in the Roman times. The 
County of Nice is diſtinguiſh'd into

Nice, Iſnich, Nichor and Nichez, of 
old Nicex, its name being chang'd 
from Antigonia to that, by Lyfimachus 
in honour of his Wife, a C. and Abp. 
of Bithynia, in Aſia Minor. It was ta- 
ken by Godfrey of Bologn, In 1329, it 
was beſieg'd, and taken in 1330 by 
Sultan Orchanes, who wounded Andro- 
nicut, the Emperor of Conftantinople, 
and oblig'd him to retire, when he 
came to the relief of it. It ſtands 
on the fide of a Hill, on a Plain, and 
has a Haven defended by two Moles, 
Tue Country is pleaſant and fruicful, 
and it being juſt 8 hours ſail from che 
Port, Amurath builta Scraglio in the 
Town. Ic is famous for the firſt Ge- 
neral Council held here by Conſtantine 
the Great, in 325, in which were 318 
Biſhops, o'er whom Hſius, Biſhop of 
Corduba, preſided ; they met to 
Examine and Condemn Arius, and his 
Opinions. The Empr. came and are 
among the Biſhops, not on a Throne: 
And aiter many Heats, and ſome not 
quite fo Mild as became the Doctrine of 
Humiliry, eſpecially choſe who ate the 
Teachers ot it, in the Concluſion, 
Arius and his Books, efpccially his 

Th.iliz, were Condemn'd, chiefly b 
the active Zeal of St. Athanaſus. In this 
Council was the time of the celebrati- 
on of Eater fix d, and ſeveral Poli- 
rical parts of Church Diſcipline. The 
ſecond Council of Nice beginning at 
Culſtuntinopdle, and thence adjourned 
to the Church of St. Syphiain Nice, was 
held in 727, by the Bps, and C'ergy 
of both Hreet and Rom Churches, 
2s

ant inople, under Conſtantine and his 


Mother Irene; and beſides abundance

Nicephorus I. Logotheta, having been 
Treaſurer tothe Empr. Leo IV. aſſum'd 
the Imperial Diadem of Conſtantinople, 
in 802, having baniſh'd the Empreſs J. 
rene into Lesbos, he adjuſted the Fron- 
tiers of his Dominions with Charle- 
magne, was a violent Enemy to Image 
Worſhip. and a mighty defender of 
the Rights of the Greek, againſt the In- 
vaſions of the Latin Church. Having 
made his Son Stauratius Auguſins, and 
obrain'd a ſignal Victory over Crunnus 
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in dos, at the Inſtance of NVicenhy 
rus J. Empr. who ſent for him from 
his Monaſtery, whirther he had retir d 
from Court; he having been Sccret. 
ry to the Emprs. as his Father Theozy; 
was before him. After 14 years Exile 
he dy'd in 826, at rhe Monaſtery he. 
yond the Streights of Conſtantin ple, 
whither the Empr. Leo the Armen jan hid 
baniſh'd him, for beiog a great Aſſertet 
of Image Worſhip. He wrote a Breuss. 
rium Hijtorie from Mauricius's Death 00 
Leo IV. and Chronologia Tripartita, g..

as Brave, and permitted his Soldiers 
to plunder Churches, c. Having mar- 
ried Theophaina Widow of the former 
Empr, he was by a Gallant of hers, na- 
med ihn Zimiſces, murder'd in his 
Falace, in 989. 
 Nicephorws III. Botoniates, by the 
Aſſiſtance of the Turks, was advanced 
from General of the Aſintick Troops of 
the Empire, - to the Imperial Throne, 
forcing Michael Paripmm.ices, his Wite, 
and Son Conftantine into a Monaſtery ; 
Into which himſelf, after a ſhort reign, 
was thruſt, by Alexis Comnenus, in 
1081. 
 Nichephyus I. ſucceeded Taraſius 
in the Patriarchate of Cen/tantinople, 
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in 610, He liv'd in the XIVrh. Cn, 
but we have only XVIII. of Eis XXII. 
Books leſt. : 

Ncephorus, ( Gregoras) a Greeb Hi. 
ſtorian of the XIV. Cen. who wrote 
of the Events from 1204, to 1211. be 
wrote ſeveral other pieces, was f. 
lenc'd and confin d to his Monaſtery, 
and forbid Paper and Books; bein; 
Convicted of Calumny againſt the Zn 
peror Cantacuzenus, the Greek Ci 
Regular Clergy, Cc. the time of . 
death is not known. 

Nicetas I. was a Native of 5c/7 1", 
and tho' an Eunuch was pretend 
che Patriarchat of Conſtantinoſſe in 755, 
by the Emp. Conſtantirus Copron'mss 
for his Zeal againſt Imaze-Worlb p.

Nicholas II. by Nation a Frenckmen 
or Savoyzra, (caild Gerard of Bur.

in the Papacy, and quell'd his Opp” - 
nent 1 Nincius, Bp. of Vet;

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ſer upby the Count of Freſcati againſt 
him; he having ſubmitted ro Nicolas 
and the Council. The Pope call'd ano- 
ther Council of Lateran, where, among 
other things, there were made Ca- 
nons againſt Simony, and coming in- 
ro the Papal Chair by Mony, Favour 
of Great Men, Factions of the People, 
or Force of the Soldiers, 

Nicolas III. of the Houſe of Urſini, 
ſucceeded ohn XXL in the Papacy, al- 
ter a vacancy of 6 Months, in 1277. 
he was a Learned Man himſelf, and a 
great Patron of Learning. Some ac- 
cuſe him of laying the deſign of the 
Sicilian Veſpers, tho he dy'd at Sutri, 
of an Apoplexy, 2 years befcre the 
Maſſacre in 1280. | 

Nicolas IV, a Native of Aſcalon, a 
Franciſcan, in 1288, The diviſions of 
Rome he reconciled, as well as the 
Kings of Sicily and Arragon, provided 

for the Converſion of the People of 
D.:lmatia, and thoſe of Turtary, and 
adyanced the Recovery of the Holy 
Land, and dyd in 1292. 

Nic:las V. came to the Papacy in 
1447. quath'd the Anti-pope Fzlix V. 
Celebrated a Jubilee, Crown'd the 
Empr. Frederick IV. was a great Patron 
of Learning, and was almoſt its Re- 
ſtorer ; gave 3000 Volumes to the “/- 
tican Library, but dy'd of Grief for 
the loſs ot Conſtantinople, and the Con- 
ſpiracy againſt him at home, in 1485. 

Niclas I. Myfticus, ſucceeding An- 
tonius in the Patriarchate of Conſtanti- 
rnple, Leo VI. Empr. deposd him in 
901. but Alexander reſtored him, mak- 
ing him Tutor to Conffantinus Porphyne- 
rogenetus, and having ſent Legates to the

Niger, or Hiud Nijur, the principal 
and largeſt R. of Africa, which ri-

Nimrod, Grand- ſon of Ham, and 
Son of Cuſh, a mighty Hunter, and the 
firſt Eſtabliſner of an Empire by Force, 
and the beginner of War.

Neve, an ancient and famous C. 
of ria, renowu'd for its vaſt Extent, 
and the Preaching of the Prophet Jo- 
ns. It was built either by Nimrod, or 
Mn, and was 480 Furlongs round.

Numantia, a C. of Spain, in the 
time of the Romans, famous for the 
Reſolution and Bravery of her Peo- 
ple, who with few more than 4000 
the Romans 20 Ys.

pidus ro make a diſadvantageovs Peace 
with them; and when Scipio Africa- 
rus had after 15 Months Siege, for- 
ced the C. he found not the va- 
lue of 5co J. in it to reward his 
Toil; for the Men now preis d by 
Famine and Sword, made à great 
Fire in the midſt of the Town, 
burnt all the Women, Children ard 
Gocds, and Sallying thence dy'd ail 
in a furious defence of their Coun- 
try; but their Generofity was as 
evident before, from their refuſing 
to rake Afancinus, ſent them by the 
Romans, naked with his hands ry'd 
behind him, for his negle& in Con- 
duct, in ſuffering himſelf and Army, 
during a Siege, to be ſurpriz'd by 
the Numantiner, 

Numenius, a Pyrrhonean Philoſopher 
mention d by Diegeres Laertius. Ab 
fo a Pythagorean and Platoniſt born 
ar Apamea in Syria, who was a great 
Friend of Cronivs the famous Platc- 
nick Philoſopher. The Age he liv'd 
in is thought to be the IId. Cen. and 
te is ſaid to have call'd Plato the At- 
tick Moſes, His Works are Icſt, all 
bur ſome Fragmen's preſery'd by 
thoſe that quote him, :

from him it paſsd to Micipſa, who 
divided it among his two Sons Ad- 
herbal and Hempſal, and his Ne- 
phew Fugurtha, natural Son to his 
Brother Mana ſtabal, fearing his Po- 
pularity from bis Brave Actions at 
Nu mantia, under Scipio Africarus, and 
hoping that this Generofity wou'd

o Rome for Succour, and aſter he

rers of Oceanus and Tethys, of which 
are two ſorts, Nereides that preſided o- 
ver the Waters of the Sea, and Natades 
over theſe of the Springs, Fountains 
and River Waters. The Dyyades and 
« Hamadryades, Napeæ and Oreades, had 
che Name of Njmphs too of the 
Foreſts, Woods, Groves, Meadows 
and Mountains, Some derive the 
Word MNympha from the Hebrew 
Nepheſh, a Soul, fo that they ſuppoſed 
the Nymphs to be the Souls of their 
deparred Anceſtors, that now free 
from the Body, frequented thoſe 
places moſt agreeable to their Lives.

Cen. and wrote 
very Learnedly, againft the, Pope's 
Temporal juriſdiction over Princes, for 
which his Books were burnt, himſelf 
Excommunicated, ard Condemn'd for 
an Heretick. Yer he was afterwards 
reſtord to his State, and had the 
Reputation of a great Man. 

Occæſio, the Goddeſs of Time, who 
is feign'd to be ſtark naked, with a 
long Lock of Hair, upon her Fore- 
head, and bald behind; ſhe is faid 
moreover, to ſtand on a Wheel wich 
Wia,s on her Feet, and to turn her 
ſelf very twifcly round; which teach- 
etch us to lay hold of the preſent op- 
poreunity. 
 Occatir, the Ged of that part of 
Hutbandry, which Harrows the ground 
and breaks the clods. 

Ocean, or Orten, the G d of the 
Sea, whom che Ancients calld the 
Father of all things, as b-lieving Wa- 
ter to be the fiſt principle of the 
Univerſe, O::4n is allo the Main Sea, 
which encompaticth the Earth, and 
ic is divided into E:ftern, Southern, 
Weſtern and Northern; the Eaſtern 
comprchends the Sea of China, the 
Archipelago of St. Lazarus, towards the 
Iſle of Ti-teves, and the Sea of An- 
chidol, about the Iſland of Java: 
The Southern waſhech the S. part of 
Aſi !, the Trdi im Illes, together with 
the E. and S. pirts of Aica; it 
contains likewite the Gulph ot 4 
rabi,, the Sea of Zanguebar, and 
part of the #:4j9p}an Sea.

then Ador'd; whoſe Names they 
gave themſelves, 
Od man, or Oſman, an AZgyptian Ca- 
liph, who about the Y. 650, invaded 
and deſtroy'd the Iſte of Cyprus; al- 
ter which he Corquer'd the E. Parts 
of Barbary, where he built the C. of 
Cairavan; he alſo in 654 obtain'd a 
moſt ſignal victory at Sea over the 
Emp. Conſtantine II. and the V. fol- 
towing, he took the Iſl. of Rhodes, 
and demolith'd the fam'd Cole. 
It was this Oman, who Collected the 
Records of the Mihometan Superſtiti- 
on, and divided it into Chapters. He 
was at laſt kili'd by the Order ot 
one Haly, who uſurp'd the Ticle of 
Caliph in Arabia. 
Odo, halt Brother to Will. Cong, he 
was Bp. of Baieux, ard Earl of Kent;

againft William Rufus, and being o- 
vercome, was Impritcn'd, and aticr- 
wards FPanith'd.

in St. Giles's-Fields.

Here was that famous Statue of Jupiter 
Olympius, accounted one of the World's 
7 Wonders; it was made by Phidias 
of Ivory and Gold, and was 60 Cu- 
bits high, Near this C. the Olympich 
Games were Celebrated every fifth . 
for 5 Days together, and in 5 ſeveral 
Exerciſes, viz. Running, Leaping , 
Wreſtling, Whorlbat, and Quoiting. 
They were firſt Inſtitured by Hercules 
in honour ot Jupiter Olympius, An. 
Mind. 2836, Thefe Games being dif- 
continu'd after the Death of Hercules, 
were reſtor'd by Iphicus, 442 Ys. after 
their firſt Inſtitution, about 777 Ys. 
before Chriſt's Nativity: From this 
laſt Inſtitution the Greeks began to re- 
ckon by Olympiads, every one of 
which containing the ſpace of 4 whole 
Ys. and this laſted aftcr the retorm of 
the Calendar, even to the Reign of 
Conſtantine. Thoſe who won the Prize, 
which was a Crown made of a Brauch 
of an Olive-tree, were call'd ' Hmpio- 
nices, and when they return'd home, 
4 piece of the Wall of the C. in which 
or under which, they liv'd, was bro- 
ken down, that they might enter in 
Chariot che more triumphantly ; for 
it was look d upon as glorious as, to 


Triumph at Rome. The fi;ſt that was 
Crownd at theſe Games, was one

1544, bequeath'd all ro Wil- 
liam his Coutin German 5 Who content- 
ing himſelf wich Orange, and what he 
had in the Lom - Countries, reſign'd his 
Eſtate beyond the Rhine to his Bro- 
ther John; and it is this Prince whom 
the United Provinces made their Head, 
and to whom they owe the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of their Republick. He was in 
the Y. 1584, ſhot by Balthizar Ger- 
rard, a Spaniſh Emiſſary. His eldeſt 
Son was Henry Philip William, who 
dy'd without IiTue, in 1418, and was 
ſvcceeded by his Br. Maurice, a well 
Experienc'd Prince either for Peace or 
War. He dy'd unmarry'd An. 1625. 
whereby the Principality came co 
Henry the third Brother, a Prince ol 
a ſurpaſſinz Courage and Conduct. 
He dying in 1647, leſt one Son, viz. 
William, and four Daughters, viz. Lo- 
viſa, mirried to Frederick William, E- 
letor of Brandenburg; Amilia, mar- 
ried to Federich William, Prince of 
Naſſuw, and Hereditary Governour of 
Weſt - Hiiſlind; Henrietta, married to 
John George Il. Prince of Anbalt; and 
M iry, married ro Lewis Herman Mau- 
rice Francis, Palaiine of Seren. Wil- 
lim ſucceeded his Father, and was 
married to the Princeſs Mary, Daugh- 
ter of Charles 1. K. of Great Britain, 
and {rom this marriage, but born 8 
days after the death of his Father, 
came the late moſt Excellent, moſt 
Glorious, and never to be Forgotten 
Prince William Henry, born Nv, 4. 
1550, He wasreftor'd co the Dignity 
of his Anccitors, in the Sradc-holler- 
ſhip of the Vite Provinces, in 1672, 
and in 1577, was marricd to the Prin- 
ceſs Mary, eldeſt Laughter of James, 
then Duke of 796. and aſter the death 
of his Brother, R. Charles II. K. of 
Great Britain; and, as born to great- 
er, was, upon the faid King Yumes's 
Abdicaring the Thiarone, moſt meri- 
toriouſly Elefted and Proclaimed k. 
of England, Feiruary 13. 1588. and 
thereupon Crown'd April 11, follow- 
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ing, and not long after declar'd K. of 
Scotland. He refign'd theſe Earthly 
Crowns for a more laſting one, Mar. 


8. 1701, and by his laſt Will, bear- 


ing date Oo, 19. 1695, he Conſtitu- 
ted and Appointed his Coufin, the 
Prince Friſon of Naſſaw, eldeſt Son of 
Prince Caſſimir of Naſſaw, and Stadt- 
Holder of Friezland, his ſole and uni- 
verſa! Heir of all his Eſtates, as well 
Feodal as Allodial. But this Deviſe and 
Diſpoſition is Controverted by ſeveral, 
particularly the K. of Pruſſia, in right 
of his Mother the Princeſs Loviſa ; and 
the Prince of Conti, who has already 
taken Poſſeſſion of the Principality of 
Orange, and the Lordſhips in Burgund)y, 
and the Franche Comte, pretending him- 
ſelf Heir to the Houſe of Longue- 
ville, who deſcended from Js uma of 
Hochberg, Grand- Daughter of Alix de 
Chaloms; and this, notwithſtanding 
the Duke of Longueville's Claim, was 
decided long fince by the French 
Court, in favour of the Houſe of 
N.ſſaww. The C. of Orange is ſituated 
near the R. Ligne, about 4 m. trom 
Avignon, and is the Capital of this 
Principality. It is moreover a Eps. 
Sce, hath an Univerſity, and 1s very 
remarkable for ſeveral Magnificent 
Remains ot the ancient Ryman Great- 
nefs. It is allo famous for 3 Coun- 
cils held here: The 1ſt. about the 
middle of the Vth Cen. and was con- 
cerning the Diſcipline and Right of 
Lay-Patronage : The ſecond was An, 
$25, and therein Pelagianiſm was Con- 
demn'd : The third was ſummon'd 
againſt che Albjgenſes, about the be- 
ginning of the XIUIIth.

Condemn'd the Hereſies of TZutyches 
and Diaſcorus; the 2d, 3d, 4th, and 
sth. Regulated the Eccleſiaſtical Diſ- 
cipline; and the 6th. was Aſſembled 
againſt a Greek, who maintain'd the 
Hereſy of the Monotbolites. 

Ormond, a barren and Mountainous

595. But theſe diſagrecing amongſt 
tllemſelves, the Sovercignity was again 
lodg'd in one, An. 700. till the Death 
of che Princeſs Venda, that the Pala.

# Pales, the Goddeſs of Shepherds, 
beloved by Allo. Under her Pro- 
tection where the Flocks and Herds ; 
and in honour of her about the 2oth 
of April, were the Feaſts call'd Pali- 
lia celebrated, with making great Fires 
of Straw and Hay, and ſound of Drums 
and Trumpets : to her alſo they offer- 
ed Sacrifices of Milk, boiled Wine 
and Miller, accompanied with vows 
and Prayers for the Fruitfulnefs and 
Preſervation of the Cattle. 
Paleſtrina, the ancient Prenefle, a C. 
in Campagna di Roma, being a B. be- 
longing to one of the 6 Senior Cardi- 
nals, and a D. under the Pope. It was 
ſomerime famous for the Temp'e of 


Fortune, deſtroy'd wich the T. by Bo- 


niface VIII. who caug'd the T. that 
now bears this Name to be built, at

200 Men. It belongs to the Dutch,

Palici, were Deities famous in Si- 
cily, in whoſe Temple were 2 deep 
Baſons of boiling ſulphureous Water, 
never running over. They are faid 
to have been the ſons of Jupiter by 
who hiding her ſelf in 
the Earth from Fun, brought forth 
there 2 Brothers, call'd Pa/ici &m0 7 
TdAty i, coming out again trom 
the Eirth; the 2 Holes at which they 
came out, being turn'd into the fore- 
ſaid Boiling Fountains, fam'd for the 
Trial and Puniſhment of Perjury. The 
Fountains were call'd Delli, and into 
them was thrown the Oath of him 
that had ſworn, written on a Note, 
which floated, if true; otherwiſe ſunk 
to Eottom. 
Palingenius, (Marcellus) a Poet of 
the XVI. Cen, Author of a Poem 
call'd Zodiacus Vite, wherein he pro- 
poſes with Advantage, the Objections 
of Libertines againſt Religion, which 
he anſwers. 
Palinurus, a Companion of Anexs, 
who falling a ſleep while at the Helm, 
tumbled with ic in his hand into the 
Sea, and aſter 3 days Swimming, arriv- 
ing at Port Velino in Traly, was riffled 
ind kill'd by the Inhabitants. For this 
they were ſeverely Plagu'd, and hav- 
ing conſulred Apes Oracle, to appeaſe 
his Ghoſt confecrated to him a Grove, 
and built him a Tomb on the next 
Promontory, call'd ſtill by the Itali- 
ans, the Cape of Palinurus, 

Palla, a kind of long Garment 
both for Men and Women, worn by 
the Kings and ancient Romans. 

Palladium, the Statue of Pallas, re- 
preſented with a Pike in her hand, 
that ever mov'd as ſhe turn'd her 
Eyes. The Tryans believ'd it fell 
down from Heaven, into the Temple, 
while yet uncovered ; and were told 
by the Oracle of Appollo, that fo long

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invincible, When the C. was beſieg d 
by the Grecians, it was ſtolen by Vy/- 
ſes and Diomedes, Grecian Captains.

Palladius, a Galatian, and Hermit 
of Mount Nitria, was B. at Helenopo- 
An, 388 Or 401. 
and intimate with St. Chryſoſtom dur- 
ing his Perſecution. He was bamiſh'd 
into the Country of the Blemmians, 
and 4n. 417, went to Rome; where 
one Theodore a Deacon, learning of 
him the Sufferings of . 
wrote a Dialogue containing this St's 
Life, He wrote the Hiſtory of the 
Hermites, call'd Hiſtoria Lauſiaca, from 
Lauſus Gov. of Cappadocia, at whoſe 
defire it was undertaken. Some ſay 
he was alſo the Author of Chry/oftom's 
Life, which others attribure to ano- 
ther of that Name, and Succeflor in 
his See; and others yet to Palladins 
the Deacon, ſent An. 430, to oppoſe 
Pelagianiſm in Scotland, where he 
was the firſt Biſhop. 

Palladius, or Palladin, (Andrea) a 
learned Architect of Vicenza, Scholar 
to Triſſin, was a great Reſtorer of An- 
cient Architecture, of which he at- 
tain'd the Knowledge, by viewing 
the old Monuments at Rome: of theſe 
he drew the chief Pieces, and wrote 
Remarks on 'em, whereof are ſeveral 
Edicions with Cuts, He wrote alſo 
four Bocks of Architecture, by which 
his great ability doth appear. | 

Palladius, a Divine of Denmark, ve- 
ry inſtrumental in adyancing the Re- 
formation there.

Palladius, (Fuſcus) Native of Padua,

Pallavicini, the Name of a Noble 
and Ancient Family ot Italy, that came 
from Germany in 980. They are Prin- 
ces of Civitella. Auguſtine Pullavicini 
was the firſt Doge of Genoa, An. 1637, 
Antonio Pallavicini, in 1484, was made 
B. of Vintimilla, by Sixtus IV*", and 
in 1489, Cardinal, by Innocent VIIIth. 
He was a Perſon of Courage, and Ad- 


"dreſs in Buſineſs, and was imployed 


by ſeveral Popes in divers Affairs of 
Conſequence, and Important Negoti- 
ations. On the Death of Alexander 
VIch, he ſtood fair for the Papacy; 
and was in Favour with Pius IIId. his 
Succeſſor. He died at Rome An. 1507. 
Aged 66. 

Pallavicini, (mans was an Au. 
guſtin admired and applauded for his 
Satyr. He became much hated at 
Rome, for writing againſt rhat See, and 
the Houſe of Barberini, of which was 
the then Pope Urban the VIIIch. & 
price being ſet on his Head, he was be- 
trayed and taken, and 14 months 
after beheaded at Avignon, An. 1644. 
He wrote ſeveral Pieces, viz La Tali- 
clea, La Suſanna, Il Giuſeppe, Cc. all 
Bound up in 2 Vol. 

Pallavicini, (Sforza) eldeſt Son of 
Marqueſs Alexander Pallavicini, a learn- 
ed Philoſopher and Lawyer, became 
an Ecclefiaſtick contrary to the Will 
of his Friends, He was a ſeſuite, and 
of a Life ſo orderly that he was 
choſen a Member of a - Congregation, 
at Rome, He was alſo Preſident of the 
Colledge of Humoriſts, Governour of 
Jeſi, and of ſeveral other Places. In 
1659 he was made Cardinal by Alex- 


and. VII. He wrote 2 Hiſtory of the

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Council of Trent, difagrecing ofren 
from Father Paul ; againſt which was 
publiſſid The New Goſpel of Cardinal 
Pailavicini, He died at 60 L. of Age, An. 
1657, leaving behind him Trattato dello 
Stile, Del Bene Vindication Sc. Jeſ. &c. 

Paullium, a fort of Mantle worn by 
the Emperors as an Enſign of Power, 
and by chem in the IVth Cent. im- 
pirted to the Prelaces, as a Mark of 
their Authority over the Inferior Or- 
dets. At firſt it reach'd from Neck to 
Heel, covering all the Body, reſem- 
bling a Pricſt's Cope, but that it was 
of Wool, and cloſe before; Afrer- 
wards it beczme a kind of Stole, that 
hung before and behind, with four 
Scarie: Croiſes, one on the Breaſt, ano- 
ther cn che Pack, and one on each 
Shoulder. They received the Pallium 
at Conſccration, before which they 
cguld not exerciſe any Function. It 
was us'd only at the Altar, in Celc- 
hrating ſolemn Mals, and pull'd off at 
Reading the Goſpel. in the Well 
this Ornament was not granted to any 
Prelace before che VIch Age; that ar 
firſt it was given by the Popes to 


Primates and Apuitulick Vicars; and 


in the middie of rhe VIIIch Cent. co 
all Mecropolicans or Abors, and after- 
wards to leytral considerable Biſhops. 
Pallium was alio a Garment us d by

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'Tis regarded by the Yeretians as the 
ſtrongeſt Fortification in the World, 
having nine regular Baſti-ms, nam'd 
from as many cf their Nobility. In 
the middle of the T. chere is a Well, 
with a Standard pitch'd over it. The 
Moat is 30 paces over, and 12 in 
depth, which at pleafure they can 
füll with Water, but kcep it dry for 
the Health of the place. It has three 
Gates, and about 100 Cannon always 
mounted, which number they encreaſe 
upon occaſton.

Sun-ſet, There was an Earthquake, 
with hidcous Noiſe, which ſhook che 
Grcund for 13. L. along the Coaſt, 
and lafted five days; the Earth open- 
ed in teveral places, but chiefly upon 
hunt aux Chevres 1; m. from the 
Sea, which caſt up Fire; Stones, and 
melted Rocks, the like happening 
in many places about; fo that in leſs 
than 4 of an hour, 28 Gaps were open- 
ed about rhe Mountain; from whence 
Fire was thrown up in ſuch quantity, 
as to make a R. running with Violence 
over the Plain of Los Calnos, towards 
the Holy Fountain, but turning ſhore 
to the Right, it forc'd its way to the 
Ola Port.

The Copy he rook of the 
Bocks of Origen, St. Ferome proteſs d 
to the value above Treaſures of Cræſus. 
Puring his 2, Ys. Impriſonment in 
Maximin's Perſecution, he wrote part 
ot an Apology for Origen, after finiſn'd 
by Euſebius. He was crown'd with Mar- 
tyrdom in the Y. 380. 

Pamphilus, Son ot Neccles, Plato's 
Scholar, is ſaid to have lain dead 10 
Days, amongſt the ſlain in Battle; at- 
ter which reviving he related many 
ſtrange things he had there ſcen. 
There was allo another of this Name, 
and Diſciple to Plato, who was Ma- 
ſter to Epicurus, Another alſo was a 
Philoſopher ot Amphipolis, who wrote 
of Grammar, of Painting, and of L:[u- 
ſtrious Painters: With 3 Books, de re 
Ruſtica. 

* Pambphilus, a Macedonian, and famous 
| Painter, conſiderable alſo for his 
| Learning, and great Skill in Mathema-

375. He was Maſter of Apelles; and 
taught many other Perſons of Quality. 
He thought Mathematicks were necel- 
E ſary ro a Painter. Three more of this

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Pampnerius, Native of Thete, in 
Egypt, in the sch Age, was much in 
favour with Zens Emp. He was A 
Pagan, and Scholar of Proclus. He 
wrote ſeveral things in Verſe, and in 
Proſe the Wars of 1/auria. 

Pan, a very ancient Egptian Deity, 
cal'd in that Language Mendes, the 


Name of a C. ſignifying an He- Coat; 


in the likeneſs whereot, he was there 
worſhipp'd. In this Shape he is ſaid 
ro have appeared to labouring Men, 
whom he 1o affrighred, that many ot 
em dy'd : And hence great Frights 
came to be term'd P.mich Fears. The 
Greeks, to whom he was more lately 
known, make him ro be born in A- 
cadia, of Penelobe, the Daughter of 
Icarus, xavifh'd by Aercury in Form of 
a He-Goatz whence he was eſteem'd 
a Rural God, the God of Arcadia, and 
of Mountains, Woods, and Shepherds. 
He is faid to have accompanied Bac- 
chus into the Indies, and to have al- 
fiſted the Athenians at Marathon, where 
he appear'd in an Humane Shape, of 
an unmeaſurable fize, and caus'd found 
a Charge in ſuch Warlike and Aitright- 
ing Notes, that che Perſian Army were 
territy'd and fled, Hence, ſay they, 
a Great, Sudden, and Groundleis Ter- 
ror, is call d a Panick Fear. Mytholo- 
giſts here, as in other Fables, find 
couch'd the Secrets of Nature; af- 
firming that Pan in Greek ſignines All, 
and denotes the Univerſe, and plea- 
ſing themſelves to perceive in his Ex- 
ternal Repreſentation, a lively Emblem 
of all the various Parts of the Uni. 
verſe; the Derail of which would 
here be too large. 

Panagriti, a Noble Grecian of the 
XYjI* Cent. much in favour wich the 
Grand Sizmor, which he manag'd to 
the Advantage of thoſe of his Coun- 
try.

Panama, a well peopled C. in Ame- 
rica, upon the Shoar of the S. Sea, of 
good Commerce, but unhcalthiul Air, 
with a convenient Port. It was built 
in 1515. by Petrus Aria, ſor receiving 
the Goods from Peru. It is ſmall, aud 
built of Wood; and is a B's See, under 
the A. of Lima. The Sea retiring 2 or 3 
m. from it at low Water, leaves a ſtink- 
ing Mud that ſpoils the Air, It was 
rifled by the French in 1661, and in 
1685. by Lawrence a Buccanier. Here 
liv'd a modern Saint, call'd Rye of 
Panama, reverenc'd for Sandtity, as 
the Spaniards report by the Gaats 
and Flies in her Cell. 

Panarucan, a well traded C. cap. of 
a little K. of that Name, in Favs, an 
If, of the Sonde, by the Straits of Pa- 
lambucn. Near it is a Burning Moun- 
tain, that in 1586. vomited Flames 
with ſuch a Violence, that above 10000 
Souls periſh'd thereby. 

Panathene:, Feaſts inſtituted at 4- 
thens by Theſeus, after he had United 
the Ts. of Attica. Here they wreſt- 
led naked, Women and Strangers be- 
ing ſecluded, and danc'd the Pyrrhick 
Dance in Armour, The Greater P.- 
natbenæa were celebrated every 5th Y. 
by the Latins nam'd Quinquatria, and 
the leſſer annually. 

Pancalier, a ſmall C. in Picdmont, 
on the R. Po, under the D. of Sv; 
14 m. E. of Pignerol, Long. 27. 19.

Panicha, a Sca- Port T. in Portugal, 


invading that K. in 1589. in behalt of 
Anthory, landed; whence they march'd 
to Lisbon: Bur finding no Aſſiſtance, 
they treturn'd to Caſchais. 

Pannonia, a large Country cf Europe, 
between the Mountains Cethi, the Da 
nube, and IHricum. Tis partcd into 
the Haber, or Prima Conſularis, co the 
W. where are now Stiria, Carniola, 
Croatia, Carinthia, Wmdiſh-Mark, and 
moſt of Auſtria; and the Lower, or 
Secunda Conſularis, to the E. that con- 
tained Bi, Sclavonia, and part of 
Hungary, lying berween the Danube, 
the Raab, and the Drave. The chict 
Ts. were Sieſta, now Siſeck in Cro- 
tia ; Petoria, now Petaw in Stiria ;

Panomia, or Pannomia, Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Laws collected by Tres de Chartres, 
about the I. 1100. Theſe are not 
the fame wich Somme des Decreti 
d' Ives, which was made by Hugh le 
Catalan. 

Panormitan, ſee Tudeſchi. 

Panorms, a Sea-Port T. in Canina, 
or Epicurus. 

Panoymus, and Gonippus, Meſſenians 
and Intimate Friends, having cloath'd 
themſelves in long Purple Veſts, with 
a white Tunick over, a Crown of 
Flowers upon their Heads, and 2 
Launce in their Hands, and walking 
over the Market in Lacedæmon, while 
the Citizens ſolemnized the Feaſt of 
Caſtor and Pollux, were taken for theſe 
Deities; and taking their advant 
of the People, as they fell down and 
ador'd them, made a Bloody Slaughter; 
and then fled to Meſſena. - 
Pantalaria, an Il. in the Mediter- 
r mean, between Africk and Sicily, near 
which 7uly 13. 1586. there was a 
S-a-Fight berween 5 Ergliſh Turkey- 
Merchant Ships, and 11 Spaniſh Gal- 
lies, with 2 Frigats, which laſted for 
5s hours; wherein the Spaniards were 
bearen, and the Englifh, tho' heavy 
laden, loft but 2 Men. This was the 
firſt Fleet of the Tukey Company. 

Pantalean, (Herrn) born at Baſil in 
the XVI" Cent. having perfected him- 
ſelf in the Languages and Sciences, 
taught them for a long time, and 
turn'd Phyſician, after he was well in 
Le. He was a Man of Probity, and 
very laborious, having tranſlated ſeve- 
ral things into Hug, Dutch, and com- 
poſed many other Works; particularly 
his Proſopagrapia, publiſſid in 1566. 
containing the Elegy of the Illuſtri- 
ous Men in Germany, He dy d in 


1598. | 
| Pantenus, 
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Panteiins, 4 Sicilian, a Chriſtian and 
Stoich Philoſopher, was Preſident of the 
School of Alexandria, in the IId Cent. 
whence he was ſent by the B. to teach 
the Ethiopians, There he ſaw S. Matthew's 
Goſpel in Hebrew, that was left there 
by the Author. He return d after to 4 
texandria, and there remain 'd expound- 
ing the Scriptures, during the Reigns ot 
Severus and Caracalla. His Commen- 


taries on the Bible are entirely loſt. 


Pant be an Statues, or Signæ Pant bea, 
were Statues that repreſented all, or 
the moſt conſiderable of the Heathen 
Divinities, being accompanied with 
their ſeveral diſtinguiſhing Marks. Ju- 
piter was known by his Thunderbolt; 
Jum by a Crown; Mars had his Hel- 
met; the Sun, his Beams; Diana, a 
Creſcent; Ceres, the Horn of Plenty, 
or an Ear of Corn ; Cupid, a Bundle of 
Arrows; Mercury, Wings at his Feer, 
or 2 Caduceus; the Ivy diſtinguiſh'd 
Bacrhas, and Beauty Venus, &c. Theſe 
Characters were diverfly plac'd, above, 
about, or upon the Statuts, according 
to the different Fancies, or Ingenuity 
of the Artiſt. There were alſo Inſcrip- 
tions, Gravings, and Feaſts, that were 
rexm'd Pant he n. 

Pantheon, a Temple, round in Form, 
built by Agrippa, Auguſtin's Son- in- law, 
at Rome; without: ſide of Brick, bur 
adorn'd with Marble of various Colours 


within. The Statues of the Gods were 


plac d in the Niches of the Walls; and 
particularly, the Ivory Minerva of Phi- 
dias; alſo one of Venus, with Q. Cleo- 
Aras Pearl at her Ears, that was va- 
d at10000000 Seſterces, in Engliſh 
Money about 7639ol. 11 s. The Gatcs 
of this Temple were of Braſs, the Beams 


cover'd with Braſs gilt, and the Roof 


was of Silver Plates. It was dedicated 
ro Jupiter Vindex. Pope Boniface III. 


conſecrated ir to the Virgin Mary, and 


all rhe Sain and call'd it Santa Maria 
della Rot ond... Adrian Emp. built ano- 
ther like this Athens, in honour of all 
the Gods; enriching it with 26 Co- 
lumns of Phrygian Marble, with à Li- 
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brary, and an Academy call'd by hi, 
Name, and beaurify'd with 100 Pillars 
of Lybian Marble. 

Pantomimi, were certain Playcrs, 
wich the Ancients, who by their various 
Geſtures, Poſtures and Actions, repre- 
ſented upon the Stage, Comedy, or 
Tragedy, without Dialogue; and fo dex. 
trous were they, that one would have 
thought, they beheld the very things 

themſelves. Some are of Opinion that 
| Pylades and Bathyllus, who came to 
Rome in Auguſlus's time, were the firſt 
of theſe Mimicks ; tho' they were only 
the firſt who ſeparated themſelves from 
the other Comedians, to form a Com. 
pany a- part: For there were ſuch in 
the time of Zichylus, and of Ariſtotle. 
Their uſual Acting was in Dances,which 
were manag'd with ſuch ſingular Ad- 
dreſs, that P/ntarch, in his Sympoſauchs, 
call them Dumb Poems, as he does Pce- 
try a Speabing Dance. 

Panuco, a Sea-Province in N. America, 
on the S. E. of Aechoacan, and N. from 
Mexico, 300 m. in length, and 220 in 
in breadth.

Papas, ſigniftes Father, and is an Ap- 
pellation which the Greeks gave their 
Prieſts, and ſometimes to Patriarchs or 
Biſhops. The chief of their Prieſts they 
ſtird Protopapas; which Title, the Pre- 
late of the Ifle of Corfu rakes upon him. 

Paphlagonia, now Bolli, a Country in 
Aſia Minor, between Galatia and the 
Euxine Sea, lying along the Couft. *Tis 
ſaid to have taken its Name from P.ph- 
lagon, Son of Phineas, a Prince of the 
ſame. In it were the Cs. of Cinope, Tri- 
poli, or Tribicelti, the Theuthrania ot the 
Ancients, c. 

Paphnut ius, B. of Higher Thebais, was 
a Conteſſor of rhe 3d Age, having loft 
his left Leg and rigtc Eye in Maximin's 
Perſecution, and being after condemn'd 
to the Mines. In 324. he was prefent at 
the Council of Mice, where the Fathers, 
being about to make a Law, That thoſe 
in Holy Orders, who were married, 
ſhould rchenceforth refrain the Uſe of 
Marriage, he hindred it from paſting, 
He aſſiſted alſo at the Councils of Hre 
and Sardis, in 335 and 347. 

Paphos, a C. of Cyprus, anciently re- 
nown'd for a Magnificent Temple of 
Venus, became afrerwards a B's. See, A 
Borough call'd Baffo, is now to be ſeen 
in its Ruins. 

Paphus, was Son of Pygmalion, a fa- 
mous Statuary. This Pygmalion, as ſay 
the Poets, being in Cyprus, and behold- 
ing the Lewdneſs of the Women there, 
reſolved not ro marry; but after became 
inamoured of an Ivory Statue, which he 
had made, of excuiſite Artifice and Per- 
fection. The Goddeſs Venus, upon his 
Prayers for a Wife of like Beauty, en- 
liven'd his Statue into a fair virgin, that 
became his Wife, and was Mother of 
Paphus ; who built a City in that place, 
which he cali'd by his own Name.

Caftellana, in the Pope's Territories, 
was an kcclefiaſtick in the 17 
Age, well skill'd in the Law and o- 
ther Sciences; an excellent Latiniſt 
and a curious Poet. He publiſh'd a 
Collection of Poems, and had pre- 
par d a Poem of his own, which he 


from Princing it by an early Death. 
Paradiſe, ſignifies a Garden, and 
is deriv'd immediately from a Greck 
Word; tho it is found alſo in the 
Hebrew, and thought to be of a Per- 
ſian Original, In its primary and 
moſt proper Significatin, it denotes 
that place of Delight, imbelliſn'd 
by the Hand ot God, with whatever 
could make it pleaſurable, wherein 
he put the New-torm'd, and yet In- 
nocent Man, the Maſter- piece of his 
Inferior Creation ; from whence he 
was thrown out moſt deſervedly, up- 
on his ſlighting the Divine Premoni- 
tion. But Divincs uſe this Word in 
a Figurative Sence, to exprets that 
place (as they are pleas'd to ſpeak) 


dies. Of Paradiſe in this meaning of 
the Word, the ancient eme, for a- 
we know, had no Notion; 
there being nothing found in al! tlie 
Law of Moſes, yea nor poſſibly in 
the Prophets, of the State of ſepa- 
rated Souls: For as to theſe words 
ſometimes us d, Appaſitus eſt pofulo 
ſuo; they admit ot much more plau- 
ſible Iaterpretations. But ic was be- 
liev'd by the Moderns towards our 
Saviour's Time, by whom ic was al- 
{2 term'd the Boſom of Abrab un, 
where many alto ot the Primicive 
Chriſtians thoughts the Souls cf 
the Saints, to have been derain'd till 
after the Aſcenſion of Chriſt: And 
of this, tis rhoughr Chriſt ſpeaks to 
the penitent Thief.

This Houſe hath a 
power of propoſing Laws, and to 
impcach publick Delinquents of the 
higheſt quality; to preſent publick 
Grievances to be redreſs'd, and De- 
inquents to be puniſhed : Here Bill: 
tor raiſing Mony on the ſubje& muſt 
begin; and no Law can paſs with- 
out their Conſent. All Speeches in 
this Houſe are Addreſs d to the Spea- 
ker, who is choſen by the Command 
and Approbation of the K., and 
none are to ſpeak to one thing more 
than once in a Day, unleſs in Com- 
mittes, even in that of the whole 
Houſe, where they may ſpeak and 
reply as often as they pleaſe. The

Parre, (Th:mas) Botn in 1583 in 
Shropſhire, was almoſt 160 Years old. 
His being brought up to Lordon by the 
Earl of Arundel, is thought to have 
ſhortned his Days. He died in 
1635. 

Parret, a R. in Somerſetſhire that 
waters Crobet-horn , South-Petherton, 
Long port, and Bridewater, in its Courſe 

to the Severn- Sea. 

Parrhaſius, Born at Epheſus, Son 
and Scholar of Evenor, was a moſt 
skilful Painter, and in his Art excel- 
led all his Contemporarics. He was 
Victor in a Conteſt he had with Zeu- 
xes, who miſtook a Curtain he had 
drawn for Nature it ſelf. He was ex- 
travagantly Proud, going cloath'd in 
Purple, wich 2 Crown of Gold on 
his Head, and deriving his Pedegree 
from Apoll. But at laſt he was over- 
come by Timanthes of Sicyon in a Diſ- 
pute, who was publickly pronounc'd 
the better Painter. 

Parrhaſius, (Janus) Native of Coſen - 
xa, was a Grainmarian of the XVtrh 
Centry, and much valu'd for his 
Learning. He taught at Milan, 
whence he was expell d through the 
Envy of thoſe of that Employ, and 
retir'd to Coſenxa, where he Died. 
He publiſh'd Commentarics on Claus 
dian, and Ovid in Thin, 

Particide, the Murder of a Parent, 
againſt which the Romans, as judg- 
ing it an unpracticable Villany, had 
no Law, till 0 Years after Num, 
that L. Oſtius kill'd his Father, which 
occaſion d the Pompeian Law , for 
which the Tranſgreſſor was firſt to 
be whipp'd till Blood came, and then 
throw into the Sea, or next River, 
tied in a Leathern Sack with a Dog, 
Ape, Cock and Viper. 

P axſhore, a m. T. in Worcoſtei ſhire, 
on the River Avon, Cap. of the Hun- 
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Parſis, certain Pagans in the K. of | 


Cambay in India, who are the Poſte 
rity of thoſe 18000 Perſians, who, 
together with their Ring, fled chither 
from Mah»metan Perſecution in the 
th Age. They where followed by 
others , and retain'd their ancient 
Cuſtoms and Religion. They believe 
but one God Creator of the World, 
which he governs by ſeven Depuries, 
under whom are twenty 1x others; 
have no Temples; account Fire a 
Symbol of the Diety; are prohibi- 
red cating of Living Creatures; and 
have their Worſhip on the iſt and 
2oth Days of the Moon. 

Parthen, a German T. near the 
Baltick, in the Cirele of Upper-Sax- 
ony, and D. of Pomerania, belonging 
to the Swedes. 

Parthenius, of Nice, a Poet in Au- 
guſt uss time, who was Maſter to Vir- 
gi/, wrote a Diſcourſe de Amator iis 
Atrumnis, and the praiſes of his 
Wife, and ſeveral other Pieces. 

Parthenope, one of the Syrens, who 
nor being able to charm Ulyſſes and 
his Company, caſt themſelves into 
the Sea? Parthenope was driven a- 
ſhore on Italy, and there Buried. 
Where her Tomb was afcerwards 
found, a City was built, and call'd 
by her Name ; which being Deſtroy- 
ed and Re-builr, was therefore call'd 
Neapolis, now Naples. 

Parthia, now a Prov. of Perſia in 
Aſia, lying between Media, Hyrcania, 
Aria, Carmania, and Pharſi, 700 m. 
in length and 460 in breadth. It is 
now called Airach, or Terach-Agemi; 
bur was anciently divided into Cami- 
ſene, Parthiene , Paracanticene, and 
Tabiene. It was the Seat of the Par- 
thian Empire, which laſted 400

Years, being founded by Arſaces | 


(from whom his Sacceſſors were

ſtil'd the Cato of Venice, whereof he 
wrote a Hiſtory and ſeveral other 
— He died in 1568 , Aged 


Pavryſatis, Siſter of Xerxes, and 
Wite to Darius Ochus, King of Perſia, 
was a moſt cruel Princeſs, and pci- 
ſon d Statira, her Daughter-in-Law ; 
for which the King caus'd Ginge her 
Woman to be Executed, tho' ar Tri. 
al abſolv'd by the Judges. She diſ- 
patch d alſo whoſoever comply d not 
with her Humour. There were more 
Perſian Princeſſes of this Name. 

Pas, a ſmall Town of the Lw- 
Countries, in the Earld. of Artois, cn 
the Borders of Picardy, thirteen Miles 
S. W. of Arras, belonging to France. 

Pas, ¶ Manaſſe de) Marquis de Fe- 
quiers, was a great Soldier, bur grea-

| Book againſt Mihomeraniſn. 


Paſchal (Blaiſe) was Born ar Cler- 
mint in Auvergne. His Father was 
firſt Preſident in the Court of Aides 
in Auvergne, then Councellor of State, 
and for abour ten Years Intendant of 
Juſtice at Roan, being well known to 
the Learn'd for his Knowledge in 
the Sciences and che Mathematicks 
in particular. By him was his Son 
inſtructed in the Languages and Sci- 
ences, and under ſuch a Maſter made 
ſuch defirable progreſs, that he 
paſs'd for one of the moſt accom- 
pliſh'd perſons of the Age. He lear- 
ned Geometry at eleven Ycars, and 
at ſixteeen wrote a choice piece of 
Marhematicks; at ninereen he invent - 
ed his Arichmetical Engine, the won- 
der of the Learned. By his Expe- 
riments touching a Vacuum, he de- 
monſfrated the Weight of the Air, 
aſcribinz thereto the effects, former- 
ly attributed to a Fuga Vacui, At 32 
he retir'd from the World, abandon- 
ing all theſe fair Hopes his admirable 
Qualigications might juſtly have in- 
ſpired him with, as infinitely un- 
worthy the fli-he of a Mind Illumi 
nated and Infl :med from above, Ar 


laſt being ſeized by 2 tedious Sick 


neſs, under waich he demzancd dun- 
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| ſelf with an Heroick patience , He 


reſigned his Spirit into the Hands of 
che Father thereof, at Paris Auguſt 
19, 1662, Aged 39 Years two Months. 
The Works he left behind, are en- 
tertained by the Learned with the 
higheſt Eſteem, as Pieccs alrogether 
finiſhed : On vhich account tis mi- 
ghitily regretted, that he lived not to 
put an end to that he deſigned againſt 
Atheiſts, whereof there are only ſome 
few frazments, which we have in a 
Collection of his Though, He was 
very remarkable for his Loyaity, and 
was the Author of the Provincial 
Lerters againſt the looſe Caſuiſtry ot 
the Feſuits. 

Paſchal I. by Birth a Roman, ſuc- 
ceeded Stephen IV. in the Papacy, 
being Elected September 27, 817. He 
was a mighty promoter of Images, 
Image- Horſhip, and an Enemy to the 
Iconsclaſts, on which account he 
Excommunicated Le» V. Emp. and 
his Ic oma hi- He Crowned the 
Emp. Lotharius on Eaſter-Day, in 
821, and Died May 12 824, after 
he had fare 7 Years, 3 Months, 16 
Days. 

Paſchzt II. a Tuſcan, Succeſſor to 
Urban II. was choſen Pope Aug. 12 
loge, his Name being tormerly Rau- 
nier, He Excommunicated Gurbert 
Antipape, and compoſed tome Trou- 
bles in [taly, In 1102 he held a 
Council at Rome, another at Cuaſtalls 
in Lombardy, and a third at Troges in 
France, where he was preſent him 
ſe.f, tor Reformation of Manners. 
He contended with Henry VIII. of 
England, and Henry IV. Emp. abouc 
the Right of Inveſticures: With the 
firſt he accommodated the Matter, 
and the other Dying, bis Son Hemy 
V. Impriloned him, wich the Clerg 
and chief perſons ot the City, till he 
agreed to his Detire, confirming 
whac he had done, by giving the 
Emp. one part ot tlie Hoſt, and ta- 
king the othere> himſelk, in che mean 
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time thus expreſſing himfelf, Sicut 


Pers hæc wivifici ch p is diviſa eſt ita 
dia iſi fit a Regn Chriſti Domini noſtri 
qui Fattum hoc violave ten taverit, i. e. 
May he be excluded Heaven that 
breaks this Agreement, Notwith- 
ſtunding which, the Pope excited the 
Saxons againſt him, and obliged him 
to yield his Right of Inveſtiture.

Paſchal, Archdeacon of the Roman 
Church. was Antipope to Sergi I. 
but Died ſoon after in 687. Another 
Paſcal was Antipope to Alexander III. 
His Name was Guy of Crema, and he 
ſucceeded Octavian in the Papacy, 
An. 1164. He Died fix Years at- 
cer. 

Paſch ſe, (Ratbert) lived in the XIth 
Cen, and was Abbor of Corbie. He 
is ſaid by Proteſtants to have brought 
in che Felict of the real Preſence of 
Ch:ift's Body in the Euchariſt, He 
wrote much, and his Works were 
gathered into cne Vol. by S$1mmadus, 
and publiſhed ac Paris 1618, conſiſt- 
ing of 12 Boc ks. 

Paichaſinus, B. of Lilybæum in Si- 
cily in the Vthi. Cen.; was Legate to 
Pope Le at the Coun. of Chalcedon, 
in 451. | 

Paſes, was a Magician anciently 
famous; for having a piece of Mo- 
ney, which, when paid away ſtill 
returned again: Whence Paſetis Ob- 
ol: is proverbially uſed tor any 
ſtrange thing, *Tis ſaid he could by 
his Charmes repreſent Sumptuous En- 
tertainments with Waiters on, and 
mike all diſa ppe ir at his pleaſure. 

Paſiphae, the Daugliter of the Sun, 
and Wiſe to Minos RK. of Crete, is 
ſaid to have been enamoured ot a 
Bull ; which having enjoyed by con- 
trivance of Delatue, brought forth 
the AMinrtaur , halt Man halt Bull, 
which was incl-tcd inthe Labyrinth, 
and through aſſiſtance ot Ariane, 
K ed by 4 beſein. ; 
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Paſley, a T. in Scotland, where was 
a tamous Monaſtery founded by 4. 
lexander II. The Monks here wrote 
a Chronicle of that K. called Lib e- 
9 or, The black Book of pa- 

ey. 

P aſquier (Stephen) was a Man very 
Knowing, a lover of Learning, and 
throughly acquainted with Ancient 
Hiſtory, and cſpecially that of France, 
He was the King's Advocate in the 
Chamber of Acccunts at Paris, and 
Author of ſeveral Works. He Dicd 
in 1615. 

Paſquin, is a Marble Statue at Rome, 
to which are athxed in the Night Li- 
bels and Satyts, that the Authors dare 
not own. It had its Name, as i; 
faid, from a Cobler ſo called, that 
lived about 200 Years ago, to whom 
many idle perſons uſed to reſort, be- 
ing pleaſed to hear his Satyrical In- 
vcntives againſt all ſorts of people ; 
near whole Stall this Statue, beinz 
of a Gladiator, was found under 
Ground, 

Paſſalorinchites, the Flowers of 
Mntanus, that pretended to a per- 
perual Silence, holdins their Finger 
ever upon their Mouth, for which 
they alledged a paſſage of the 140 
Eſalm. They begun in the ſecond 
Age, and continued to St, Zerom's 
time, 

Paſſarvan, a T. in the E. of che 
Iſle of Java, in the Indies, with a 
Harbour, 

P nv, an Imperial C. of Germany, 
in the Circle of Bavaria, and 4 B. 
under Saltzhurg. Tis a large C. and 
under the protection of its own B. 
who has here a fine Palace; but the 
Houſes, for the moſt part, are ot 
Wocd, which has occaſioned it to 
ſuffer much by Fire, particularly in 
1651. Here is a Cathedral of Noble

Pat ana, a Country in the Peninſula 
of Indus, beyond the Gult of Benzale, 
with a C. of the ſame Name, on the 
Sea-Shoar, *Tis tributary to the k. 
of Siam. Here there is a good Air, 
tho' much Heat, the Summer continu- 
ing from Februzry to the end of 01. 
ber; all the other three Months it 
Rains perpetually with Wind at N. E. 
They have ſtore of Fruit, Cattle ard 
Fowl; Tigets, Monkeys, and Ele- 
phants in the Woods. The Inhabi- 
tants are Aſabometans, and eit no 
Swines Fleſh : They are civil in Con- 
verſation, but ſtately and humorſome 
in their Gate. 

Pztans, a people of Indoſtan, that 
were formerly powerful, but were 
expel''d by the Moguls, who coming 
from Great Tartary, ſettled themiclves 
in the Indies, about the Year 1401. 
On which the Pat ans retired to the 
Mountains, and there fortified them- 
ſelves, They are Aab met ens con- 
temn the Indians and all Idolaters; 
but bear a mortal Averſion to the 
Moguls. 

Patara, is a C. of Lycia, and B. f. 
fragan of Mira, formerly tinious tor 
an Oracle of Ap3/b.

Paul, (St.) the great Apoſtle of 


the Gentiles, Originally a Benjamite, 
was Born and Educated at Tarjus, 
the Cap. of Cilicia; (a C. not in- 
ferior in polite Learning to Alex- 
andria, Athens, or even Rome it felt) 
in all humane Literature; where 


he was alſo inſtructed in a Trade, 


(as was the cuſtom of his Nation) 
which was that of Tent-Making : 
Thence he was fent to Feruſalem, 
where he ſtudied the Law under 
Gamaliel, a Renowned Doctor there- 
of; and thenceforth became a zea- 
lous propagator thereof, and a violent 
perſecuror of Chriſtianity, profeſ- 
ting himſelf of rhe Phari/aick Sect. 
But as he travelled to Damaſcus, 
breathing out Fury againſt the Chri- 
ſtian-Name , by a miraculous Ap- 
pearance of the Son of God, his 
Mind was changed, and he became 
a fervent promoter of what he had 
formerly endeavoured to deſtroy, 
and was, by the Saviour of the 
World, ſent his Embaflador unro all 
Nations ; which Apoſtleſhip he faith- 
fully Executed, with a Fidelity, 
Conduct, and Courage beyond that 
of the greateſt Heroes, His vari- 
ous Travels over the World, are re- 
lated in that well known facred 
Book of the Acts of the Apoſtles, 
till ſuch time as being apprehended 
by the Jews at Jeruſalem, and con- 
ſtrained ro Appeal to Auguttus, he 
was carried to R:me, where he is ſaid 
to have converted co the Chriſtian 
Faith, Pypbæa Sabina, a Concubine 
of Nero, one of the moſt accom- 
pliſned Ladies in the World, had 
me been Chaſt. He was liberated 
after 2 Years Coafinement, and 
made the ſecond Tour of cheWerld,

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Order he was beheaded, at the 4. 
que Salvie, 3 m. from the C. in 
the 68th Y. of his Age, and buried 
in Via Oſtienſi, where Conſtantine the 
Great erected a Magnificent Church 
over his Sepulcher. He was low of 
Stature, ſtooped a little, had a fair 
Complexion-, grave Countenance, 
pleaſant Aſpect, a weak Conſtitu- 
tion, and ſubje& ro the Head-Ach, 
which ſome think was his Thorn in 
the = His Judgment was clear 
and ſolid, Invention Quick, Memory 
Prompt. He was inſtructed in al 
Sacred and Prophane Learning ; 
Humble, Temperate, Charitablc, 
Zealous, Parient, Induftrious, and all 
even to Admiration. His Writings, 
wherein he was guided by the facred 
Spirit, make up a great part of the 
New Teſtament : Beſides which, there 
were others attributed to him, that 
are juſtly by the moſt judicious re- 
jected as ſpurious. The Name of 
Paul he had of the Gentiles ; ſons 
ſay he aſſumed it at his Converſion, 
and others, that he had it from S- 
gius Paulus the Proconſul whom he 
converted at Paphos: But his Fewiſb 
Name was Saul. 

Paul, B. of Narbonne, is general- 
ly and probably thought to be that 
Sergius Paulus: the Roman Proconſul 
at Cyprizs, who was of one of the | eſt 
Families of Rome, and had been in 
the principal Employs of that Re- 
publick, He was turned to Chri- 
ſtianity by St. Paul, whom, aſter 
his Impriſonment at Rome, he is 
ſaid ro have accompanied to Gi 
and Spain, and by him to have 
been made B. of Narbonne; but 
ſome ſay he was firſt B. of Bezicrs. 
He is faid to have been rhe firſt that 
was Martyred in Fance.

Eccleſiaſtick, and had divers pre- 
ferments conterred on him. He was 


a great lover of Maznincence, and 


Splendor in his Appcarances, where- 


in he is ſaid to have uſcd Paint. He 


| pleaſed the People ot Rome, by the 
© Publick ſhews and Divertiſements he 
| exhibited, that had been diſguſted 
by his diſpoſing Benefices ro Forret- 
ners. He made Peace among the 
& Princes of Italy; and died ſuddenly, 
in 1471, in the 54th T. of his Age, 
and 7th of his Reign. | 


Paul III. was a Roman and Son of 


Peter Lovis Farneſe, nam d formerly 
Alexander. He was choſen Pope in 
1534, being 67 Ys. of Age, by the 


unanimous conſent of 34 Cardinals, 
upon the Death of Clement VIT. He 
enter'd into an alliance with the 
Empercr and Venetians againſt the 
Turks ; which prov'd fruitleſs: And 
in 1533 made a Truce for 10 Y. be- 
tween Frarcis IJ. and Charles V. 
Emp. and atter ſummon'd a Council, 
which met at rent; Decemb, 13th 
1545. Hie luid the Foundation of 
that Magnificent ſtructure at Rome, 
calfd the Palace ot the Farneſi, He 
always kept to a Neutrality between 
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the Emperor and French H. but pub- 
liſhed his Bull againſt K. Henry VIII. 
of England. The Diſpleaſure he con- 
c d at the Ingratitude of his Re- 
lations, threw him into a Feaver, 


'whereot he died in 1549 Aged 81 


Ys. He was Learned and Judicious, 
skill'd in Aſtrology, writ ingenious 
Veries, and kept epiftular Correſpon- 
dence with Eraſmus and other great 
Men : He wrotealſo Notes on fome 
Epiſtles ot Cicero, Bembꝰ and Sacd1- 
let. 

Paul IV. a Neapolitan, call'd be- 
fore Fohn Peter Caraffa, was born in 
1475. His Grand-father was thc 
Count De Matalone: By Pope Julius 
II. he was made B. of Crivita de Fheuli, 
from which he gave the Name of 
Theatins to an Order of Regular 
Clercks, tounded by him. He was 
near 80 Ys. of Age, when he was 
elected, which was in May 25th 
I555 about 22 daysafter the Death of 
Marcellus II. He cook his Name from 
Paul III. by whom he had been made 
Cardinal and A. of Naples. He lu- 
bour d in Prometinz Retormation of 
Manners, and removing Sundry A- 
buſes; confirmed the Inquiſition, 
and obliz'd Bs. to reſide in their Dio- 
cefles, and Monks in their Mona- 
ſteries. He made an Alliance with 
the French, with whom and the 
Switzer, he made War upon Naples 
againſt Philip of Spain, whereby It 
was ruin'd. He cndeavoured to re- 
ſtore the Roman Religion in Englund 
under Q. Mary, He experienc'd the 
Extremities of Fate: For at firſt 
the Privileges he granted the Raman 
procured him, not only the thanks 
ct the People, but that a Marble 
Statue was erected for him in the 
Capitol; tho' afrerwards the Proud 
and Haughty ſeverity of his Temper g 
his Zeal for Reformarion and the In- 
quiſition ; his ExaQions to maintain 
che War, the Abuſcs committed hy 
his Nephews the Ca, (cho. * 
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had therefore been by him expell dſ manner to Aid the Emperor againſi 


Rome) did ſo much excite their 
Hatred, that when they heard of his 
Approaching end, they roſe in a 
Tumult, Curs'd his Name, Actions 
and Family, opened Priſon Org 
Burnt the Houſe of the Inquiſition, 
with all rhe Papers and Records ot 
that Court; after they had releas'd 
the Priſoners, and by a publick De- 
cree of the People, the Arms of the 
Caraffa's were defac'd over all the 
C. the very day he died, which was 
Aug. 28 1559. in the 84 T. of his 
Age. He was Learn'd and Skil'd 
in the Tongues, and writ ſeveral 
Treatiſes; as, De Symbolo; De emen- 
danda Eccleſia ad Paul III. Regulæ 
Theatinorum, &c. 

Paul V. whoſe former Name was 
Camilla Borgheſe, was Son of Anto- 
nio Borgheſe of Siena and a Roman 
Lady: His great Skill in the Law 
procur'd him to be gradually ad vanc . d 
till by Clement VIII. he was made a 
Cardinal He was unanimouſly elected 
to ſucceed Le) II. May 16 1605, not- 
withſtanding the Competition of the 
famous Cardinals Bellarmine and Baro- 
nius and others. The Principal Aim 
of this Pope was to Advance the Ec- 
clefiaſtical Dignity to the higheſt 
pitch; on which account he prepa-- 
red to ereſt a new Congregation at 
Rome, to fiad out means for enlarg- 
ing the Authority and Dominion of 
the Church; bur perceiving that his 
Congegration ſor Engliſh Affairs, had 
Alarumd K James. I. he protracted 
his Defizn ; which was alſo further 
delay'd by his Melancholy: Bar chis 
being over, his firſt Effort was to 
have the Council of Trent received in 


France, and to have the Feſuits in 


Spin freed from Tithes, wirh ſome 
ſuch things. After this, he had ſome 
llight rouches with the State of 
Lucca, and the Neapolitans, but was 
much more bold with the Denet i ans, 


the Turks ; and tho' he was much in- 
cens'd by their modeſt refuſal, yer 
was not there an open Rupture, as 
ſhortly after follow'd cn this Oc- 
caſion. Scipio Saraceno, a Prebend 
of Vicenza, having Abusd a Lady 
whom he offer'd to Debauch, and At- 
fronted the Magiſtrates of that C. he 
was cited before the Juſtice Court at 
Venice, at which the Pope was cx- 
ceedingly enraged, and told them 
he would never permit that any cauſe 
wherein an Eccleſiaſtick was con- 
cern'd ſhauld come under ſecular 
Cognizarice : They had alſo cnacted 
à ſtatute of Aortmain to hinde; 
Laicks to leave their Eſtates to the 
Church, and had prohibited the 
Building of Churches without leave 
from the State; they had moreover 
Impriſoned the Abbor of Nerveſa, 
who was accus'd of Magick, Inceſt, 
Murder and Tyranny over his Ten- 
ants. The Senate of Venice having 
maturely deliberated upon theſe 
Matters, wich the advice of ſuch 
Men, as were eicher moft Skilful in 
both Laws, and in Theology, or fa- 
mous for Learning or Piety; who al! 
agreed that the Papal Authority cx. 
rended not to Temporal Matters, rc 
ſolv'd to abide by what they had 
done: Upon this the Pope fill 
threatens and afterwards pronounce: 
the Sentence of Excommunicarion.

had recciv'd from the Emperor, to 
refreſh his fainting Spirits. With 
this Paulinus afterward preſented the 
Emperor, for which challenging his 
Empreſs, and ſhe denyinz, he was 
ſo much enrag'd with Jeal-uſy, that 
he put Paulinus to Death, in 440.

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Paulus, call d Samoſatenus from 
Samoſata a C. of Syria, was Succeſ- 
ſor to Demet rian in the B. of Antioch, 
in 202. He was the Founder ot the 
Heretichs , call'd Paulianifts , and 
taught, That che HV. Ghost having 
operated in Christ Jeſus, rerir'd again 
to his Father; That there were two 
diſtin& Perſons in aur Saviour? He 
alſo denied the diſtinction of the 
Perſons of the Trinity. Being con- 
demn d by ſome Prelates of Antioch, 
he abjur'd his Hereſy; but relapſing, 
he was depos'd, and Domus, Son of 
Demetrian, put in his Place. 

Paulus Venetus, a Monk of St. Au- 
ſtin, was a famous Philoſopher and 
Divine in the XV. Cen. He was 
Author of ſeveral Philoſophical 
Tracts, Sermons, and a Book againſt 
the 7ews, 

Paulutius, (Anafeſtus) was the firſt 
Doge of Venice, who was EleQed a- 
bout the Y. 697. After him, two 
others were ſucceſſively Choſen, and 
then this Dignity was tor 6 Ys, dit- 
continu'd, and then reſumd, conti- 
nuing ever ſince. 

Favor, Fear, a Roman Deity, which 
they had of the Corinthians, whoſe 
Children being frighred ro Death 
by the Ghoſts of Mermerus and Phe- 
res, Aedea's Children, they were or-

He wro 
a Deſcription of Greece, yer b 
cant. 

Pouſunia of Sicyone, a Painter 
Diſciple of Pamphilins, 350 Ye 
fore Chriſt, was the firſt that pai 
ed Ceilings and Roofs of Palaces, | 
ing paſſionately in Love with a Nol 
zay-Maker, call'd GHcerium, here 
her, in his Tranſpore, compoling 
Garland of Flowers; for a Cp.

Paxzi, ( Magdalene) a Carmelite 
Siſtef, that died at Florence in 1607, 
and was cancnmz'd in 1669. Dr. 
Smith, who has turned her Lite to 
Engliſh from the Italian, endeavours 
to ſnew, That there was nothing 
but what was natural in her Mira- 
cles. 

Pazzi, a C. in Romania, belong- 
ing to the Turks, with a B. under the 
A. of Heraclia, ſtanding on the Sea, 
14 m. N. W. of Callipoli, 

Peak of Derbyſhire, among the 
Mountains in the N. W. thereof, is 
famous for irs Wonders. Here are 
Quarries, Lead, and three ſpacious 
Caves, viz. Devil's-Arſe, from which 
proceeds a Water that ebbs and 
flows 4 times in an hour: EZ/den- 
Ale, large within, and narrow at 
the Entrance, with Waters falling 
from its top, that preſently freeze 
into Ice; and Po9ls-Hole, For a 
large account of which, ſee the De- 
fcription of the Counties of Exgland, 
by Mr. Mordant.

Peel, a m. T. on the W. of the 
Iſle f Man, by the Sea. Near it 
is a ſtrong Fort, called Perl-Ca- 
ftle. 

Peers of France, were anciently 
12 in Number, whereot 6 were Ec- 
cleſiaſticks, and 6 Laicks They aſ- 
ſiſted the K. in Judgment, adviſed 
him in important Affairs, and ſerv'd 
him in the War. They were firſt 
inſtituted, as ſome ſay, by Hugh Ca- 
pet; as others, by Louis the Youn- 
ger; and ſome ſay, by Robert the 
Sage. Their Number is now increas'd 
to about 137. The preſent K. has 
created above 30. 

Pegaſus, a Winged Horſe, feipn'd 
by ſome to be the Son ot Neptune, 
by others to have proceeded from 
Meduſa's Blood, when her Head was 
Cur off by Perſeus.

All cheſe Statues 
were put thereby the K. of Pegu, after 
he had obtained the famous Victory 
in the Year 1568, over the KR. of 51. 
am, in the War that was occaſioned 
by a white Elephant. For the K. of 
Pezu underſtanding that the K. of 57 
am hid two Elephants of that Colour, 
ſent his Embaflador to him, deſiring 

to ſell him one, and offering to pay 
tor it whatever price he would de- 
mand; but in vain: For he would 
by no means part with any of them. 
At this Refuſal, being greately en- 
raged, and reſolving to be revenged 
on him, he entered into the Km. of 
Siam wich a mighty Army, and took 
the Capital C. which put the K. into 
ſuch a Conſternation, leſt he ſhould 
fall into the Hands of his Enemy, 
that he put a period to his own Lite 
by Poiſon. Since this time the Es. 


ot Siam have acknowledged the So- 


yereignty of thoſe of Pegu. But 
Raja Hipi, endeavouring to deliver 
himſelf from this Subjection ab2ur 
the Y.1520, loſt his Hopes with his 
Life at the Siege of Aftracan. Pegy 
belongs now to the K. of Ava, and 
the Frontiers of Pegu and Sin have 
been ſo much ruin:d by continual 
Wars, that theſe two Ks, have been 
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conſtrained to make a Peace, which 
they violate not, but by ſome ſhort 
Inroads they make with a flying Camp 
ot 20 or 30000 Men in the beſt Sea.

For his Opinions he 
was condemned by Councils, ana- 
thematized by Popes, and by Theo- 
dyfius Emp. baniſhed Rome, with his 
Adherents, whence he retired into 
his own Country. He wrote ſeveral 
Books, as one Concerning Nature; 
four Of Free Hill; fourteen of Ex- 
poſitions on St. Paul's Epiſtles; E- 
piitola de Virginitate, in 413, ad De- 
metriadem; Libellas Fidei ad Innocen- 
tium Papam, &c. His Followers 
were after him termed Pelagians ; 
beſides whom, there were orhers cal- 
led Semipelagians, who firſt appeared 
in France about 430, and endea- 
voured to find a Medium between 
them and their Oppoſers. 

Pelagius, Cardinal and Legate of 
Pope Honorius III. in the Chriſtian 
Army, under John de Brienne, K. of 
Jeruſalem. He engaged this K. con- 
trary to his own Thoughts and In- 
clination, to lay Siege to Grand Cai- 
ro, which he was forced diſgrace- 
fully to adandon, and to ſurrender 
alſo Damieta, Acre, and Tyre to the 
Sultan of Egypt, whoſe Conduct on 
this occaſion was generous. The

Penance, or Puniſhment impoſed 
for Sins after Conteſſion, was either 
Private or Publick, as was judg'd 
fitteſt for Edification, and longer or 
ſhorter with regard to the dfferen; 
Faults committed, or according to the 
various Cuſtoms of Churches; there 
being in this a vaſt difference among 
Penitertial Canons, which uſually the 
more Ancient, the more Severe, 
Some preſcribe two Ys. for Ther, 
ſeven for Fornication, eleven {or 
Perjury, fifteen for Adultery, twenty 
for Murther, and all the Life for 
Apoſtacy. The manner of dong 
Pennance was thus: The Perlion'; 
Name was taken in writing by rhe 
Arch-Prieſt or Penitentiary, and on 
the firſt Day of Lent he came 0 
the Church- Door in Mourning, i. 
Poor and torn Apparel; entring the 
Church, he had Aſhes put cu bis 
Head by the Frelate, and Hair-clotl 
on his Body ; thus withdrawing, the 
Doors were ſhur aſter him. Hence- 
forth he remain'd weeping and be. 
wailing his Fall, and at Hours of 
Prayer ſtood at the Church-Doors 
unſhaven, cloath'd in Sack-cloth, with 
Aſhes on his Head, After ſome time 
he was admitted ro hear in the 
Church, bur order'd to depart be— 
fore Prayers. Some time furcher be— 
ing elapſed, he was permitted allo 
to pray wich the Faithful, bur lying 
all along: This continuing for 4 
certain time, he was after ſuffered 
to pray ftanding, but went our at 
the Offertory; until ſuch time as he 
receivd from the Prelate a ſolemn 
Abſolution, and being allowed to 
cut his Hair, and Jay aſide the Peni- 
tential Attire, was receiv'd into full 
Communion with the Faichful. Thus 
there were four Degrees of Penitents, 
viz, the Flentes, or Weepers ; the Au- 
dientes, or Hearers; the Facentes, or 
thoſe who pray d lying along; and the 
Conſiſtentes, who pray'd ſtanding « For 

ou on Inſtance, 
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that Name in Cornwal, near Fal- 


land. 
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Inſtance, thoſe who had done willful 
Murder, remained 4 Ys, in the 1ſt 
Degree; 5. in the 2d. 7. in the 3d. 
and the remaining 4. in the laſt. 
Penates, with the Ancients, were 
Gods peculiar to an Houſhold, whoſe 
Statues were there kept, and Wor- 
{hip with Wine and Incenſe. To their 
Care were committed che Arms in 


time of Peace, and hung up near their 


Cities, Kingdoms and Empires; had 
alſo their Penates, Thoſe of Rome 
were brought by Aneas from Troy, 
whither they are ſaid ro have been 
by Dardanus brought from Samothra- 
cia. The Matter they were made of; 
was Iron or Earthen Ware; bur their 
Form was kept ſecret as a Religious 
Myſtery. 

Penda, Father and Son ſvcceffively 
ks, of Mercia; The firſt was the 
third King thereof, and ſucceeded 
Kearl, An. 625, He flew 4 Ks. in 
Battel, Edwin, Oſwald, Sigebert and 
Acma; the firſt rwo of the Northum- 
bers, and the other of the E. Angles :

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Pepin, after having twice paſt into 
Lal, conſtrain'd them fully to ſatiſ- 
ty the Pope. Afterwards he warred 
| againſt the Saxons, and the Puke of 
4quitain, ot whoſe Dominions, afrcr 
5 or 7 Defeats, he became entire 
Maſter in 768. and the ſame IJ. di- 
ed of a Dyopſy at St, Denys, in the 17th 
I. of his Reign. 

Pepin, I. K. of Aquitain, ſuceeding 
was 2d Son of Lewis the Debonnaire, 
and was made K. in 817, after which 
he headed the Conſpiracics againſt his 
Father, and died in 838. 

Pepin II. K. of Aquitain, ſucceeding 
his Father, commanded ſome Troops

much in his favour, obtained very 
large Poſſeſſions, having in Linco!n- 
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ſhire and 7Trkſhire no leſs than 119 
Lordfhips, Of this Family there 
have been many Brave Men, that 
have done very Signal Services for 
the Crown, and have been advanc{ 
to the higheſt Dignities; and there 
have not been wanting ſome, who 
through ſome real or ſuppoſed 
Caufes of Diſcontear, have thrown 
off their Loyalty, and have fared ac- 
 cordingly.

Perdoite, was a Deity whom the 
ancient Inhabitants of Pruſſia be- 
heved to preſide over the Sea and 
Winds, repreſented as a vaſt Angel 
ſtanding on the Waters He was had 
in particular Veneration by Fiſhers 
Marriners, who cftered to him Sacri- 
fices of Fiſh. 

Pereaſlam, a T. of Volbinia inferior, 
in Poland, ftrong and populous, not 
far from the Nieper, about 38 m. S. 
E. of Kim. 

Peredska, a ſmall C. the chief of 
4 Co. of the ſame Name, in Upper 
Hungary, ſubject to che Emperor. 

Peregrini, ¶ Mark Antony) born ar 
Vicenza in 1530. was a Lawyer and 
Secretary to the State of Venice, whoſe 
Cauſe he excellently defended againſt 
Pius V. and was therefore well re- 


wilded. 
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warded. He died 1616. in che 87th 
V. of his Age, and left ſeveral Pieces 
behind him. ; 

Peregrinus Proteus, a Cynick in the 
time of Mirk Antony, who like the 
Brachmans burnt himſelt alive. He 
is ſaid to have been once a Chriſtian, 
and is by ſome pratled, but by others 
condemn'd as an Impoſtor. 

Pererius born at Bordeaux, was 3 
Man of much more Ability in Learn- 
ing, than Conſtancy in Religion. He 
wrote a Book of the Pre-adomites, en- 
deavouring to prove there were Men 
before Alam. H's publick Recanritt- 
on of the Proteſtant Religion was 
Printed at Rome, in 1655. 

Perez, or Perexius, Anthory ,a l arn- 
ed Sprniſh Lawyer, was Proteifor in 
the Univerſity of Z1yvain for 30 Y.

They ſhave their Hair 
and Beards, but wear large Muſta- 
chio's: they paint their hands, and 
chiefly their nails. The Men wear 
on their Heads a Mandel, which 
is made of Silk or Cotton ſtreak'd 
with various Colours, 8 or 9 Ells 
long, and turn'd ſeveral times a- 
bout, with the Folds edg'd with 
Gold Thread : their Coats and 
Veſts are large like unto Womens; 
whoſe Cloaths are finer than thoſe 
of Men, being ordinarily of red or 
green Velvet; their Hair made up 
in Treſſes, hangs careleſly over 
their Shoulders, and the Ornament 
of their Heads is only 2 or 3 Rows 
of Pearls, but they go always vail'd 
in the Streets. Their Language is 
the Perfian, different from the 
Turkiſh, but with a mixture of Ara. 
bick, Greek and Tariarian words, 
very loft and ſweet, Their Reli- 
gion is Mabomeriſm, but they differ 
in their Expoſition of the Alcoran, 
wherein they follow the Doctrine of 
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publih'd Miraculous things, and 
whom they call the Lieutenant of 
God. Perfia has been ſubject to 
divers Succeſſions of Kings and Go- 
vernments. The firſt Empire of 
Perſia, was Founded by Cyrus, in 
the 55th Olympiad, A. M. 3495. 
atter he had Dethron'd his Grand- 
father Aſtyages K. of the Medes, 
which lafted 229 Y. under 13 Ks. 
Darius Codomannus being the laſt. 
From henceforth it became ſubject 
to Alexander the Great, and his Sue- 
ceſſors, till about the V. of Chriſt, 
228, when Artaxerxes the Perſian 
revolting from Artaban K. of the 
Parthians, eftabliſh'd the 2d Mo- 
narchy of the Perſiaus, which con- 
tinu'd till the Y. 632, that For- 
| miſdas VI. or Feſdigerdes, the 28th 
K. from Artaxerxes I. was kill'd by 
Omar K. of the Saracens, who were 
Maſters of this Country 418 Years, 
"till it was taken from them by Sul. 
tay Gelal Elin, in 1051. Whole 
Succeſſors remain'd its Sovereigns, 
till expell'd by the Taxtars under 
Tamerlane, in 1398. after whom 
4 Princes of the Fattion of the Black 
| Ram govern'd ſucceſſively ; againſt 
the laſt of whom, Uſſam Caſjzn, of 
the Faction of the bite Ram, 
rebelling, kill'd him, and lets» 
tled the Kingdom in his owa 
Family. 

Perſius (Aulus) Flaccus, the Sa. 
tyriſt, liv'd in the Reign of Nero. 
He was born at Volterra in Tuſcany, 
of a conſiderable Family, and was 
educated under Palemon the Gram- 
marian, Vergineus the Rbetor ician, 
and Cornutus a Stoick Philoſopher, 
with which laſt he kept a lafting Cor- 
1eſpondence, and under whom the 
Poet Lucan was his Feliow Diſciple. 
He was of a regular Lite, and a ſweet 
mild Diſpolition, tho* his Satyrs 
were very keen and bitter, and 
allo very obſcure. He died at 28 
Years of Age; having left to Cor. 


Au, of whom one Sofi a Religious, has 


nutus a conſiderable Sum of Mony, 
| and 
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and all his Library; the firſt of 
which he generouſly refus'd, accept- 
ing only the latter. Some of his 
earlieſt Compoſures were ſuppreſt 
by Cornutus's Advice. 

Perſonne, (Giles) Sieur de Rober- 
val, born in 1602, was a skilfull 
Geometrician, and Kings Profeſſor 
of Mathematicks, and a Member of 
the Royal Academy of Sciences. In 
1636, he publiſh'd a Treatiſe of 
Mechanicks; in 1647, and 48, he 
made his Experiments about a Va. 
cuum, and afterwards found out a 
new way of weighing, He died in 
1675. He was Author of Ariſtarchus 
Famius. His weight for the Air, 
with his Inftruments and Memoirs, 
are in the French King's Library. 

Per ſons, ( Robert) born in Semer. 
ferſpire, in 1546, was bred a Papiſt,

and publiſh'd. He that defires to 
know particularly the Works of 
Perſons, may conſult Anthony Wood's 
Aibenæ Oxonienſes. He died 3+ 
Rome, in 1610. f 

Pertaub, a Turkiſh Admiral, in 
1571. who having taken Dulcigny 
in Dalmatia by Compoſition, trea. 
cherouſly violated the Articles: 
after which he plundered Corfu, 
Being overthrown at Lepanto, he 
eſcap d to Conſtantinople, thinking 
to excuſe himſelf ; but was by the 

Grand Signior depriv'd of all his 
Goods and Employments, and ba- 
niſh'd the City. 

Perth, a County in Scotland, 
bounded by Angm to the N. Stra 
thern to the W. Fife to the S. and 
the German Ocean to the E. is 
very Fruitful, and adorn'd with 


and became Jeſuit, in 1575. He 
was made Rector of the Engliſh 
College at Rome. He was of a hot 
Temper, and rugged Behaviour, 
and very Zealous for the Interefts 
of his Order. He was Author of 
ſeveral Controverſial Writings," 
moſt of which he publiſhed under 
the Name of Nic. Doleman; a- 
mongft which is his 4 about 
the next Succeſſion of the Crown of 
England, in 2 Parts.

ten by him in Latin, and left in 
Manuſcript, but now by one of his 
Countrymen turg'd into Engliſh, 


many Gentlemen's Houſes. "The 
River Tay, the biggeft in Scotland, 
divides it in the middie, upon 
whoſe pleaſant Banks ftands the 
Chief _ Town call'd allo Perth, 
and Ft. Fobnſton, the largeſt of 
theſe Parts, and of a good Trade, 
which in 1029, being deftroy'd by 
an Inundation, was rebuilt by 
William, one of the Scontifh Kings.

that Kingdom, not excepting even 


the Royal it ſelf, are many other 
Illuſtrious collateral Branches de 
ſcended, whoſe Repreſentatives at 
this day make a very conſiderable 
Figure in the World. 

Pertinax, (Publius Helvius) Em- 
peror of Rome after Commodus, tho 
of mean Parents, was brought up 
3 Literature, which he quit- 
ted to gratifie the Inclinations he 
had for the War, wherein he ſig- 
naliz'd himſelf on many Occalions; 
for which he had the Government 
of Aſia and Syria, from Marcus Au- 
relius: But was baniſh'd Rome by his 


Succeſſor Commodus, u ho ſome time 


after recall'd him to the Goverr- 
ment of the City. On the death 
of Commod us, he was proclaim'd 
Emperor by the Army; which was 
confirm'd by the Senate and Peo- 
ple. But his Endeavours to repreſs 
the Violences and Extorſions of 


the Pretorian Bands, incensd them 


in ſuch ſort, that they kill'd him 
in his Palace in the 2d Month of 
his Reign, to the great loſs of the 
Empire. His great Courage ap- 

rd in this laſt Rencounter; 
wherein fearleſly accoſting the Mu- 
tineers, he ſpake to them with 
ſuch Reaſon and Sedateneſs, that 
he appeas'd 'em all, ſave one Mon. 
ſter of Wickedneſs, who in a ſe- 
cond Attempt carried bis purpoſe, 
March 27. An. 193.

-10wn, was for 400 Years govern'd 
by its own Kings, whom they call'd 
rucas, adjoyning Capac, that is 
Magnificent. The firſt of whom 
was Tnce Manco Capac, about the 
Y. 1125. Who built Cuſco, The 
12th from him Huayna Capac, ha- 


ving ſubdued the People of Quito, 


and other Provinces, divided his 
Empire, giving the Kingdom of 
Quito to Arabilipa, and the reſt to 


Huaſcar the Eldeſt; who after li- 


ving at Peace for ſome Years, diſ- 
agreeing, the liſt was ſhin by the 
former, who alto himſelf was ſtran— 


gled, contrary to the Faith given 
by Pizarro, 


Commander of the 
$qaniatds, whodilcover'd this Coun- 
trey in 1525, But this Perfidy 
proſper'd not; for afterwards in 
Diſſentions of the Spaniards among 
themſelves, both this Francis, 2s 
alſo Gonſalo Pizarro's loſt with their 
Lives the Government of tliole 
Ccuntrics, they had gain'd for the 
K. of Spain. Defore the coming of 
the Spaniards, the Natives had been 
Civiliz'd by their own Kings; they 
were cloath'd with Garments of 
Cotton, or Hair. Spinning and 
Weaving was manag'd by the Men, 
while Agriculture, and Bulinels a- 
broad fell to the Womens ſhare. 
On the Sea Coaſt they liv'd moſily 
in the open Air, or under ſhady 
Trees, or in Houſes cover'd with a 
Mat, and ſome Earth, ſhelter ſuf- 
ficient where there wasno Rain: 
But thoſe on the Mountains, had 
Houles covered with Turt, and 


were more Induftrious, Ingenious, 
Their Women were 
White, better educated, and very 
uſeful to the Men, for whom they 
They ador'd 
the Sun as their Chief Divinity, ac- 
xknowledging yet a Superior God, 
whole chief Miniſter they accounted 
it. 1 hey had only one Temple dedi- 
$at<d to this Supreme Divinity, but 


manur'd the Earth. 
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ſeveral very magnificent ones to 
the Sun, and the Moon they ac- 
counted his Siſter and Wife, yet 
did not adore her. Their Kings 
had magnificent Palaces in ſeveral 
places; that in Cuſco was an admi. 
rable Structure: the Walls thereof 
were overtaid with Gold, adorn'd 
with Figures of Men, and other 
Animals; the Tyana, or Royal 
Throne, was all of Gold, ſtanding 
in an Alcove of the ſame Metal, 
and only this and Silver were in uſ> 
all over the Palace; of which al 
the King had ſeveral forts of Ani. 
mals, Plants, and Trees, made 
with their Branches, Flowers, and 
Fruits 3 with theſe alſo were their 
Temples overlaid, which Treaſure 
is laid to have been hid by the Jn. 
dians, on the acceſs of the Spaniards, 
and never yet to be found. 
Peruzzi, (Balthazar) Native of 
Sienna, was a Painter and Architet, 
very Skilfull in the Mathematicks, 
and Fortification. He drew a Model 
of St. Peter's Church for Leo X. 
and renew'd the ancient Decoration; 
of the Theatre, opening a way for 
Engineers and contrivers of Ma- 
chines to imitate the fan e. He did 
ſeveral things at Rome, Very Curious 
and much admir'd. Being preſent 
when that City was taken by 
Charles V. Emperor, in 1527, he 
was ſeiz'd, and robb'd,and was after 
entertain'd by his Friends at Sienna, 
and en:ruſted with the Fortiſica- 
tions of that City. After this he 
made a Draught of the Houle of 
Maſſomi at Rome, and of the tue 
Palaces of the Urſini ; where alſo he 
began his Antiquiies of Rome, and 
Commentary on Vitruvius,which were 
interrupted by untimely Fate, in 
1536, being 36 Yearsof Age. 
Peſcara, a C. of the bither Abruzz9 
in Naples, 100 m. S. of Ancona, on 
the mouth of a R. of the ſame Name, 
that riſing in the Appennines, and wa-

tering ſeveral Cities, falls into the 
C. Pe ſcenuiui 
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C. Peſcennius Juſtus (Niere a Roman 
Captain, who having diſtinguiſhed 
himſelt by his Arms, was laluted 
Emperor by the Army in. Syria, in 
the time of Didius fulianus, and in 
a Year after, was kill'd and his Head 
ſent ro Rome. 

Peſcherie, is a part of the Peninſula 
on this ſide Ganges, remarkable for 
the Pear!-Fiſhing in April and Sep- 
tember, for which there is a Far at 
Tuticorin. Tis a dry and hot Country, 


and has about 30 ſmall Ts. that be- 


long to the Naique of Madura. 

Pe cia, a great and populous T. of 
H-truria, upon a K. of the ſame Name. 

Peſe-co/r, (N :helas) a famous Sici- 
lian Diver, abo c the end of the XV. 
Cent. accuſtom d from his Youth to 
Fiſh for Oyſt: cs and Pearl, at the 
Sea-hotrom, Where he would continue 
four or five Days, living on raw Fiſh, 
He ſwim'd to Admiration, and often 
paſs d to the If. Lipari with Letters 
wrapped in a Leathern Purſe. Hede- 
rick K. of Sicily, defirous to know the 
Nature of the Gulf of Charybdis, near 
Cabo di Faro, threw in a great 
Golden Cup, which he promis'd him 
if he would bring ir up; thus quicken'd 
from his Reluctancy to the dangerous 


Adveature, he threw himſelt into the 
bottom of the Gulf, where ſtaying 
near three quarters of an hour, he 
came up wich the Cup in his Hand, 
and gave the K. account of the Rocks, 


Caverns, and Sea-Monſters, proteſting 
it would be impoſſible for him to ge 


again: But being encourag'd by the 
Preſent of a Purſe of Gold, and anc- 
ther Golden Cup being thrown in, 
he ventured again, but was never 
ſeen more. 


Peſſiuus, an ancient C. of Calatia, 


or Phhgia, near Mount Ida, famous 
tor the Temple of Cybele, whoſe Sta- 


tue, 4. V. 649. was, by Attalus K. 
of Pergamus, given to the Romans, 
who in Honour of her inſtitured the 
Megaleſian Plays. 

Peſt, 2 great and fine C. or Upper 
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Hungary, upon the Danube, by which 
it is ſeparated from Buda, It was 
taken in 1541. by Silyman the Me- 
i gnificent without Reſiſtance ; and in 
1502, taken, with Lower Buda, by 
the Germans, Tis now under the 
Emp. | 

Peſts, a C. and Colony of Lucania 
in Naples, upon a Bay of the ſame 
Name, 22 m. S. of Slerno. 

Peta, an ancient Pagan Deity, that 
had the Care of Petitions and Requeſts, 
from Peto, to atk, : 

Petavius, (Paul) a great Antiquary, 
and eminent Lawyer, a Counſellor of 
the Parliament of Paris, who had 2 
fine Collection of MSS. and wrote 
ſeveral Curious Tracts. | 

Petavius, (Diomſius) born in Ore 
leans, one of rhe Learned'ſt Men of 
his time, being a great Linguiſt, Di- 
vine, Hiſtorian, Orator, Critick, and 
Poet. In 1605. he was admitted 
among the ſeſuits, being but 22 Ys. 
old, and firſt was Profeſſor of Rke- 
torick, and then of Divinity. He 
died in 1652. Aged 69 Y. His Works 
and TranſaQtions are many, and very 
Conſiderable. 

Peter, (St.) the Apoſtle of our 
LORD, and Brother of Andrew, 
was of Bethſaida, a C. of Galilee. 
What is related of him in the Sa- 
cred Volume, is no leſs Certain, than 
Generally Belicved : Bur the other 
part of his Hiſtory ſeems to be alto · 
ou Uncertain, not to fay Fabu- 
ous. And indeed whoever conſiders, 
the low Eſtate of Chriſtians at firſt, 
the Paucity of Writers, the Abſence 
of that meſt admirable and uſe ful 
Art of Printing, the great Oppotition 
Chriſtianity met with from the Powers 
that managed this lower World, will 
not find himſelf much indiſpos d to 
think, That either little or nothing 
was written, or if there wes it pe- 
riſh'd with the Authors. However, 
the great Contradictions amongſt later 
Hiſtorians, touching thete early Acti- 
ons and Events, no leſs than amonęſt 
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Philoſophers in things ſpeculative, 
every one repreſenting things, as 
makes beſt for his Intereſt or Opi- 
nions, will be a ſufficient Caveat to 
ſuch as are reſolv'd ro captivate their 
Aſſent to Nothing, but what bears 
the Inimitable, as well as Indelible 


Characters of Truth. As to the time 


of this Apoſtle's Birth; his Age; his 
being baptiz d immediately by Chriſt; 
his being twice at Rome ; his Conteſt 
with Simen Magus there, together 
with the Death of that Impoſtor 


which enſued, the Time and Man- | 


ner of his own Death, they are all 
things greatly Controverced, and va- 
riouſly repreſented. Tis ſaid in his 
Ditpure with the Impoſtor, He raiz'd 
a Kinſman of the Emperor's to Lite, 
which the Magician had in vain at- 


tempted, who alſo afterwards to rc- | 


trieve his Credit, throwing himſelf, 
in the open ſight of the People al- 
ſembled, from the Jarpeian Rock, and 
beginning to fly, upon the Prayers 
of St. Peter, fell down, and being 
bruiſed and wounded, ſhortly after 
died. This is ſaid ro have precipt- 
tated the Fate of Peter, being order d 
by the Emp Nero, griev'd ar the lof; 
ot his Favourite, to be Crucified, his 
Head beins downwards at his own 
deſire; as if the Apoſtle had deſian d 
himſcit for the Reverſe of his Saviour 
and Maſter, which, indeed, does nat 
very well agree with rhe Character cf 
the Apoſtle, neither with the Hean- 
ing of theſe Prophetick Words of our 
Lord ; Another ſhall gird thee, and car- 
ry thee whither thiu wouldeſt not. 
Which Words ſeem to be moſt ap- 
parently inconſiſtent with this parc 
of the Story, That when Feter had 
attempted and effected his eſcape 
from enraged Nero, he voluntarily re- 
turn'd and deliver'd zumſelf co his 
Keepers, Moreover, as to What is 
Here reported of S %in Magus, it re- 
quires, ſurely, a very able Pen, to re- 
concile it with what is related of that 
Impoſtor in the 8th Chapter of the 
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As of the Apoſtles. St. Peter is ſaid tn 
have been of a middle fize, pale Com. 
plex15n, his Hair curled thick aud 
and ſhort, black Eyes ſpeck'd wich 
red from his weeping, of a fervent 
and eager Temper, yet humble aug 
low of Mind, zealous for his Maſter, 
of a Courage undaunted, and admi. 
rably diligeut in his Apoſtleſtip. Thar 
he carried about with him his Wie, 
the Scriptures ailure us; yet Writers 
are fo bold as co deny ic. We have 
two Epiſtles of his Writing in the 
New Teſtament, tho the Authority «Ef 
the latter was queſtioned for me 
Ages, and is even to this Pay by the 
Sriack Church. The other Bock ar- 
tributed to him, viz. His A#s, His 
Goſpel, His Preaching, Judgment, aud Je. 
velation, are univerial.y rejected. 

Peter I. B. of Alex enaria, after 7h: 
mas, in 300. was a Prelate of pre 
Learning, Picty, and Conſtancy. He 
was Proof againſt Perſecution ; and 
was at laſt beheaded in 310. fe 
wrote Penitential Canons, and 4a Ti: 
tiſe of Divinity. 

Peter II. was made B. of Alen. 
aria iu 372. and ſome time after be. 
ing by the Pagans and Arians driven 
from his Church, he ſtaved in Rem 
till 377, Being ſettled again in {is 
See, he is thought to have rarniſh'{ 
the Glory of his Confeſſion, by his 
Unconſtancy, and roo eaſie Admilſivn 
of Herericks, He died in 330. 

Peter IV. a Momthelite, was put 
from the Sce of Alexandria, by Pope 
M wtin I. about 649. 

Peter, B. of Feruſalem, after n, 
in 525, a Man zealous for the Church, 
ſent Le putics to the Council of Cr 
ſtantinople in 535, and after held one 
in Paleſtine, conſirwing what was done 
in the former. He died in 545. 

Peter, Arch-Priefl of Rome, i 
Competitor with Theedorus tor the HA. 
pacy afrer Fobn Vth's Death. The 
Schiſm was terminated by Ccrcatin; 
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Emperors, Kings, Princes of this Nume. 


Peter Lord of Courtenay and Mon- 
targis, Count of evers, &c. Marquis 
of Namur, eldeſt Son of Peter ol 
France, Lord of Courienzy, having di- 
ſtin2uiſh:d himfelf by his Martial 
Proweſs, was for the Fame of his Va- 
lour and Merit choſen Emp, of Cor- 
ſtantinople, He was ſolemnly Crown d, 
together with his Wite, at Rome, in 
1217. by Pope Ane III. In his 
way to Conſlantinople, he bt ſieged Du- 
ras, and, before it, was defeited, and 
taken wich the chief Lords ot tis 
Court, by Thendorus Comnenus Pr. of 
Epirus, who put him to Death in 
1212. 

Peter I. K. of Arravon, after his Fa- 
ther Sancho, was kill'd at the Siege of 
Hueſca, in 1994. deſeated the Moers 


that ſame Y. and in 1095, again van- 


quiſhed four of their Kr, leagu'd a- 
gainſt him, at Alcoraz, and then rock 
Hueſca. lle was alſo K. of Navarre, 
and died in 1104, after ten Ys. 
Reign. 

Peter II. of A ragen, Succeſſor to 
his Father Apbonſo, in 1196, made 
againſt Navarre, in 
favour of Caſfile. He was Andinced 
and Crowned ar Rome in 1204. lle 
was preſent in 1212. at the Bartel 
the Chriſtians won from the Moors, 
near Sierra Morena, Ae was kill'd in 
1213. in Battel, aſſiſting his Frocher 
Aithoaſo, Head of the Albigenſes, after 
Reigning Seven Ys. 

Peter UI. of Arrogan, ſucecec lug 
nis Father James I. in 1276 in vain 
zuide War upon Navarre, and by his 
Seveiity and Caprice, diipleas'd his 
Nobles, and chictly his Brethren. He 
had fome Pretenſions to Sicily, in 
right of his Wife, and procur'd ſome 
Seditious Perfons to kill all the French 
in Sicily, in time of Veſpers, on Eafter- 
day, in 1292, which Burchery has ever 
ſince been rerm'd the Sicilian Veſpers. 
Arriving chere, he ſoon became Ma- 
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ſter of it: But his Barbarity was ab- 
horred by all, Pope Martin IV. Ex- 
comuiunicated him with the Sicilians, 
and Suſpended him from his Domt- 
nions in Spain. To clear his Repu- 
tation, he offered to decide the Mat- 
ter in a Fuel with Charles of Anjou, 
whom he had oured of Naples, each 
of them aſſiſted wich an Hundred 
Knights. Charles, tho' Sixry Ys. Old, 
and the other not above Forty, ac- 
cepted the Challenge, and prefented 
himſelf in the Liſts at Bourdeaux, on 
the Day appointed; but the other 
appeared not. He died in 1285. of 
a Wound he receiv'd in a Battel a- 
gainſt Charles de Valois, who had taken 
on him to be K. of Aragon. 

Peter IV. of Arragon, call'd the Ce- 
remonious, trom his proneneſs to Cere- 
monial Obſervations, ſucceeded his 
Father Alphonſo IV. in 1336. He was 
very Ambitious and Bloody, yet a lover 
of learning, and chicfly Aſtrology. He 
ulurp'd Mcyjorca and Ronſillon, put to 
D:ath his Brother Ferdinand, and al- 
ter made ſeveral Wars, but unſuc- 
ceſsfully. He died at Barcelona in 
1387. in the 75th J. of his Age, and 
gift of his Reign | 

Peter, ſurnam'd the Cruel, K. of 
Caſtile, after his Father A!phonſy XI. 
1350. being but 15 Ys. of Age. Eis 
inclination for Blood immediately ap- 
pear'd, in cauſing ſeveral Gentlemen 
of his Km. to lofe their Heads, H's 
Queen Blanch he forſook, for a Mi- 
ftrels three days after the Wedding; 
and married alſo Fane de Caftro, whom 
he alſo forſock. Hearing chat ſome 
of his Grandees were alſociared a- 
gainſt him, he cut them eff in cold 
Blood, with his Brother Frederick, 
and the two Infants cf 412g, In 
vain did the Pope, and cther Pre- 
lates follicit him to relent. He poy- 
ſon'd Queen Blanch in Priſon, and 
miſerabiy cppreſs'd his Subjects, ſo 
chat riſing in Arms, they expell'd 
nim: But he was again eſtabliſn'd by 
che Engliſh, Not long after, his na- 
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tural Brother Henry Co. of Triſtemare, 
aſſiſted by the French, gave him two 
Defeats in one Month, at the laſt of 
which he was kill'd, An. 1369. 


Peter I. K. of Cyprus, ſucceeded his | 
Father Hugh, in 1350. He ſignaliz d 
his. Valour againſt the Infidels, by ta- 


king Salacia, and ſeveral other places 
in 1352, and Alexandriz, in 1365. 
He was a Prince of great Expectations, 
which were cut oft with his Life, by 
his own Brother's Servants, in 136g. 
Hs Son Peter II. call'd for his Youth 
Pierrot, died in 1382, 

Peter, the German, K. of Hungary, 
Siſter's Son to St. Stephen, whom he 
ſucceeded, in 1038. was expell'd by 
his Subjects, in 1042. and to Ys. 
after re- ſettled by Henry III. Emp. 
His Subjects ſtill hating him, ſurpriz d 
him a hunting, and put out his Eyes, 
in 1044. 

Peter, K. of Portugal, call'd the 
Juſticiary, or the Cruel, aſter his Fa- 
ther Alphonſo IV. the Fierce, in 1357. 
He was a Lover of Juſtice, which 
made him ſevere ; yet he govern'd 

aceabiy, expreſſing Hatred to none, 

ut fuch as had hand in the Death 
of his Miſtreſs Agnes de Caſiro. He 
dicd in 1368. 

Peter, K. of Portugal, now reigning 
Son to Fohn IV. was born in 1548. 
and in 1658. was declar'd Regent, be- 
cauſe of Alphonſe Henry his Brother's 
Incapacity, In his Regency he made 
Peace with Spain, and married Maria 
Frances Elizabeth, Daughter to the D. 
of Nemours, by whom he had ary 
Elizabeth in 155g. He ſucceeded to the 
Throne in 1683. His 2d Wife was 
Airy Sophia, Daughter to the late D. 
of Newburg, Elector Palatine, by whom 
he has four Sons and two Daughters. 
Catherine Qu. Dowager of England his 
Siſter, was born in 1638. and in 
1552, Was marricd to R. Charles II. 

Peter, of Arragin, K. of part of 
Sicily, alter his Father Frederick, in 
1337. He was accounted ſhort of 
Uuderſtanding and Conduct, having 
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done nothing memorable. He dicd 
in 1340, 
Peter I, of France, Ld. of Courte. 
nay, Montargis, &c. was 7th Son of 


Lewis the Fat. He was twice ar 
the Hily-Land, once in 1147. with 
his Brother Lewis the Young, and 2 
2d time with Heu 1. Co. of Cham- 
pugne, being at the Siege of Acre, He 
dicd in 1182. Aged 63. 

Peter II. Co. of Alenxon, La Perch, 
&c. was Son of Charles de Vaoi 11, 
ſtild the Magnificent, He was given 
as Hoſtage to the Engliſh by K. 7% 
in 1350, He was after his Return 
preſent in ſeveral Expeditiors, and 
ſervd againſt the Engliſh in Gui- 
enne, He died in 1404. at 4r- 
genton. 

Peter I. D. ot Bourbon, Co. of Cley- 
mont and Marche, Son to Lewis I. was 
Chamberlain ot France, Governour of 
Languedoc and Gaſcony, and in ſeveral 
other Important Poſts, He was Cou- 
ragious and Brave, as he ſhew'd on 
many cccaſions. He was at the Bu— 
tel of Creſſ, aud the Siege of Calais, 
He was ſent to England to ſollicit 
à Peace, and fell at the Barrel of 
Foictiers in 1336. 

Feter II. D. of Bourbon, Auvergne, 
Earl of Clermont, Fre, &c. Peer 
and Chamberlain of France, and Gc- 
vernour of Languedoc, was Son of 
Charles I. D. of Bourben. K. Lewis 
XI. who highly eſteem'd him, gave 
him Anne of France his eldeſt Daughter 
ro Wife, and made him Preſident of 
his Council. During the Minoriry of 
Charles VIII. he governed the km. 
in Conjunction with his Wife, and 
was Licutenant of his Dominions in 
that K's Expedition to ah. He dicd 
at Moulins in 1503. 

Peter de Dreux, D. of Bretaigne, 
Earl of Richmond, &c. ſecond Son to 
Robert II. Co. cf Dreux, was made 
a Kr. by Philip the Auguſt in 1209. 
In 1213. he valiantly defended 
Nantes againſt the Engliſh; fought 
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of Bretagne, 3 — 
briant, in 1221. He made an Alll- 
ance wich rhe Engliſh ; bur by Me- 
diation of his Brother, things vere 
made up between him and St. Lewis 
K. in 1234. whom after he accom- 
panicd in his E. g 
Saracens, He died on the Sea, in re- 
turning to France, An. 1250.

Peter II. the Simple, D. of Bre- 


tiene. ſucceeded in 1450. his Bro- 
— Francis I, and died of a Palſie 
at Nantes in 1437. 

Peter, Pr. of Portugal, D. of Co- 
nimbria, third Son of John J. was 
Regent of the Km. in the Minority 
of Alphonſo V. and being in Love 
with Power, began to frame De- 
ſigns; Bur was killd in Barrel by 
the K. who was his Son-in-law, in 
14% . 1 

Peter, Earl of Savoy, call'd Little 
Charlemagne, ſeventh Son cf Earl 
was deſtin'd for the 
Church; bur his Inclination was 


 otherways; wherefore he defired of 
his eldeſt Brother a Fortune ſuited 
to his Birth. He came to Exgland 
in 1241. where Henry III. received 
bim kindly, gave him Lands, made 


him a Kt. and Prefident of the 


Council, rnd employ'd him to ne- 


gotiate Affairs in France and elſe- 
where. But Boniface, his Nephew 
by his elder Brother, being dead, 
he ſucceeded his ſaid Brother in 
the Dm. of Sauy, to Which he ad- 
ded ſeveral Lands and Signiories. He 
died in 1268. Aged 64.

Peter d Apamea, an Eutychian, who 
intruding into the Epiſcopal See of 
that C. behav'd himſelf with much 
Cruelty and Injuſtice towards the 
Orthodox; for which he was con- 
demn'd in a Synod at Conſtantinople, 
An.

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Peter de Apono, of Padua, a Phi- 
loſopher and Phyfician, in the 13th 
and beginning ct the 14th Age, Be- 
cauſe of his great Knowledge, he 
was charged with Magick, as having 
learn'd the Seven Liberal Sciences 
from Seven Spirits, for which he 
was put in the Inquiſition at 24 Ys. 
old, but died before Judgment given, 
in 1316, He wrote ſeveral Curt- 
ous Treatiſes. His Statue was fet 
up at Padua, by Frederick D. of V- 
bin, 

Peter, ( Aretine) Native of Arezzo 
in Tuſcany, tho' of mean ExtraQ, 
was a great Poer, Critick, and Sa- 
tyriſt, deing of Excellent Natural 
Parts. Having by the Spirit and De- 
licacy of his Poetry, raisd a Repu- 
tation, he retir'd to Venice, where 
he was call'd The Scourge of Princes, 
for making Crown'd Heads the Ob- 
jects of his Satyr. K. Francis l. 
Charles V. Emp. the Tralian Princes, 
Cardinals, and many other great Per- 
ſons, would at conſiderable Rates have 
——— his Friendſhip, either fearing 

is Invectives, or eſteeming his Wri- 
tings. On this he became ſo inſo- 
lent, that he had a Medal coin'd, 
with theſe words on one fide, Il Di- 
vino Aretino; and on the Reverſe 
he was repreſented on a Throne re- 
ceiving the Preſents of Grear Mcn, 
with this Motto, I Principi Tributati 
da Popili, Tributano ill ſervider lors, 
His Conceit was ſomewhat abated, 
by 2 Beating beſtow d on him by 
ſome of Quality in Italy, together 
with the Reputation of Nicola, Far- 
co, his Antagoniſt. The Church, for 
their Smut and Prophaneneſs, for- 
bad the Reading of his .Books. Be- 
fore he died, he wrote Par iphraſes 
on the Penitential Pſalms, The Life 
of the Bleſſed Virgin, of Catherine cf 
Siena, and Thomas Aquinas, under 
the Name of Partenio Etiro, an 
Anagram of his own. He died at 
Venice, aud lies buricd in St. Lube's 
Church, 
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Church, with this Epitaph of an Un- 
known Hand :

Peter of Blois, Arch-deacon of 
Bath. in the XII kh Cent. was one 
of the moſt Learned Men of his 
time, and in high Eſteem with the 
greateſt Princes and Prelates. He 
was Preceptor to K. William II. of 
Stcily ; and aſterward almoſt ever at 
the Court of Henry II. of England. 
He was Chancellor to ihe ABp. of 
Canterbury, and B. London. He died 
about the I. 1200. His Epiſtles are 
finzularly Pious; beſides which he 
wrote ſeveral other things. 

Peter de Bruniquel, an Aaſtin Monk, 
and B. of Newſtadt, in the bginning 
of the 15th Age, was a great Scrip- 
turiſt. He wrote 4 Hiſtory of the Old 
and New Teſtament ; Comments on the 
Proverbs of Solomon, Eccleſiaſtes, Can- 
C's, Oc. 

Peter de Celles, in the XII" Cent, 
2 French Benedidine, was firſt Abbor 
ot Sr. Remigius ot Rheims, and then 
B. of Chartres. Nine Books of his 
Epiſtles, wich curious Notes on 'em, 
vere Publith's by Sirmondus, Ann 
1513. 

* Comeſtar, in the XIItä Cent. 
was of great Skill in the Scrptures. 
Buugß Dean of Troes firſt, and then 
Dean of Paris, be left both to be- 
dme Canon Regular of St. Victor at 
Pars; where he died in 1198. He 
wrote an Ecceſiaitical Hiſtory. 

Peter, (Cirneille de) or Cornelius a 
Lide, born in the Dioceſs of Leige, 
Nds 4 great Linguiſt, allo a Philo- 
lotet and Vivine. He has written 
cn Vol. in Folio, on the Scriptures. 
He died in 1637, Aged 71. 

Peter Chryinlogus, A, of Ravenna, 
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in the eb Cent, famous for his Learn. 
ing and Eloquence, from uherce be 
had his Name, wrote 176 Homilics. 
He died in 450. 

Peter de Cluni, the Vener.uble, of 3 
Noble Family of Auvergne, Wis Abbor 
and General of his Order in 1122. 
He died in 1157. We have Six 
Books of his. 

Peter Ramnche, call'd de Corberiq, 
from his Birth-Place, a #r.nc/c.m cf 
Conſiderable Merit, was made Pope

Peter Lombard, a Native of N.. 
varra in Lombardy, was call'd Ma 
ſter of the Sentences, from a Work 
of his in four Books; beſides, he 
wrote Comments on the Pſalms and 
Paul's Epiſtles.

Peter of Navarre, was a Man 0! 
mean Birth, but by his Ment 4c. 
| Quir'd the Reputation of a Gre! 
ir. His Military Exploits 2 
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Sea and Land, made his Valour be- 
come the common Subject of Diſ- 
courſe. He ſerv'd firſt at Sca, then 
in the War of Lunigiana, He ſig- 
naliz'd himſelf ar the Conqueſt of 
Naples in 1503. where 'tis ſaid he 
firſt invented Mining, He was Cap- 
tuin Gencral at Sca tor the Spaniards 
and Venetian, againſt the Turks, In 
1509. he went into 4frick, General 
of an Army againſt the Mors. trom 
hom he took Oran, Bugie, Tripoli, Sc. 
and was made Admiral of Spain. In 
1512. he was taken by the Frerch 
ar the Batrel of Ravenn«, and re- 
main'd confin'd till Francis I. in whoſe 
Service he engag'd, reſenting the 
Spaniſh Indifference: But in 1528. 
he was taken at Naples, and was 
ſicangled in brilon by Order of

till a full Hearing; at which, none 
but this Fiery Proof appearing, he 
was clear'd, and prov'd. after a great 
Benetactor to his Perſecutors.

of his Age. At Carpentras, he learnt 
Grammar, Rhetorick, and Logick, in 
four Ys, at Montpelier he ſpent four 
more in the Study of Law, and 
three at Cologne. He viſited France, 
Germany, and Rome. Atterwards te- 
tiring to Vaucluſe, near Avignon, he 
became charm'd wich the Beaurics 
of Laura; Laura, ſo much celebra- 
red in his Immortal Lines, which 
fix'd him in this place. Here he 
wrote his Eclogues, his two Books of 
a Solitary Life, his Affica, an Heroick 
Poem in Honour of Scipio the Great ; 
and in ſhort, here he compoſed, or 
at leaſtwiſe begun and ſtudied al 
his Works, In the fame Pay he re- 
ceiv'd Letters both from Rome and 
Paris, to come and receive the Poe- 
rick Crown, on theſe two Theatres 
of the World: But he preferrd the 
firſt. He refuſed ſeveral Advantagious 
Employments, and was eſteem d by 
all che Princes and great Men of 
his time, He died in 1374. not long 
after he had finiſh'd his Treatiſcs of 
Philoſophy, and his Poems. | 

Petra- Sancta, (Sylveſter) a Roman 
Jeſuit of grear Learning and Elocu- 
tion, wrote ſeveral Books, and died 
at Rome in 1637.

1572, he died ; having pur- 
chas'd a plentiful Fortune, and done 
ſeveral Charitable Works. 
John was Knighted in the 18th of 
Qu. Eliz. and made a Baron in the 
1ſt of Facmes J. by the Name of 
Lord Petre of Writtle in Com, E, 
ſex. whoſe direct Deſcendant the 
preſent Lord is. He bears Ruby, a 
Band Topaz, betweeen two Eſcallops 
Pearl.

Petri, (Suffridus) a Native of 
Friezland, an Hiſtorian, Poet, Orator, 
and learn'd in the Latin and Greek 
Tongues, firſt taught ar Erford, then 
he was Library -Keeper and Secre- 
tary to Cardinal Granville? Wear 
of this Lite, he explain'd the Greek 
Authors for ſome time at Lowwain : 
Hence being invited to C-logne, he 
was made Law-Profefſor and Hiſto- 
riographer to the States of FHiez- 
land.

Petronius, (C Arbiter ) lived in the 
Reign of Nero, and ſhewed himſelf 
Capable of great Employs, having 
been Proconſul of  Bithynjia, and at- 
terwards Conſul. However, whether 
through Inclination, or to ſuit him- 
ſelf to his Prince, he became a 
great Voluptuary. Thus he became 
Nero's Confident, and, as it were, In- 
tendant of his Pleaſures, in managing 
of which he was no ſmall Mafter. 
His Intimacy with the Emperor pro- 
cur'd him the Envy and Enmity ef 
Tigellinus, another Favourite, who ac- 
cufing him of a Conſpiracy againſt 
the Emperor, he was ſeiz d and ad- 
judg'd to die. At his Death he is 
faid to have broken a Veſlel caſt 
zoo Seſterces, leſt ir might adorn 
the Cupbord of Nero. This was à- 
bout the Y..46. Of his Works we 
have a Satyr, and ſome 'Verſes, in 
pure Latin, but full of ſuch Stuff, 
that he is deſervedly cal'd, Authey 
puriſſime mpuritatis. The Family of 
the Petronij at Rome was very Hlu- 
ſtrious, and had given many Conſuls 
to that C. | 

Petus, CCeſemius) a Roman Gene- 
ral ſent by Nero into A, menia, where 
his Miſmanagement conſtraind him 
ro a Diſhonourable Peace; for which, 
at his rcturn, he was welcom'd in 
Banter by that Emperor. 

Petus, (Thraſea) born in Padua 


| was a Senator and Stoick Philoſopher, 


of great Learning, Courage, and In- 
tegrity. He was ſenretic'd ro die by 
Nero, who, in him, as favs Tacitus, 
deſtroy'd Vertue it ſeif. He wrote 
the Lite of Cato of Utica.

He added a Fifth Book 
to the Chronicle of Carien, and wrote 
ſeveral other things. He dicd, 78 Ys. 
ald, in 1602.

Peu inger, (Conrad) a Learned Law- 
yer of Augsburg, that recovered the 
ancient Mars of the Roman Empire. 
He wrote ſeveral things, and died in 
1547. 

' Pfeullendorft, an Imperial C. in 
Swabia, on the R. Cell. 

Pfertzeim, a (mall C. in the Mar- 
qui ſate of Baden, taken by the French 
in 1691. 

Phetrz, Daughter of Mines, K. of 
Crete, being in Love with her Son- 
in-law #Hippolytus, whom ſhe could 
nor engage to comply wirh her De- 
fire, hang'd her ſelt for Shame and 
Deſpair. 

Phædrus, a Latin Poet, and freed 
Man of Argn/ſtus, that turnd #/op's 
Fables, and ſeveral other things, into 
Fambick Verſe. 

Phaeton, a Prince of the Ligurians, 
2 great Aſtrologer, that apply'd him- 
1elf ro ſtudy rhe Courſe of the Sun, 
in whoſe time [taly, on the fide of 
the Po, was ſo wonderſully ſcorch'd 
with exceſfiv2 Hear, that Barrenneſs 
for many Ys. enſued: Which gave 
Occaſion to the Fable, That Phaeton, 
the Son of Sol by Clymene, having 
obrain'd of his Father to drive the 
Chariot of the Sun for one Day, 
fired the Earth and Sky, for which 
he was ſtruck with a Thunderbolt by 
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Jupiter, and tumbled into the p, 
His Siſters the Heliades bewailing his 
Deſtiny, were transform'd into Pop. 
lars, to adorn the R's Banks, and their 
Tears into Amber. 

Phaetuſa, Siſter to Phaeton, one cf 
the Heliades, See Phaeton 

Phainus, a famous Ancient Aſtro.

Phalanx, a great Square Eatra!icn 
among the Ancients, conſiſting d 
ooo Foot, ſtanding ſo cloſely com. 
pacted, that it was almoſt 1mpofſible 
ro break them. 

Phalanx, an Athenian, learnt of Pal. 
las the Art of War, as his Siſter 
Arachne did to Sow and Weave ; with 
whom committing Inceſt, Pallas turn 
ed them both into Vipers, 

Phalaris, a cruel Tyrant of Ai 
gentum in Sicily, in the 52d Ohm. 
who caus'd a Braſs Bull to be made, 
under which he put a Fire, and 
throwing People into it, their Crics 
were heard as the Bellowings ot 
Oxen. The Maker, demanding his 
Reward, was himſelf thrown into it.

Tis ſaid to 
have been built Square, three Hun- 
dred Cubits high, upon four Pillars 
of Glaſs reſembling Crabs, It car- 
ried a Fire at top a Nights, to 
warn Pilors of the Danger of the 
Coaſts; whence all ſuch Towers were 
call'd by chat Name. There is an 
If, cf 1hricum, with a T. of the 
lame Name. 

Pharſalia, now Farſa, a C. of Theſ- 
ſaly, that gaye Name to theſe Plains, 
on which that famous Battel was 
fought between Cæſar and Pompey, 
that put a Period co the Liberty of 
Rome. 

Phaſel, Fianda, a C. of Pamphyliaz 
wich a B. under the A. of Mira,

Phaſis, a R. of Mingrelia, or Col- 
chis, that running towards Mount 
Caucaſus, paſſeth through the C. of 
Cotat is, and is emptied into the 
Black- Sea.

Phebadius, B. of Agen, in the fourth 
Age, was an Enemy to the Aians, 
whoſe Confeſſion of Faith he con- 
futed, having written a Book againft 
it. 

Phedima, Wife firſt to Smerd#u 
Spandabates K. of Perſir, and after- 
ward to his Counterfeit, who had 
made him away. The Impoſtor ha- 
ving no Ears, was thereby diſcover- 
ed by the Queen, and ſlain by the 
Perſian Princes. 

Phed), of Elis, at firſh a Slave, 
being freed became a Philoſopher, and 
the chief of the Eliac Set. He wrote 
ſome Dialogues, 

Phedo, a Citizen of Athens, ſlain by 
the thirty Tyrants, whoſe Daughters 
they would have forc'd ro dance na- 
ked before em; ro avoid which the 
Maids threw themſelves headlong in 
to a Pit. 

Phezeus, Son of Inachus, is ſaid to 
have been the firſt, who parted Time 
into Months and Ys. 

Phegor, is as much as Priapus in 
Hebrew, as ſaitli St. Hierom; and from 
hence is Beelphegor, which ſig niſics che 
Idol of Priapus. 

Phemius, a Schoolmaſter of Smyrna, 
in Dia, married Critheis, big with 
Chiid, of which being delivered, on 
the Binks of the R. Meles, the Boy 
was call'd Melefigenes, ro whom Phe. 
mins left his School, and who became 
afterwards a Peet, better known by 
the Name of Ver. 

Phemanoe, the firſt Propheteſs in 
the Temple of Delphi, that invent- 
ed, and gave Reſponſes, in Heroic 
Verſes. | 

Pheneus, an drcadian C. at the Foot 
of Mount Cyllene, near which is a 
lake, whoſe Waters in the Day are 
Salutary, but Pernicious in the Night. 

Phendorqy, an If}, of Shetland, be- 
longing to Scotland, ſeven m. long. 
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Pheraulis, a poor Perſian, enrich d 
by Orus, who to retrieve his for. 
mer Repoſe, gave all his Riches to 
one $4ca, on condition that he would 
entertain him as au ordinary Gueſt. 

Pherecydes, born in the Il. Sciroe, 
Diſciple of Pittacus, and Pythagoyas's 
Maſter, is ſaid firſt ro have written 
of the Nature of the Gods, diſcover'd 
Eclipſes, and Periods of the Moon, 
Cc. and to have been skill'd in 
Divination, He livd in the $5 
Olymp. 

Pherenice, Daughter of Diagoras k. 
of Rhodes, diſguis'd in Man's Habic 
contrary to Law, won the Prize ar 
Running in the Olympich Games, her 
Son, that accompany'd her, alſo con. 
quering; and diſcovering her {c!, 
was, by reaſon of her Birth and Vitto- 
ry, exempred from Puniſhment. 

Pheron, or Amenophis Pharaoh, K. f 
Egyt after his Father Seſoftris, 1n lis 
Vanity ſhooting an Arrow into the 
overflowing Nile, became blind, and x 
the direction of the Oracle of the C. 
of Buta, he ſought for a Cure, from 
the Water of a Woman, that 0 
never known Man but her Husbasd: 
That of his own Wife would not 
do; and many other Trials he had 
made in vain: But finding one it 
laſt, he cavs'd all the other Women 
ro be burnt. 

Phidias, an excellent Greeb © 
tuary, in the 88th ohmp. His Ivory 
Minerva, his Maſter-piece, boaſted et 
by the Ancients, was put in che Ci 
tadel ar Athens : Whence being ex- 
pell'd; after finiſhing Jupiter's Statue, 
tor the Temple Olympia, he ws 
kill'd ar Elis, This laſt was rec. 
koned one of the Wonders of the 
World. 

Phidolas, of Corinth, fell from ls 
Horſe in the Olympich Games, hic 

urſuing his Carreer, and firſt turn- 
ing the Mark, came ſtreight betore 
the Umpires; on which the Pelze 
was adjudg'd to Phidolac, with Kae 
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ereft a Statue for his Horſe. 
Phiden, R. of Argos, is ſaid to have 
invented Weights and Meaſures. 
* Philadelphia, an ancient C. of H- 
dia, now under the Tiwks, by whom 
eis call'd Allah-Schetr, i. e. City of 
* God, When they came to ſet up- 
on this Country, the Inhabitants de- 
' fended themſelves moſt vigorouſly. 
| The Turks, to ſtrike a Terror into 
7 them, bethought of making there a 
Trench of dead Men's Bones, mixt 
wich Lime, which 'frighrned them, 
* whereupon they ſurrendred; but they 
made much better Conditiors than 
their Neigbhours. They granted them 
four Churches, which they ſtill 
have. There are ſeven ot eight 
| Thouſand Inhabitants in this City, 
of whom about two Thouſand are 
Chriſtians. Tis famous for being 
one of the Aſian Churches, addrei:'d 
to by Sc. John. ;

They con- 
tend for a more Spiritual and My- 
ſtical ſort of Divinity, and the Faith 
of Chriſt's Kingdom on Earth; but 
chiefly for Unity among all Chri- 
ſtians: Though at the ſame time 
tis moſt <videnr, that nothing is a 
greater Obſtruction, than Parties are, 
thereto. 

Philander, (William) a Frenchman, 
much admir'd at Rome for his Learn« 
ing in the XVI*® Cent. wrote curi- 
ous Remarks on Vitruvius, promiſing 
another Piece more Extraordinary ; 
but failing, loſt his Reputation. 

Philaſtrius, B. of Breſcia, was ve- 
ry Learned and Pious, and wrote a 
Book of Hereſies. St. Auguſtin ſaw 
him at Milan, 

Phileas, an Egyptian Biſtiop, was 
martyr'd about the Year 302. He 
hath in a Letter given an account 
of the various Torments us'd againſt 
Chriſtians, 

Fhilebert I. call'd the Hunter, D. 
of Saxey, ſucceeded his Father at 
fix Years of Age. He died in 1482. 
Aged feventeen Years, having over- 
heated himſelf in hunting. The 
Diſputes for the Regency of Savyy, 
occationed great Troubles in his 
time. 

Philebert II. the Handſome, D. of 
Savoy, after his Father Philip in 1497, 
being ſeventeen Years old. He ac- 
companied his Father in the Expe- 
dition of Charles VIII. to conquer 
Naples; and afterwards went with 
Lewis XII. deſigning to ſubdue Mi- 
lan. He was a Prince of good Con- 
duct, Prudent, Liberal, and Complai- 
ſant, and kept his Dominions in 
Peace. He dicd in 1504. twenty four 


Ys. of Age. 

Philelphus, ( Francis) Native of 
Tolentin, or as others ſay of Ancona, 
was a Philoſopher, Poet and Orator 
of the fifteenth Age, He ſtudied at 


Venice, 
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Venice, and afterwards his Love to 


the Greek Tongue made him go to 
Conſtantinople, where he married Thee- 
_ dara Chryſolora, the Daughter of the 
tearn'd Emanuel Chryſolorus. The Em- 
peror John Paleologus ſent him to

Aﬀfiſtance apainſt the Turks, He di- 


ed at Bolonia, about 1471, leaving 
ſeveral Works behind him. 

Philemon, a Perſon of Note in Co- 
leſſe, converted by St. Paul, and to 
whom he addreſſes an Epiſtle, 

- Philemon, Son of Damon, a Comick 
Greek Poet, A. R. 480. of whom! 
we have ſome Fragments, tranſlated 
by Grotius. 

Phileni, ewo Brothers of Carthage, 
that for the good of their Country 
facrific'd ther Lives. A great Con- 
teſt happening to ariſe berween the 
Carthagmeans, and the Inhabirants of 
Cyrene, abour the Limits of their 


Country, they agreed to make Choice | 


of two Men for cach City, who 
ſhould depart at the ſame time, in 
arder to a Meeting on the Road, and 
thar the Place where they met 
fhould be the Bounds of the two 
Countries. But it fo fell out, that 
rhe Phileni, who were pitch'd upon 
tor the City ot Carthage, had ad- 
vanced very far into the Territories 
of the Cyrenians, before they were 
met; whereupon the others, who 


were the ſtronger, became ſo en- 


raged, that they refolved to bury 
the two Brothers alive in the ſame 
place, if they retreated not back. 
The Phileni, unable to reſiſt che 


Violence of the Cyrenians, choſe ra- 


cher to ſuffer that cruel Leath, than 
betray the Incereſt of their Country, 
The Carthaginians, to eternize the 
Glory of theſe two Brothers, cauſed 
tro Altars to be raiſed over rheir 
Graves, with an Inſcription there- 
upon, ſetting forth their Praiſe, 
Phileterus, an Eunuch, Treaſurer 
eo Ly/imachus, diſcontented with his 
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Prince, ſet 107 2 Principality at Per. 
gamus, which he govern'd 23 Ys, 


| He died, A. R. 490. 

| Philetus, a Magician, converted b 
St. James Mayor, that after fell off,

Philicus,or Phaleucus, a Tragick Greek 
Poet, reckon'd among the Pleiades who 
is ſaid to have given Name to the Pha- 
leucick Verſes. 

Philinus, of Agrigentum in Sicily, 
wrote the Hiſtory of the Roman 
War with the Carthaginians, but i; 
thought too favourable to the lat. 
ter. 

Philip, a Native of Acarnania, and 
Phyſician to Alexander the Great, be. 
ing accuſed of a Defign to poyſon 
his Prince, who was at that time 
dangerouſly ill, and given over by 
all other Phyſicians, was ſo much 
truſted by that Prince, that he firſt 
took his Med cines, and then ſhew'! 
him the Letters that charg'd bim 
wich Treachery, His Remedies had 
the defired ſalutary Effect. 

Philip, the Apoſtle, a Native di 
Bethſaida, was called by Chrift after 
Peter, He is ſaid to have converted 
ſome Prov. in Scythia, and to have 
laboured in the Goſpel in Higher 
Aſia, He was crucified and ſtoned in 
, Hierapdlis, about the tenth Year of 
Claudius, Aged 37, 

Philip, one of the Seven Deacons, 
choſen by the Apoſtles, had four 
Virgin Daughters Propheteſſes, one 
whereof call'd Hermione, was martyrd 


under Trajan. : 

Philip, ( Marcus nyt, the Art 
bian, having kill'd the Emperor Co- 
dian III. was proclaim'd in hi 
ſtead, Anno 244. after which be 
greatly endeavour'd to efface his Ig. 
nominy, concluding Peace wich the 
Perſians, making many good Laas, 
and magnificently celebrating the ſe- 
cular Games: But Decius, being Po- 


tent, flew him at Verena, with one 
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of his Sons in his Mother's Arms,

| Ke firſt us'd his Arms in behalf of 


the Church, and afterwards againſt 


England. He ufiderrook a Croiſade 


in 1190. took Acre, and defeated 


the Saracens, Afterwards he made 


War with Richard King of England, 


but little to his Advantage. In the

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Year 1200. he made a Peace with 


| King John of England z but after- 
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| wards broke it, and in 2207 made 


a Truce with the fame King, In 
1214, he defeared the Army of 
Otho IV. Emperor, of 150000 Men, 
and took five Counts, and twenty 
two Lords carrying Banners: And 
that ſame Day his Son defcared the 
Engliſh at Anjou. He died in 1223. 
having reigned forty two Years, nine 
Months, and twenty Days. 

Philip III. the Hardy, Son of Sr. 
Louis, wnom he followed into i- 
ca, was there ſaluted King in 127e. 
Having beat the Saracens, be was 
crown'd in Fance. In his time fell 
out the Sicilian Veſpers, for which 
he made War againſt Arragon: Bur 
returning, he died of a Malignant 
Fever, in the ſixteenth Year of his 
Reign.

Notwithſtanding 
he was afterward reconcil'd to the

Charm'd with the Fame ot his great 
Deierrs, Rodolph II. Emp. made him 
General of his Army iu Hungary, 
Here he perform'd ſuch Glorious 
Actions, that he became a common 
Subject to exerciſe the applauding 
Pens of Hiſtorians, as well as a Ter- 
ror to the Tnfidels. Returning to 
France, he died of a Fcver at Nurem- 
berg, in 1602, 

Philip ſirnamed Sidetes, from his 

Birth-place Sd in Pamphylia, lived 
in the Reign of Trerdoſins, He writ 
the Chriian Hiſtory digeſted into 24 
Books.

PhiloFetes, Son of Pæan, and faith- 
ful Companion of Hercules, who made 
him Swear he would never diſcover 
where he lay buried, and gave him 
his Arms dipt in Hydra's Blood. The 
Greeks being told by the Oracle, tha: 
they ſhould never take T7 y, tillthey 
found the fatal Arrows, importun'd 
Philoctetes; who, to keep himſelf 
from Perjury, diſcover'd Hercules's 
Tomb, by ſtamping on it with Kis 
Foot; for which Prevarication, he 
was Woundcd on the Fore by tl e 
fall of one of theſe Arrows; bur 
cured by Aſachaon. 

Philogonies, being bred a Lawyer, 
and made a judge, went afterwards 
into Orders, and ſucceeded Vitulis 
in the See of Antioch, An. 318. He 
endeavoured to remove the Diocleſiun 
Perſecution, and bore up agaiuſt 
that of Licinius, whercin he was Con- 
feſſor. 

Philolaus of Crotona, a Pytbagwe.m 
Philoſopher in the 350th V. of Rome, 
believed that all thinzs were made 


| by Harmony, and Neceſſity; and 


that the Earth had a Circular Ma- 
tion. | 

Philomela, Daughter of Pandim K. 
ot Athens, was firſt abus'd, and af- 
rerwards depriv'd of her Tongue by 
Tereus K. of Trace, her Siſter Pagne's 
Husband, who kept her alſo in Pri- 
ſon. But informing her Siſter of 
her Misfortune, by working it on 
Tapiſtry ; ſhe, with a Company of 
Bacchantes, at the Feaſt of Bacchus, 
firſt ſer ar Liberty her Sſter, and 
then Dreſt his Son Io for her Hut- 
band, who perceiving it would have 
killed her. Bur they were all tranſ- 
formed, Tereus to a Lapwing, Progne 
to a Swallow, Philomela to a Nightin- 
gale, and 7tys into a Pheſant. 

Philopæmen of Megalopolis, Proaxtcr 
of the Acheans, was a brave and 
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learned Man, He ſignalized his Cou- 
rage on many Occaſions, In the 
548th V. of Rome, he kill'd Mecha- 
nidas Tyrant of Lacedemon in Battel, 
and was defeated by Nabis his Suc- 
ceſſor, at Sca; which he revenged, 
at Land: For he beat his Army, 
took and raſed the C. abrogated Ly- 
curgus's Laws, and made the Lacedæ- 
momians ſubject to the Acheans, in 
the 555th ot Rome. He was aſter- 
wards taken by the Meſſenians and 
put to Death, Aged 70 . 

Philoponus, (John) a learned Gram- 
marian of Alexandria, that lived at 
Conſtantinople about 535. He wrote 
againſt Severus and Proclus, in detence 
of Chriſtianity ; and alſo compoſed 
a Treatiſe, to prove, That the ſame 
Bodies ſhall not riſe at the laſt 
Day. 

Fhiloſophers-Stone, is a certain pre- 
parati n, whercby Chymiſts pretend 
to advance the Nature of all imper- 
fect Metals, and change them into 
Gold. The Matter ot which it is 
made, ſome ſay, muſt be a Metal; 
others ſay, an Univerſal Subſtance 
found every where: And indeed, 
what is written thereof, is in ſo ob- 
ſcurc and ænigmatical Terms, chat 
tis hard to ſay either what it is, or 
of what Form, or from whence ta- 
ken; Chymiſts having induſtrioufly 
wrapt up their Deſcriptions in affect- 
ed Obſcurity. Vet this is certain, 
That many Perſons of very confi- 
derable Fortunes, have in ſearch 
thercof, really curn'd all they had 
into Gold, Tis alſo faid of this, 
char it is an Univerſal! Medicine.

Phocus, Emp. of the E. in che „t 
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Monſter of Debauchery and Cruelty. 
Choſroes K. of Perſia, made great De- 
ſolations in the Empire, and made 
Inrbads as far as Chalcedonia. The 
Avares and Sclavoni, alſo with many 
other Nations, ravaged the Empire. 
vet did not this Emp. leave ot his 
Cruelties. He was at length defeated 
and raken by Heraclius, who cur off 
his Feer, Hands and privy Parts firſt, 
and at length his Head, in 610, and 
the 8th Y. of his Reign. 
Phocion, General of the Athenian 
Army, was an Eloquent Orator, Va- 
liant Gencral, ard Wiſe Cirizen. 
His great Moderaticn did advance 
him above the Vehemency of Demo- 
ſihenes, His Courage and Military 
Conduct was much eſtecmed by Philip 
of Macedon ;, ard it was he who by 
his ſage Coupſels diverted Alexander 
from invading Greece, perſuading 
him to turn his Arms againſt the Bar- 
barians, Senſible of the Reaſonable- 
neſs of his Advice, after he had 
Conquered Pei, Alexander ſent 
him a Preſent of 100 Talents. The 
Meſſengers found Phocion drawing Wa- 
ter out of a Well, and his Wife ma- 
king Bread. Upon demanding, why 
their Maſter ſent a Preſent ro him 
only? They anſwered , becauſe He 
was the only perſon in Athens, whom 
their Maſter owned for an honest Man, 
He refuſed to accept the Preſent, 
tho' much urged to it by thoſe who 
brought it. On his Refuſkl, Alexander 
wrote to him, That thoſe who would 
take nothing of him were not his Friends, 
So he petitioned him to ſer at Liberty 
ſome Rhodians; which Alexander 
granted, and ſent Craterus to him 
with the Priſoners to preſs him to 
receive the 100 Talents; but he 
would not. Alexander ſhortly after 
dying, his Succeſſors alſo offered him 
large ſums of Mony, which he 
ſtill refuſed, He was Scholar ro-P/a- 
to and Tenocrates, and retired after» 


wards to a ſmall Inheritance, where 


| 
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he lived privately. The brightneſs 
of his Vertue, rendered his poverty 
Illuſtrious. In defence of his Coun- 
try, his Condu& was ſucceſsful a- 
gainſt Philip of Macedon, and on other 
Occaſions. About the I. 436 of Rome, 
the Hyrœum was ſurprized by the E- 
nemy, Phocion being then Archon and 
Governor of Athens, He was accuſ- 
ed of Conniving thereat, Condemn- 
ed, and pur to Death, being about 
80 Ys. of Age. The Athenians were 
quickly ſenſible of their Error aſter 
his Death, cut off his Accuſer, and 
erected him a Statue. 

Phocis, a Prov. of Greece, which 
was bordered on the W. by the Lo- 
cri, on the S. had the Bay of Corinth, 
now Lepanto, to the E. Beotia, and 
on the W. the Doereasc. In it were 
Anticyra, Carrha, Delphos, and the 
Hill Parnaſſis with Helicon. The 
Phocenſes were a very ancient people, 
and Crafty: Their Country was 
fruittul in Corn and Cattle ; and 
therein was the Tribunal of the Am- 
phy&iones, and the Delphian Oracle, 
whereby *twas much inriched. 

Phocylides, of Miletum in Tenia, a 
Greek Poer, who flouriſhed in the 
6oth Ohmp.

Phenix, a Bird of Arabia, about 
the bigneſs of an Eagle, its Neck ſnin- 
ing like Gold, the Wines of a Fire- 
Colour, intermixed with Azure; a 
white Tail intermixed with Carna-

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tion Feathers, wich a twinkling Star 
on its Head, There is but one of 
em at a time, that is ſaid to live 
500 Ys. others fay 1400. She is ſaid 
to burn her ſelf in a pile of Spices, 
out of the Aſhes whereof a Worm is 
bred, chat ar laſt becomes another 
Phenix. By others this is otherwiſe 
related : Bur all is juſtly thought fa- 
bulous; for whatever may be ſaid of 
the poſſibility of the thing, ſince 
there is no proof of ir, we have no 
Reaſon to believe it. 

Phwmio, or Phormus, of Syracuſe, 
a Greek Pocr, Author of ſeveral Co- 
medies, who brought in a New Dreſs 
upon the Theater. 

Phoſphoric, is the Planet Venus, cal- 
led by the Latins Lucifer, the Shepherd's 
Star. This denotes alſo a Subſtance 
whether Natural or Artifical, that e- 
mits a Light in a Dark place; ſome 
whereof ſhine of themſelves, others 
not till expoſed to the Beams of the 
Sun, of which there are various 
—_— ſome Liquid, and ſome So- 

id. | 

Photinus, Author of an Hereſie, 
was, for his Wir, Learning and Elo- 
quence, preferred to the See of Sir- 
mich, with univerſal Applauſe. The 
firſt Ys. of his Adminiſtration are 
faid to have been very regular, bur 
that all of a ſudden he changed. To 
the Errors of Sabellius, Samoſatenus, 
Cerinthus and Ebion, he added of his 
own, That Jeſus Chriſt was meer Man, 
and began to be the Chriſt, «pon the 
Deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt on him at 
Iordan. His Doctrines were con- 
demned in ſeveral Aﬀemblies, yea, 
even by the Arians themfelves, and 
for his Obſtinacy he was put out of 
his See. He wrote a Book againſt 
the Gentiles, and ſeveral other Trea- 
riſes. 

Photius, Patriarch of Conſtanting- 
ple, a Man of Noble Birth, was one 
of rhe fineſt Geniuſes of his rinie,

He wrote a great miny Books, of 
which we have only the Odes he 
made for the Conquerors at the 
Olympick, Iibmich.

Planets, or Wanderers, are theſe 
Stars, which keep not the ſame Di- 
ſtance, bur turn'ng about the Sun 
their Center, are at diffcrent times, 
at divers Diſtances from one a no- 
ther; and they are thus called in op- 
poſition to the Fixt, which are ever 
in the ſame poſition. In ancient 
times there were reckon'd but 7 
Planets, viz. Saturn, Jupiter, Mats, 
the Sun, Venus, Meicury, and the 
Mon; among which the Sun on; hr 
not to be reckoned, in regard it 
changes not its place with reſpect to 
the fixt Stars, having no Motion, 
but that about irs own Axis, The 


Planets may be divided into Primary 


and Secundary. The Primaiy are 
{uch as have the Sun for the Center 
ct their proper Motior, and they 
are ſix, viz. Satwn, Jupiter, Mars, 
che Earth, Venirs, ar d Mercury, The 
Secondary Planzts are ſuch as have 
one of the Primary tor the Center of 
their proper Motion, tho ar che 
ſame time they move together wich 


them about the Sun: and theie are 


the Moon the Attendant of the Earth, 
the 4 ſmall Stars that move about 
Jupiter, called his Satellites or Guards, 
and 5 that move about Saturn. Sa- 
turn is pale and of a leaden Colour, 
and reckoned 91 times bigger than 
the Earth, perfecting his Courſe 
about the Sun in about 30 Ys. about 
him there is obſerved a Ring, that 
encompaſſes him, like the Horizon 
of a Globe, wichour touching his 
Orb. The Colbur of Jupiter incliues

Mercury 
is of a ſparkling Appearance, is ts 
the Earth as 1 to 2coo, and goes a- 
bout the Sun in 87 Da. 23 Ho. co 
Mir. and 15 Scc. The Mon cf a 
ſilver White, is to the Earth as 1 to 
40, and revolves about it in 27 Da. 
7 Ho. 43 Min. s Scc. 

Plantagenet, a Sir'ame of the Roy- 
al Family of England, that began 
with 7effiy Plantagenet Earl of Ann, 
Father of Henry II. and was extintt 
in Edward Plantagenct Earl of Var- 
wich, bcheaded by Heniy VII. on 
prerence of being in a Conſpiracy 
with Perkin Warbech. 

Plantin, C Chriſtopher ) Native of 


Tours, was a famous Printer, a Scho— 


lar and a Linguiſt, as may be ſeen 
by ſeveral Prefaces he pretix'd to 


; theſe excellent Books he printed. He 


brought Printing into its true Luſter, 
and had an excellent Library. He 
died in 1589. 

La Plata, a C. and Prov. of 8. 
America, in the 19th dep. of S. Lat.

Platez, a C. of Bæotia, where was 
a Temple of Jupiter Liberator, In 
the 323d Y. of Rome, it was ſur- 
priz'd by the Thebans, who had their 
Throats cut by the Inhabitants: but 
they atterwards reveng'd themſelves, 


Platcius, 
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Platerus, (Felix) born at Baſi! in 
1536, was a Phyſician of good re- 
pute, and taught long at the Univer- 
firy of Bale, where he died in 1614, 
Aged 78 Ys. He left behind him 
feveral Works in his own Faculty. 

Platina, of Cremona, an Hiſtorian, 
was of mean Parents, but raifed by 
Merit: The Cardinal Beſſarion be- 
ftow'd ſome Benefices cn him; but 
Paul II. kept him 4 Months in pri- 
fon. Sixtus IV. tavoured him, and 
made him Kceper of the Vatican Li- 
brary. He wrote the Lives of the 
Popes till Pau II. and died of the 


Plague at Rome in 1481, at 60 Ys, 


of Age. 

Plato, Son of Ariflo, born at 4- 
thens, A. R. 325, in the 87th Ohmp. 
was a Philoſopher, and chiet of the 


Academichs, He firſt apply'd himſclf 


to Painting, and afterwards was a 
Poet; but being taken with the 
Love of Philoſophy, he gave himſelt 
intirely ro it. He apply'd himtelt 
for Inſtruction therein to all the e- 
minent Philoſophers ot his time, and 
to that end alſo Journey'd to Egypt, 
and there, as 'tis ſaid, came to the 
Knowledge of the Jewiſh Religion ; 
from thence he defizned for the In- 
dies to confer with the Gymnoſophiſts, 
but was hindred by the Wars in 4Aſia. 
Returning to Athens, he taught in a 
place called 4cademus, whence his 
Scholars were named Academichs. 
In his Doctrine he propoſed for his 
Imitation the 3 fineſt Wits of Greece.

The Exerciſes were 
Running, Quoits, Boxing, and fight- 
ing at Sharps. The Conquerors were 
crown'd at firſt wich Oaken Bran- 
ches; afterwards with Lawrel ; and 
inſtead of theſe laſt of all with 
Crowns of Gold. —— Plays Scenich, 
or Stage-plays repreſented on the 
Theater, whoſe Fore-part they call d 
the Scene.

Plotinus, born at Lycopolis in Egypg, 
was a Platoniſt Philoſopher of the 3d 
Age, who taught at Rome both Hea- 
thens and Chriſtians, He compos'd a 
Work in $4 Books, and dicd in 270, 
Aged 65 Ys, | 

Plurs was à T. in the Country of 
the Griſhns, at the foot of the Alps, 
on the R. Maira, Cap. of a Prefecture 
of the ſame Name; but is now only 2 
deep bottomleſs Gulf, having, on Arr. 
26th 1617, been overwhelmed by the 
fall of a huge Rock from the top of 
the Mountains, whereby 1500 People 
were deſtroy'd, and nothing remain'd 
bur a Lake about two m. in length. 
They were fore warn'd of this Earth- 
quake by one who ſaw the Mountain 
cleaving, whom they derided, and 
who only eſcaped. 

Plutarch, of Cheronza a C. in Bæot ia, 
was a Philoſopher, Hiſtorian, and Ora- 
tor. He ſtudied under Ammonius, 
then travelled into Greece and Egypt. 
Coming to Rome, he was much 
eſteem d by Trajanus, ſent into Hhri- 
cum as Intendant of the Prov. and em- 
ploy d in other Negotiations, He died 
in his own Country. He wrote The 
Lives of the Illuſtrious Men of Gieece

Ha- 
ving thrown a Ring of great Value 
into the Sea, he found it ſome time 
after in a Fiſh drefſed by his Cook, 
But his good Fortune abandon'd him 
at laſt; being cunninely ſurpriz d, 
and put to Death, by Orontes Gover- 
nour of Sardis. 

Polydamas, a Champion of Theſſaly, 
that kill'd a Lyon on Mount Olympus, 
lifred up a mad Bull, and ſtopp'd a 
Chariot in his Career; but was at laſt 
cruſh'd ro pieces under a Rock, which 
he thought he could ſuſtain, and from 
which, tho' falling, he wou'd not fly 
with his Companions. + 

Polydore Virgil, of Urbin in Italy, 
publiſhed in 1499. a Piece De Inven- 
foribus Rerum, in eight Books; and 
going into England was made Arch- 


deacon of Wells, where he printed 


his Treatiſe of Prodizies, and after- 
wards compleated his Engliſh Hiſtory 
in eight Books. He died in 1555.

In this are to be found the 
Hebrew Text of the Jews, the Greek 
of the Septuagint, the Latin of St. Je- 
rom, call'd the Vulgar, and the Chal- 
dee Paraphraſe of Onkelos on the five 
Books of Moſes; alſo a Dictionary of 
the Hebrew and Caldee Words of the 


Bible; together with the Greek of the 
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New Teſtament without Accents «; 
Spirits. This was printed in 151; 
The Fews have allo Polyglotts, tuo! 
whereof were printed by thoſe os 
Conſtantinople, each in four Languages , 
bur all in Hebrew Characters. The 
Pohęlott of Antwerp, was printed there 
in 1572, by Arius Montanus, which 
beſides what is in the firſt, has the 
Chatdee Paraphraſe on the other Bok; 
of the Old Teſtament ; a Syriach Trag. 
{larion of the New, with the Latin In. 
terpretation thereof; and the 7 14 
Verſion of Pagninus. The Polyzl!1;t of 
Paris far exceeds the other tio, and 
contains, beſides what they have, the 
Syriack and Arabick, and the Samaritan 
Pentateuch, with a Samaritan Verſion 
befides all which the Engliſh in thei 
Polyglott have the Syriack and 4ratich 
on ſome other Books of the Bible, 
which were not in the Pariſian; and 
morever, the 7eruſalem Targum, that 
of the falſe Jonathan, with a Pen 
Verſion of the Pentateuch, and ans- 
ther of rhe New Teſtament : They has: 
alſo us'd the Vatican Edition of the 
LXX, and the Vulgar according t. the 
Edition of Rome. To all which the 
have prefixt Prolegomena, and hate 
added a ſixth Volume. 

Polygnotus, a Thaſian, and famovi 
Painter; Scholar of his Father 4g. 
phon, had a particular Excellence in 
repreſenting Women ; his principal 
Works were done gratis for the Pu 
lick; for which it was decrced by 
the Amphy&ims, that wherever he 
travell'd in Greece, his Charges ſhouid 
be born by the Community. He dicd 
in the goth Olymp. 

Polybymnia, one of the Nine Nuſes 
that preſided over Hiſtory, or as other 
ſay, over Rhetorick. 

Polyphemus, Son of Neptune, thc 
greateſt ot the Cychps, deyour'd fou 
of Uhyſſes's Companions : But Vi 
having made him drunk, overcame 
him. Some ſay, he had only one, 
others two, and others three Eyes. 
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Pomerania, a Country in Germany, 
with che Title of a Dutchy, extend- 
ed near 80 L. along the Baltick Sea, 
which is its N. Bound, with ſeveral 
Havens belonging to it. It has Pruſſia 
ro che E. Brandenburg and Lower Po- 
land to the S. and the D. of Meckle- 
burg ro the W. Tis divided in two 
by the Oder, whereof the Wrn. Part 
is calbd the Higher, and the other 
the Lower Pomerania. The Air is cold, 
bur the Country 1s fertile, abounding 
with all rhe Conveniencies of Humane 
Life, The Cap. is Stetin; beſides 
which it has many other Cs.

Pomona, worſhipp'd by the Ancients 
as the Goddeſs ot Gardens and Fruits. 
Vertumnus, who had the Power to turn 
himſelf into all Shapes, could not 
pleaſe her in any, bur in that of an 
Old Woman. ; 

Pomona, call'd the Mainland, is the 
greateſt of the Orkney Iſlands, 30 m. 
in length. Kirkwall is the chief T. 
beſides which there are many Villages 
and Geutlemens Houſes, there being 
in all 12 Pariſhes. Here are abundance 
of Harbours, alſo white Lead, and 
Plenty of Proviſions, and all things 
ncceſſary. 

Pompeius, (Cn.) Strabo, Father of 
Pompey the Great, was Conſul of Rome 
in 665. with Portius Cato, and Gene- 
ral in the Social War of the Marſians. 
He fought a bloody Battel with Cinna, 
before the Walls of Rome, and died 
in the Plague thar enſucd. 

Pompeius, ( 2.) ſurnamed the Great, 
was Son of the former, and born in 
the 648th of Rome, He was free 
from moſt ſorts of Vices; but was 
a great deal roo ambitious, for the 
Member of a Free C. for he could 
oy no means brook an Equal. He 

cem'd to be born for great things. 


At the Age of 23, he raiſed three Le- 


gions of his own accord, for defence 
and re-eſtabliſhing of his Country, 
which he led to Sy{la ; and three J. 
after, haying retaken Sicily and Africa, 
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merited the Honours of Triumph, Af- 
ter the Death of Sy[/a, he drove Lepi- 
dus out of Rome, becauſe he would 
annul what Sylla had done, and in 
677, overcame him in Battel. In 681, 
he ended the War againſt Sertorius in 
Spain, and triumphed a ſecond time. 
Next he enter'd on the Office of Con- 
ful, tho' but a private Roman Genrle- 
man, which had never been done be- 
fore. And now he re-eſtabliſh'd the 
Tribunes of the People, oyercame the 
Pirates, clear'd the Seas, was Victorious 
over Tigranes and Mithridates, purſu'd 
his Victories into Media, Albania, and 
Hiberia, againſt the People to the 
right of the Euxine Sea, the Colchians, 
Acheans, Jews, Parthians, &c. Diſ- 
banding his Troops, he return'd to 
Rome as à private Citizen. His Tri- 
umph at this time laſted two days. 
Fortune had now rais'd him to the 
higheſt Pinnacle of Honour, having tri- 
umphed over Africa, Europe, and Aſia; 
only Ceſar's Glory ſeem'd to obſcure 
his, who could not endure an Equal, 
as Ceſar no Superior. Julia, Ceſar's 
Daughrer, and Wife of Pompey, kept 
a good Underſtanding berween them. 
who with Craſſus made up a Trium- 
virate, that carried all before them. 
Bur this being diſſolv'd by the Death 
of Julia and Craſſus, Ambition at length 
muſter d the Roman Legions in the 
Theſſalian Plains, under Pompey and 
Cæſar, the firſt ſtanding up for Liberty, 
and the other for Empire. In this 
famous Pharſalian Field was decided 
the Fate of the Univerſe, which was 
oblig d to part with her Liberty for 4 
Maſter; and the Great Pompey being 
diſcomfited, fled into Egypt, where he 
was baſely murder'd by a Slave, at the 
Command of an Unworihy K. This 
was about the 7o6th T. of Rome. 
Poniponatius, (Peter) of Mantua, in 
the beginning of the 16th Age, was 
Profeſſor at Bolinia, and elſewhere, 
and a great Follower of Ariſtotle, after

Pope, is deriv'd from a Greek Word, 
Har ſtgnifies Father, and was ar firſt 
attributed to all Biſhops, till che XI. 
Age, that Gregory VII. order'd in a 
Council at Rome, that the Name ſhould 
be appropriated to the Bs. of that 
C. For the firſt five Centurics the 
Pope was elected by the People and 
Clergy * or by the latter only, 
with Confent of the former. After - 
wards the Conſent of the Prince was 
requir'd, and ſomerimes the Emperors 
would chooſe them by themſelves; un- 
til Homrius III. in 1216, or as others 
ſay Gregory X. in 1274. order'd, that 
the Election ſhould be made in the 
Conclave; ſince which the Cardinals 
have kept Poſſeſſion. The Manner is 
thus: About nine or ten Days after 
the Funerals of the deceas d Pope, the 
Cardinals enter the Conclave, which 
is ordinarily held in a long Gallery of 
the Vatican, two Servants only being 
allow'd to each. They are guarded 
by the Militia of Rome, and all ne- 
ceſſary Precaution is taken, to prevent 
any Intercourſe from without. Ot 
late it has been a Cuſtom for every 
one to ſwear to obſerve certain Arti- 
cles if they ſhould be choſen. The 
Election is made by Scrutiny, Acceſs, or 
Adoration. The firſt is when the Car- 
dinal wrices the Name of him he votes 
for in a Scroll of five Pages, on the 
tit of which he cauſes one of his 
S:rvants to write, Ego eligo in ſummum 
Fontificem Reverendiſſimum Dominum 
meum Cardinalem.— On this Fold two 
others are doubled down, and ſeal'd 
with a Private Seal. On the fourth 
the Cardinal writes his own Name, 
and covers it with the fifch. Then 
aſcending by turns to the Altar, after 
a ſnort Prayer on their Knees, they 
throw the Scrolls into a Chalice upon 
the Table. Then the Cardinal-Biſhop 
turus them out into a Plate in his left 
hand, and gives them as they lie to 
the Cardin Deacon, who reads them 
with an audible Voice, while they 
note down how many Voices every

At one of the 
Angles is a little ſquare Room, and 
at top a very fine Platform, of 12 
reat fair Stones, that are almoſt 17 
foot ſquare, from which the ſtrong- 
eſt Man is not able to throw a Stone 
clear of the Pyramid. There are 16 
Steps to the Door. The Entrance 
is ſquare, and even all along: this 
Walk leads to 2 more: At the end 
of one of em ſtands an Hall, where 
is an empty Tomb of one Stone, 
| like Porphyry, made as ſome ſay, 
for that Pharach which purſu'd the 
Iſraelites into the Red Sea. At the 
End of the other Walk or Alley 
there is a Hole, made, as is proba, 
b'e, to let the Bodies down to the 
Caverns below, The' 2 Pyramids 
which are lock'd, are much after 
the ſame Form. Ar ſome ſteps of 
the open Pyramid is an Idol, call'd 
by Pliny, Sphinx; and by the Arabs, 
Agon-el-haoun; being a Buſt all of 
one Stone, cut out of a natural 
Rock, repreſenting a Woman's Face 
of a prodigious bigneſs, Tis 26 
foot high, and 15 from the Ear to 
its Chin. On the top of the Head 
there is a Hole, through which à 
Man may paſs, that reacheth down 
ro the Breaſt, ending there. Ac- 
cording to Pliny, the largeſt of theſe 
Pyramids was 20 Ys. a building, 
32000 Men being all that time im- 
ploy'd about it.

Ir's 
well built and divided into the 
Higher and Lower Town : the 
Houſes of the Lower Townare but 
few in Number, and not to Peautt- 
ful as thoſe of the Higher, being 
moſt of them inhabited by Ship 
Carpenters and Sea Men, wio live 
by Fiſhing. Upon the Way, which 
leads from the Lower to the High- 
er Town is a ſtately Houſe, built 
by Mr. Tz: when he was Inten- 
dant of Canada. The Higher Toven 
is large and well Inhabired ; its 
Houſes fairly Built, make very 
fine Strects, wherein are Shops 
ſull of all forts of Merchandizes 
that can be bought from Evx-:72. 
This Town was made a Bps. ice 
by Clement Xth in 1674. and the 
Cathedral is dedicated to our La- 
dy. The College is under the c- 
ſuits: there is alſo the Monaſtry of 
the L.ſalines, and that of the Reli- 
gious Hoſpitallers, who follow 
the Rule cf Sr. Atftin. The Rec- 
tets have their Convent without the 
Walls of the Town, upon a ſmall 
River called St. Carles: at one end 
of the Town is the Fort of St, 
Lewis environed with Walls, and 
conſting of divers Angles bending 
in, and jetting out; drawn accord- 
ing to the Nature of the Ground, 
and well ſtored with Cannon.

During his 
Apprenticeſhip with his Father, 
ah 65 was of the ſame Trade, he 
wrought in Marble two little An- 
gels, and the Paſſion of our Savi- 
our in Jvory, with which Albert, 6 
Archduke of Auſtria, was ſo taken 
that he 70 him a Penſion, and 
perſuaded him to go into Taly, 
where he became quickly famous.

cient Qninſay to be the famous 
Cambaly. Martin Martini thinks it 
is the Kancheu of theſe times, call'd 
Kingſu or Ring ſay, which was the 
Royal City in 1300. It ſtands up- 
on the River Cieutang. This laſt 
Opinion ſeems to be the moſt pro- 
bable. 

Quintilians, Hereticks, Diſciples 
of Montanus, ſo call'd from Quintilla, 
whom they eſteem'd a Prophetels ; 


they made the Euchariſt of Bread | 
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and Chesſe, for which they were 
call'd Artotyrites, and amongſt them 
Women were Prieſts and Biſhops. 
Quntilius, (Marcus Aurelius) was 
Brother to tlie Emperor Claudius, 
whom he ſucceeded in 270. the 
Soldiers kill'd him 17 days after 
his Inveſtiture, becauſe of his ſeve- 
rity ; others ſay, that finding him- 
ſelf too weak to reſiſt Aure/ian, he 
made his Veins to be cur. 
Quintin, ( John) of Picardy, a Tay- 
lor in the beginning of the 16th 
Century, he join'd himſelf to one 
Copin, and they two preached for 
the Doctrine of the Libertines, 
which they publiſh'd in Holland and 
Brabant: But being taken at Tour- 
nay, they were puniſh'd in 1530. 
Quintin Meſins or Matſis, a Painter 
Native of Antwerp, ſome ſay of 
Lovain, liv'd about the beginning of 
the 16 Century; it's ſaid he 
had a Marvellous Inclination to 
Painting from his Youth, but that 
his Father bound him to a Farrier; 
ſome time after he fell paſſionately 
in Love with a Maid, whom a 
Painter Courted : She told him ſhe 
had a greater fancy for him, than 
for the Painter; but added, ſhe 
hated the Trade of a arrier; where- 
upon he gave it over, and turn'd 
Painter, and ſoon equall'd the beſt 
Maſters rhat were in Flanders; his 
Maſterpiece was,aDeſcent from the 
Croſs ; his Excellence lay in draw- 
ing Portraits: Sir Thomas Moore in 
his Poems gives him the following 
Elegy.

berty. 

Romanus, II Son of Conſtantine 
Porphyregenitus, he poyſon'd his Fa- 
ther the ſooner to attain the Throne, 
he expelF'd his Mother Helene, and 
his Siſters, who proſtituted them- 
ſelves to gain a livelilrood. 

Romanus, III. Surnam'd Arayro-

In the inſide of this admirable 
StruQure, ſcarce] any thing is to 
be ſeen but rich Gilding, rare 
Paintings, curious Figures in Baſſ? 
Relievo, Statues of Copper and 
Marble, and all theſe difſpos'd in 
ſo exact and regular Order, that 
the abundance of them does not 
cauſe Confuſion. The inſide of 
the Cupola conſiſts altogether in 


Body and Quire is compos'd of 
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gures, and 'tis deſign'd to caſe the 


Pilaſters, as well as all the other 
Parts of the Church, with the 
ſame ſort of Stone. The Pulpit 
of Sr. Peter ſupported by the four 
Doctors of the Church, whoſe Sta- 
rues are of Copper Gilt. The 
Tombs of Pope Urban VIII. Paul 
III. Alex. VII. and the Counteſs 
Matilda or Mawd, the inſeparable 
Companion of Gregory VII. are 
Works of extraordinary Beauty and 
Magnificence ; on the Monument 
of Paul III. are two Marble Statues 
ſo curiouſly wrought to the Life, 
that it became neceſlary to cover 
them with a brazen Drapery to 
take away the occaſion of Scandal 
given ſome time ſince by two 
Spaniards, who had fallen in love 
with them ; the high Altar ſtands 
exactly under the Dome, in the 


middle of the Croſs, and is a kind 


of Pavillion or Canop 
by four Columns of wreathed 
Braſs, adorn'd with branched 
Work, and ſprinkled with Bees, 
which were the Arms of Pope 
Urban a waar every Column 
appears an Angel of Copper gilt, 
17 Foot high, and — A 
and walking over the Corniſh :

D. 1586. it is 
commonly reported that the braz- 
en Ball which formerly belong'd 
thereto, contain'd the Aſhes of the 
Emperor Auguſtus : But "tis a mi- 
ſtake, for Dominico Fontana, an a- 
ble Architect, employ'd by the 
ſame Pope Sixtus V. having exami- 
ned this Globe, found that it was 
not capable for ſerving for ſuch 
an Uſe,and that it was only a ſimple 
Ornament, although, indeed the 
Obelisk was conſecrated to Auguſtus 
and Tiberius, as it appears from an 
Inſcription, as yet to be read di- 
ſtinctly on it;

The Palace of the Vatican, ſo call'd 
from certain Vaticinia, i. e. Ora- 
cles that were there ſometimes de- 
liver'd, joins to the Cathedral of 
St. Peter's, and is well feated for 
the Pope's Convenience, otherwiſe 
the too nigh Neighbourhood of 
this Palace occaſions a diſagreeable 
Confuſion, for if the Church ſtood 
clear by its ſelf, and the Fields lay 
open on all Sides its Scitustion, 
would be much more Advantagi- 
ous, eſpecially ſince the Pope re- 
ſtdes for a great Part of the Year 
in the Palace of Mount urinal 
or Monte-Cavallo: The Vatican is 
not a very regular Building, as be- 
ing compos'd only of Divers fair 
Apartments ill united together, 
however (as they fay) above 12500 
Halls, Chambers and Cloſets, are 
contain'd in it, as om may eaſily 
diſcern in the Wooden Model, 
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which is there ſhown to Strangers: 
The excellent Paintings of Rapha- 
el Urbin, Michael Angelo, Julius Re- 
manus, Pinturicchio, Polydore, John of 
Udina, Daniel of Volaterra, and ma. 
ny other renowned Maſters, are 
generally as much admir'd here, as 
the other Beauties and Rarities of 
this Palace: The Belvedere is an 
Appartment of the Vatican, ſo 
nam'd by reaſon of the delightful 
Proſpect diſcover d from thence, 
and beautify'd with moſt pleaſant 
Gardens, and great variety of cu- 
rious Statues,amongſt others that of 
Laocoon,as alſo the Trunks of Autincus, 
Apollo and Cleopatra, are chiefly re- 
markable : The famous Library ef 
the Vatican is not only enlarg d 
with that of Heidleburg, but :1fo 
with that of the Duke Urbin : The 
principal Paintings with which tis 
enrich'd, repreſent the Soiences 
the Councils, the Inventors of 
Arts, the moſt conſiderable Libr 
ries, and ſome paſlages of the Life 
of Pope Sixtus U from hence we 
aſs to the Arſenal, (where 
according to common Report) are 
kept Arms for 20000 Horſe, and 
40000 Foot, but 'tis well if half of 
what is ſaid on that account prove 
true ; and beſides all theſe Arms are 
in an ill Condition, neither indeed 
are they the principal Thunders of 
the Vatican. 

As the Pope on one fide can 
deſcend out of this Palace to St. 
Peter's Church, ſo on the other he 
may eaſily retire incognito into 
the Caſtle of St. Angelo; ex. VI 
having made a gallery of Commu- 
nication for that purpoſe, and 
really a Perſon of ſo ill repute 45 
this Pope was, had ſome reaſon 
thus to provide for his own Safety:

At the diſtance of 200 paces 
from the Pyramid of Ceſtins fands 
the Hill commonly call'd 1/ Dolioto, 
or I Monte Tiſtaceo, that is to ſay 
the Mount of broken Pots, reach- 
ing about half a Mile in compaſs, 
and 159 Foot in perpendicular 
heighth ; but whence ſo vaſt a 
heap of broken, ſhatter d Earthen 
Veilels came, can't eaſily be de- 
termin'd, the general Opinion is, 
viz. That on the Hill ſcituated 
near the River Yu, the Potters 
wrought, as well for the conve- 
niency of water us'd in their work, 
as for the more ealy Tranſportati- 
on of thoſe Wares, and that they 
were wontto caſt the broken pieces 
on one particular place. 

It may nor perhaps be improper 
here to give ſome Account of the 
two famous Images of Paſquin, and 
NMarforio, lo much talk'd of among 
Travelleis ; the former is a Statue 
alrogether mutilared and disfigur'd, 
which (as ſome ſay) was made for 
a Rowan Soldier, and ſtands in a 
Corner of one of the moſt conſi- 
derable Croſs-ways of the City, 
leaning againſt the fide of a Houſe; 
indeed Paſauiu was the Name of a 
certain Taylor who dwelt in the 

eighoourhood, at whoſe Shop 
was the ordinary Rendezvous for 
News-Moggers; this Taylor was 
a Man of a ſharp Wit, and jolly 
Humour, inſomuch that his Sary- 
rical jeſts were ſtyl'd Puſquinadss ; 
and all the Sarcaſms or Lampoons of 
the Tovn were generally attribu- 
ted to him ; moreover to perſwade 
che World, that theſe Gives pro- 
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ceeded from the ſame ſtamp, they 
were uſually faſten'd ro the pre. 
ſent Statue, which was ſet before 
his Door, and thus the Statue, by 
degrees, aſſum'd the Name of 54, 
quin. Marforio is, in like manner, 2 
maim' d figure lying along in one 
of the Courts of the Capitol, which 
(according to the Opinion of ſome 
Perſons) was heretofore a Statue 
of Jupiter, tho* others affirm it «9 
have been the River Rhine or N 
that runs to Turin. All this is un— 
certain, as well as the Erymology 
of the Names of thoſe two Cenlors: 
However it is very. probable that 
the Paſquinado's were formerly fd 
to the Trunk of Paſquin, but this 
Practice is no longer in uſe, all S.. 
tyrical Libels being now undoub- 
redly aſcrib'd to the ſame Paſquin, 
who is ſuppos'd to anſwer to the 
Interrogatories of his Comrade 
Marforio. 

Among the Modern Palaces cf 
Rome, the moſt conſiderable are thoſe 
of Gin/tiniani, Chigi, Farndſe Altieri, 
Darberiuo, Colonna, &c. beſides an 
Ancient Academy, and a great 
number of Colleges ; the Palace 
of Giuſtiniani is fuil of innumes. 
ble Rarities, and that of Cardinal 
Ch gi one of the fineſt in the whole 
City, all the opening of the Cares 
being cas'd with green Marble; 
the moſt noted Statues therein ate 
the two Venyci, Marſyas's Head, ond 
the G/adiator expiring. Micha:! Au- 
zelo was the chief Architect of the 
Palace Farneſe, which was begun by 
Antonia ae S. Gallo; the Front of 
this Beautiful Building is 189 Foot 
wide, and go high; the Gates, 
Croſ;-works, Corners, Cornithes, 
and all the principal Stones, ate 
the ſpoils of the Coloſico Or Ampbi- 
theatre, fo that we may obſerve, bj 
the way, that a great part of this 
wonderful Monument has been of 
ſet purpoſe deſtroy'd on ſuch occt- 


ſions, for almoſt the whole Palace 
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of the Chancery was in like manner 


built of it, as well as the Church 
of St. Laurence, nay, the Lower 


Walls in ſome places have been re- 
pair'd with the ſame Materials, 


thus inſtead of reſtoring and pre- 
ſerving thoſe precious Kemainders 
of Antiquity, as Pope Sixtus V. 
has done, to whoſe Care Rome owes 
the greateſt part of her Beauty; 
ſome diſaffected Perſons have en- 
deavour'd utterly to deface and 
Ruin them : Innoccut VIII. broke 
in Pieces the Gordian Arch to build 
a Church: Alex. VI. demoliſh'd 
the fair Pyramid of Scip/o, to Pave 
the Streets with its Stones, and 
many other venerable Monuments 
have met with the like ill Ulage.' 
The Library of Altieri is full of 
many fair Volumes, and choice Ma- 
nuſcripts; the Stair-caſe is ſtately, 
and the ſeveral Apartments are 
ſpatious, richly furniſh'd, and a- 
orn'd with rare Paintings, The 
Palace Barbcrino in Pal:ſiring is (as 
they ſay ) the largeſt in Rome, after 
the Vatican, and among the chief 
Pieces of Antiquity to be view'd 
there, we may reckon a little Image 
of Diana, made of Oriental Ala- 
blaſter; another of Tullia, the 
Daughter of $:rvins Julius, and 
Wife of Tarquinius Superbus, and the 
3d. of the God 0%, with his 
Hawks Head on a human Body ;

Palace are 9 large Apartments Soor. 
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Original Pictures or Paintings, a 
little Magazine of Statues, antient 
Works in Baſſo Relieve, and among 
other Curioſities, a great quantity 
of rich Furniture. 

Before we leave Rene, it will be 
requiſite to take notice ot the fa- 
mous Catacombs or Ca verus under 
ground, which turn, goe iloping, 
and croſs one the other, as it were 
ſo many Streets of a Town, on all 
ſides under the extent of the 
whole Suburbs, whereas thoſe of 
Naples are in one only particular 
Place; but theſe laſt are cut our 
of a Rock, and extended very far 
on all ſides; every Cave is ulually 
15 or 18 Foot large, and the height 
of the Vault is from 12 to i5; on 
every ſide of the Walls are Niches 
or hollow Cabins, of all forts of 
Dimenſions, ſtanding in rows one 
above another, fo that the dead 
Bodies may lie exactly in them, 
afrerwards theſe little Grottos vas 
clos'd up with flat Srones, or very 
large Tiles, cemented with Chalk 
and Sand, as it plainly appears in 
ſome places. The Principal Cat: 
combs in Rome are thoſe of St. Sc- 
baſtiau, and St. Avaes, the Vaults 
are as high as thoſe of Naples, but 
the wideneſs of rhe Caves is only 
about two foot and a half, Lecauſe 
they are only ſupporred with Sand, 
and the former are made out of the 
ſolid Rock,: 'Tis very probable 
that theſe vaſt Subteriancous Ca- 
verns were the Puteculi or publick 
burying Plices of the Ant'- 
ent Remars, where rhe Slaves and 
ordinary fort of People were buri- 
ed, and uſually interred, but the 
Koman - Catinolichs ſtifiy maintain, 
without any juſt Grouyds, that rhe 
Chriſtians themſclves dug all rhe 
ſaid Caverns, that they were wont 
ro Celebrate divine Service in them, 
in the Primitive Ages of the 
Church, that thote places ſerv'd 
them only tor Sepulclires, and were 
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ROM 
us'd by the Pagans, that a great 
number of Saints and Martyrs 
were buried therein, and conſe- 
uently, that a vaſt Treaſure of 
Relicks is to be found there, which 
is the main End and Scope of all 
Pretenſions, neither can any Argu- 
ment be drawn in favour of their 
Opinion, from the ſorts of Paint- 
ings and Altars found there; ſince 


the late Pope's having always look'd | 
upon their Catacombs as a ſource 


and Magazine of Relicks, extream- 


Iy conducing to their Advantage, 


have, from time to time, made ſuch 
Alterations as they thought fit, on 
purpoſe to enhance the Reputation 
of them, and the better to per- 
Twade Pilgrims that come from 
all parts, to viſit thoſe Holy 
places. 

The City of Rome, as it hath been

Mare, and bore at one Birth Romulus 
and Remus; Amulius ordered the 
Children to be drowned in the 
Tyber, but they were preſerv'd by 
the King's Shepherd. At the a 
of 15 they inſtituted the Feaits 
call'd Lupercalia, and a while after 
underſtanding their Deſcent, they 
Seated their Grandfather Numitor 
on the Throne again, Expelling 
Amulius.

Sr. Bennet in the Holme, a Village 
in the County of Norfolk, receiving 
its Name from an ancient Abby 
founded by K. Canutus the Dane ; the 
Title of which place is ſtill ſaid to 
remain to the Bps. of Norwzch. 

St. Beome, or Beaume, a T. of Pro- 
wence in France, where is the Grotto 
of St. Mary Magdalen, whoſe Body is 
pretended to be there yet preſerved. 

St. Brien, a pleafant and well-peo- 
pled City of France in Upper Britany, 
to which this Saint, who was its A- 
poſtle, gave Name. It is ſituate be- 
tween the Rivers of Tricu and Argue- 
non, 1N a fruitful Valley, and enjoys 
a commodious Haven. Its Bpk, ac- 
cording to ſome, was founded by 
Neemenius D. of Britany, about 844, 


in the Reign of Charles the Bald; but 


according to others in 552, by St. 
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Brieu the Diſciple of St. Germain of 
paris, firſt Bp. of this place, after 
whoſe Death the Prelates having 


been driven thence, were reſtored by 
Neomeni us. 


St. Briget, the Name of a Religious 


Order under the Rule of St. Auſtin, 
conſiſting of Nuns and 'Monks, who 
have their ſeparate Apartments, foun- 
ded by St. Briger, and confirm'd 12 
Pope Urban V. This Order is alſo 
call'd the Order of Font-Evrard, from 
an Abby of that Name in France, 
which is the Capital of that Order. 

St. Cat harine, à large and magni- 
ficent Monaſtery, whoſe Walls are 
50 foot high, at the foot of Mount 
Sinai and Horeb in Arabia Petræa. Ju- 
ſtinian, a Greek Emperor, is ſaid to 
have caus'd it to be built for ſome 
Grezk Caloires, or Monks of the Or- 
der of St. Bafil; and Mahomet, the 
Impoſtor, to have endow'd it with 
extraordinary Privileges, which he 
confirm'd to them by a Patent ſign'd 
with his own Hand after his uſual 
manner, vz. by dipping it in Ink, 
and then clapping it on the Patent, 
for 'tis ſaid he could not write. 

Sc. Catharine, an Iſland upon the 
Coaſt of Honduras in America, that 
formerly belonged to the Spaniard, 
but now to the Engliſh, who have 
new-nam'd it, The 1/te of Providence. 


It has a convenient Port and Citadel 


and lies 20 LS. from the Continent. 

St. Croce, an inland C. of Caria, in 
the Leſſer Ala, and an Abp's See, ha- 
ving 27 Suffragan Bp's under it.

Pandataris, a ſmall 
deſolate Iſland in the Tyrrhene Sea, 
30 ms. from Puteoli, on the 
Coaſt of Terra di Lavoro, a Prov. of 
1 whither Julia was baniſhed 
Aguſtus, and Agrippina by Ne- 
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ries - it being the uſual Reſidence of 
the Roman Exiles. 

St. Mark, an Order of Knights in- 
ſtituted at Yenice, after the Tranſlati- 
on of St. Mark's Body thither in 831, 
who is the Patron of that Common- 
wealth. The Knights bear in their 
Arms and Banners a winged Lyon, 
with this Motto, Pax tibi Marce Evans 
gelifla meus. They enjoy the Privi- 
lege of Citizens. This Honour for- 
merly was beſtow'd only upon ſome 
neighbour Princes. None are ad- 
mitted into this Order but ſuch as 
have deſerved well of the Republick. 

St. Mary, an Iſland in the £&tk:opi- 
an Sea, lying towards the Bay of 
Antongil, 2 Ls. from the E. Coaſt of 
Madagaſcar. Tis 18 Ls. in length, 
and 3 in breadth, and wholly ſur- 
rounded by Rocks, on which plenty 
of white Coral grows, and which are 
cover'd by the Sea when the Tide is 
in. It produces Rice, Sugar-canes, 
and Fruits ; it abounds with ſweer 
Gums, and Cattel;z and Ambergreaſe 
is found upon the Eaſt-ſhore of the 
Iſland. The French have planted a 
Colony here. 

St. Marino, the Capital of a little 
Republick founded in the Year 1000, 
ſituate upon a high Mountain be- 
tween Romandiola and the Dutchy of 
Urbin, 10 ms. from Rimini to the 
South. *Tis well fortified, and go- 
vern'd by 2 Captains, that are chan- 
ged twice a Year; and takes its Name 
from St. Marinus, who had a Hermi- 
tage here. The Common-wealth 
conſiſts of 12 Country-Towns, and 
contains about 6000 Inhabitants. 

St, Martha, a Prov. of New Caſtile 
in S. America, upon the N. Sea. It 
abounds with Limon, Orange, Pom- 
granate Trees, and Vines; and the 
Soil is very fertil of Mayz. It has 
rich Mines of Gold, and ſeveral ſorts 
of precious Stones are found here, 
beſides Jaſpar, Porphyry, and Marble. 
The Savages of this Country are 


fierce, uſe poiſon'd Arrows, and wear 
7B Mantles 
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Mantles of Cotton of divers Colours. 
It has a City of the ſame Name, a 
Bp's See, and Capital of the Prov. 
but much decay'd fince the Plate- 
Fleet ceas'd to touch there. It has 
been ſeveral times plunder'd by the 
Engliſh and Holanders. 

St. Marthe, (Sccwole or Gaucher ) a 
moſt learned and vertuous good man, 
Preſident and Treaſurer of France 1n 
the Lieutenancy of Poictiers, was born 
1536, and died at Loudun; which C. 
he ſaved from ruin in 1623. He left 
ſeveral Children worthy of ſo great 
a Father, but eſpecially the two im- 
mortal Twin- brothers Scevola and 
Lewis de St. Mart he, who were both 
of them the K's Counſellors, and 
Hiſtoriogtaphers of France. They 
publiſh'd ſeveral learned Volumes. 
Scevola died at Paris in 1650, and 
Lewis in 1656, and were buried in 
the ſame Tomb in the Church of 
St. Severin.

St. Martin de Vaz, an Iſle of Africk 
in the Arhiopian Sea, near the Cape 
of Good Hope; ſo named by rhe Portu- 
gueſe; but being wholly cover'd with 
Mountains, is uninhabited. 

St. Martin, an lilind of N. Ameri- 
ca, one of the Antile, Caribbee, or 
Lee-ward Iſlands; between the lile 
of Anguil/a to the N. and St. Bart ho- 
lamew's to the S. poſſeſſed by the Hol.

St. Michael, an Order of Knight: 
inſtituted by Lewis XI. in honour ot 
St. Michael the tutelar Angel of 
France. They wear a Collar of (old 
made of Scallops, faſten'd on mal! 
Chains; from which hangs the Image 
of St. Michael treading on the Dragon. 
Their Oath is, to maintain the Dig. 
nity of the French Crown, and thz 
Church. Note, that the Knights of 
the Holy Ghoſt, muſt be receiv'd Knights 
of St. Michael, the day before they ar: 
inſtall'd. 

St. Michael, the Capital of Bari: 
does, ſeated in the S. part of the I{land, 
at the bottom of Carliſſe- Bay; the Re- 
ſidence of the Governour, and Sent 
of Juſtice ; defended by two ſtrong 
Forts and a Platform. 1 has à noble 
Harbour ; but the overflow ing of the 
Sea-Tides renders it unhcalthful, A! 
ſo a Mount of that name in Cornwal, 
ſeparated from the Continent by 3

The D. of Orleant, 
Brother to the preſent French K. took 
it in April 1677, and by the Treaty 
of Nimeguen it was yielded to France. 
Near this C. is a great Lake, contat- 
ning ſeveral ſinall floating Iſlands. 

St, Pabro, a great Mountain be- 
tween Porto Belo and Panama in the

St. Palais, the chief City of the 
Lower Navarre, belonging to France, 
upon the R. Bidouſſe above Grammont. 

St. Papoul, a ſmall C. in Upper Lan- 
gucdoc, a Bp's See under the Abp. of 
Tolouſe, from whence tis diſtant 9 Ls. 
It receiv'd its name from St. Papozl, 
who ſuffer'd Martyrdom here. The 
Dioceſe conſiſts only of 45 Pariſhes. 

St. Patrick's Purgatory, a ſmall I- 
ſland in the Lake Erme, in the Co. of 
Duncgal in the N. of Jreland; in 
which, near a little Monaſtery, was 
a narrow Vault famous for dreadful 
Apparitions; the Natives thereabouts 
credulouſly believing, that St. Patrick 
obtain'd of God, by his earneſt Pray- 
ers, that the Puniſhments of the other 
World might here be preſented to 
the eye, in order to terrify the Hea- 
then Iriſh into a ſpeedier Converſion. 

St. Paul Trois Chateaux, a ſmall C. 
in Pauphine, ſtanding on a Cliff, ho- 
nour'd with a Bp's See under the 
Abp. of Arles, the Capital of the 
ſmall Territory of Tricaſtin, one m. 
from the Rhone, and four from Orange 
to the N. | 
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the Conſtable Montmorency, General 


Sea-port of ah, on the Coaſt of 
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St. Pous de Tomieres, a C. of Langue- 
doc, and a Bp's See, under the Abp. 
of Narbonne, trom whence it ſtands 8 
Ls. to the N. The Bp. is Ld. of the 
City, which is ſeated among the 
Mountains, and thinly inhabited. 

St. Quintin, the Capital of the 
Country of Yermandois in Picaray, a 
ſtrong well-inhabited C. Ir ſtands 
upon a Hill, having the R. Somme on 
one fide of it, and a deep Valley on 
the other. Ir is famous for ſeveral 
ſorts of ManufaCtures, but eſpecially 
of Linnen. Near it, in the Year 
1557, was fought the memorable 
Battel (call'd the Battel of St. Quin- 
ein of St. Laurence, becauſe it was 
fought on St. Laurence's day) be- 
tween Philibert Emanuel D. of Savoy, 
Governor of the Low Countries, and 


of the French Army; wherein the 
latter were totally defeated. Upon 
this the Spaniards took the T. by 
ſtorm ; but it was ſurrendred to the 
French in 1559, by the Peace of Cha- 
Neau-Cambreſis. 

St. Rem, a ſmall T. in Provence, 
formerly call'd Glanum, 4 LS. from 
Arles. It took its modern name from 
dt. Remigius Abp. of Rheims, and is 
very famous for many Monuments 
ot Antiquity u ithin and about it; as 
4 Friumphal Arch, and a magnificent 
Mauſoleum. In the Neighbourhood 
of it are daily dug up Gold and Sil- 
ver Medals, Urns, and Stones with 
Roman Inſcriptions z which ſhew its 
former Greatneſs» Lewis XIII. con- 
ferr'd the Temporal Lordſhip of it 
upon the Prince of Monaco, in 1641.

an excellent Taſte, ſo large that ſome 
of them weigh 300 pounds. Travel- 
lers that have been here cou'd never 
meet with any Inhabitants. 

Saintonge, or Xaintonge, a large and 
fertile Prov. of France, water'd by the 
Garonne and other Rivers, whoſe Ca- 
pital is Saintes or Xaintes ; a Bp's See 
under the Abp. of Bourdeaux. It pro- 
duces a great quantity of Salt. For- 
merly it was govern'd by its own 
Es. and afterwards fell by Marriage to 
the Engliſh ; but being conquer'd by 
the French, was re-united to that 
Crown. *Tis bounded on the E. by 
Angoumois and Perigorde, on the W. 
by the Ocean, on the N. by Poicton, 
and on the S. by the Garonne, which 
divides it from Guienne. 

Saites, Ks. of Agypt ; ſo named 
from their reſiding at Sair, a City of 
Delta in the Lower Ægypt. | 

Saladin, a warlike K. of the Turks, 
who after the death of Noradin, Sul. 
tan of Damaſcus, was call'd to that 
Government during the Minority of 
his Son. He conquer'd Ægypt in 
1164, and married the Widow of the 
Prince of Grand Cairo. After he had 
been a long while a Terror to the 
Chriſtians, he obtained a famous Vi- 
Ctory over them in 1187, took Guy 
K. of Jeruſalem in the Purſuit, toge- 
ther with the Holy Croſs, and at laſt 
made himſelf Maſter of that place. 
He died in 1193- From him the 
Decimæ Saladinianæ were call'd, being 
a T'ythe impoſed in France and Eng- 
land in 1188, for carrying on the 
Holy War in the E. after the Taking 
of Jeruſalem, 

Salamanca, Lat, Salmantica, a fa- 
mous C. of Spain in the Km. of Leon, 
upon the R. Tormes, honour'd with a 
Bp's See, and erected into an Uni- 
verſity by Alphonſus IX. K. of Leon, 
(in 1200, The Schools, where all 

manner 
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manner of Sciences are taught, are 
large and magnificent; its Library 
well furniſh'd with Books and Sta- 
tues; not to mention its ſeveral Pro- 
feſſors in all parts of Learning, (for 
the number of them that daily read 
in this Univerſity, is ſaid to amount 
to fourſcore ) it has 8 Divinity Pro- 
feſſors, who enjoy a Penſion of a 
thouſand Crowns apiece. 

Salami us, or Salamis, ſuppoſed by 
ſome to be the modern Famaguſta, a 
C. in the Eaſtern part of Cyprus, and 
an Abp's Seat. St. Barnabas the A- 

ſtle is ſaid to have etected the 

hurch here. Alſo an Iſland of At- 
tica, now call'd Coluri, and by ſome 
Salami na, ſtanding 10 ms. N. of . 
gina. It has a large Haven, near 
which the Perſian Fleet under Xerxes 
was defeated by the Greciany. 

Salankemen, a T. of the Lower Hun- 
gary upon the Danube, near Peterwa- 
radin; famous for a great pen 
obtained by the Imperialifts again 
the Turks, under the Conduct of Pr, 
Lewis of Baden, in 1691. 

Salawar, a Prov. of Hurgary, upon 

the Frontiers of Stiria, having the 
R. Drave on the S. and the Co. of 
Veſprin on the N. It has a C. of the 
ſame name, of old call'd Sala, as like- 
wiſe the C. of Caniſa, about 3 Ls. 
diſtant from thence. 
Salces, Salſulæ, a ſmall T. of France, 
in the Co. of Rouſilox, deriving its 
name from a neighbouring Salt Foun- 
tain, and 2 Ls. diſtant from the Re- 
diterranean. It was taken from the 
Spaniards, by the French, in 1640, 1n 
whoſe Poſſeſſion it was left by the 
Pyrencan Treaty. 

Sale, or Sala, a ſtrong and fair C. 
of the Prov. of Fez, ſeated at the 
mouth of the R. Sala, on the Alau- 
zick Ocean: Tis divided into the 
old and new Town, was formerly a 
Common-wealth, but is now under 
the Emperor of Morocco, who main— 
tains a Governor here, and is an in- 
famous Neſt of Pirztes. The Span. 
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ards took it in 1287, but loft it 
days after.

Senator's Dignity, got him choſen 
Pretor, and made him Governor of 
Numidia, We have only a few Frag 
ments of his Hiſtory of Rome; but 
the Conſpiracy of Catiline, and War of 
Jugurtha, have come down entire to 
us. According to Euſebius, he died 
in tlie 185th Olympiad, about the Y 
of Rome 719.

Salm, a C. of Lorrain, on the Con- 
fines of the Lower Alſatia, formerly 
an Earldom, but erected into a Prin- 
cipality by Ferdinand II. in 1622. 
*Tis 8 Ls. W. of Strasburgh, and 20 
N. E of Ment z. Alſo a Caſtle in the 
Dutchy of Luxemburg h, upon the R. 
Alpe. 

Salmacis, a Nymph, who falling 
in love with Hermaphroditus, plunged 
into the ſame Fountain where he was 
bathing ; but finding him obdurate, 
pray'd tſtat both might become one 
Body, in which both Sexes might be 
preſerv'd. | 

Salmanaſſar, K. of Myria, and Son 
ot Tiglath-Pilezer, who upon K. Ho 
ſhea's refuſing to pay Tribute to him, 
took Samaria after 3 Ys. Siege. He 
died A. M. 3518, being ſucceeded by 
Senacherib his Son. 

Salmon, Prince of the Tribe of Ju- 
dab, and Son of Naaſn, who mar- 
ried Rahab, by whom he had Boos 
the Husband of Ruth, and great 
Grand-father of David. 

Salmoneus, K. of Elis in Greece, who 
impiouſly preſuming to mimick 
Jove's Thunder, was by him ſtruck 
down with a real TT hunder-bolt. 

Salo, a large C. in 1taly, ſubject to 
the Yenetians, ſeated between Brixia 
and Trent, from whence 'tis 20 ms 
diſtant. Alſo a R. of that Name in 
Spain, famous for tempering of Iron; 
which arifing in Old Caſtile, falls in- 
to the bro, anciently Jberns, 4 Ls. 
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Salome, Siſter of Herod the Gren, 
who perſwaded him to deſtroy his 
Wife Mariamne.

Salomon, the Son of David by Bi. 
ſbeba, a Perſon of extraordinary Wir 
dom, as his Book of Proverbs and E. 
cleſiaſtes declare, was born A. M 299, 
He began his Reign in the 24th l. 
of his Age, extending his Territories 
as far as the Euphrates, was Vilited by 
the Q. of Sheba, and built the mag- 
nificent Temple of Jeruſalem. He 
reign'd 40 Ys, and died in the 6th 
Yr. of his Life, A. M. 3060. 

Salomon, K. of Hungary, the Son of 
Andrew I. was dethron'd by his Bro. 
ther Bela in 1061, but reſtor'd to his 
Throne by the Emperour Ham IV. 
crown'd at Alba Regalis in 1065, di- 
poſſeſs'd by Bela's Sons in 1074, and 
died at Pola in Ifria in 1095. 

Salomon, a famous Phy ſician and 
Spaniſh Jew, who lived in the begin.

Samarath, the Name of a Sect of 
Bauians in the Eaſt - Indies, who be- 
lieve the Pre- exiſtence, and Tranſmi- 
gration of Souls. Their Wives, for 
the molt part, chearfully ſacrifice 
themſelves upon the Funeral Piles of 
their Husbands. 

Samarc hand, Maracanda, the Birth- 
place and Royal Seat of Tamerlain, 
who ſtiled himſelf the Scourge of God, 
and fortified it with a ſtrong Caſtle. 
"Tis a large well-rtraded City, and 
ſands 100 ms. N. of the R. Oxus. 

Samaria, the capital C. of the Km. 
of Iſracl, beſieged by Benhadad K. of 
Syria, and miraculouſly deliver'd; 
but taken afterwards by Salmanaſſar, 
after 3 Ys. Siege, who carried away 
the Iſraelites into Captivity. Johannes. 
Hyrcanus wholly ruin'd it A. M. 3941. 
Herod the Great afterwards repair d it 
in 4033; and in honour of Augyſtus 
named it Scbaſte, Sanballat, Gov. of 
this Prov. for Darius K. of Perſia, 
proving treacherous to his old Ma- 
iter, and ſiding with Alxander the 
Great, by his Permiſſion built a Tem- 
ple upon Mount Gerizim, and made 
his Son-in-law Maraſſes High-pnieſt, 
This Temple was in being in our Sa- 
viour's time; and in the 35th Yr. of

40 ms. to the E. of Exdeſſa, and 70 N 
of Zeugma. Formerly 'twas a conſi- 
derable place, honour'd with a Bp's 
dee, under the Abp. of Edeſſa. 

Samot hes, or Dis, the firſt K. of the 
Gaul, from whom the Gauliſb Prieſts 
were called Samot hei. Some will have 
him to be Meſech the Son of Japhet. 

Samorhrace, an Iſland of tlie Archi- 
pelago, about 20 ms. in circuit, 15 
from the mouth of the R. Helrus, and 
ſome 3 Ls. diſtant from the Coaſt of 
Thrace, having the Ifle of Lannos on 
the S. of it; formerly famous for the 
Dit Cabiri, or great Gods, that were 
there worſhipped. Its modern Name 
is Samanarachi. 

Samoyeda, or Samoid, a Pro. of the 
Northern Mz#ſcovy, upon the Frozen 
Sea, Iying.on both ſides the R 0by, 
near the Streight of Weigats ; former- 
ly part of Tartaria Deſerta, The Peo- 
ple are low-ſized, large and flat fas 
ced, little ey'd, ſhort leg'd, and long 
hair'd 3 their Cloathing, the Skins of 
Beaſts ; their Victuals, dried Fiſh, 
Hony, and Veniſon. They have no 
Towns, bur live in Huts half under 
ground. When the Dutch diſcover'd 
theſe Coaſts in 1595, they were Ido- 
laters; ſince which time the Ruſſians 
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ſent UVlademir a Bp, who 
them. 

Samſea, or Samche, a midland Prov. 
in the S. of Georgia, towards Armenia; 
govern'd by a Prince of its own, but 
under the Grand Signior's Protection. 

Samſoi, an Iſland belonging to Den- 
mark, in the Baltick Sea, between 
Jutland and Zeland. 

Samſon, a Judge, and Deliverer of 
the Jews, A. M. 2899. 

Samſon, (Richard) Dean of the Cha- 

el to K. Henry VIII, and afterwards 
Bo. of Litchfield and Coventry, He 
writ againſt the Pope's Supremacy in 
Defence of that K.'s Proceedings; 
but after his Death retracted his Book. 
He died in 1555, in the Reign of Q. 
Mary. 

Samuel, a Prophet and Judge of 1/- 
racl, who is ſuppoſed to have written 
the Book of Judges, that of Ruth, as 
alſo great part of the firſt Book which 
carries his Name. | 

Samuel, a Prince of the Bulgarians, 
defeated by the Emperor Baſclius, who 
cauſed the eyes of 15000 of his Sol- 
diers to be pluck'd out, except one 
Captain, to whom he left one eye, 
that he might lead the reſt home. 
This horrid ſight broke his heart ſoon 
after. 

Samuel, a Jew of Morocco, who flou- 
riſn'd in the 11th Cen. being con- 
verted to the Chriſtian Faith, he wrir 
a Letter to the Jews, wherein he de- 
monſtrated, that the Meſſiah was al- 
ready come. Alfo a learned Rabbi 
of that name (Samuel Ben Tſartza ) 
who writ an Explanation upon the 
Commentaries of Aben Ezra.

ther Tribe might be elected into it. 
This Court is generally ſuppoſed to 
have had its firſt Inſtitution from 
God's Command to Moſes, Num. 171. 
16. Gather unto me ſeventy men of the 
Elders of Iſrael; and yet 'tis certain 
from Exod. 3. 16. that before this Or- 
der there were Aſſemblies of old Men

Schiſm of the Heß, which laſted a- 
bove 51 Years, had its rife from the 
French and Italian Factions, each of 
them contending to have a Pope of 
their own Nation. The Popes for 
70 Years had kept their Reſidence in 
Avignon, that is from Clement V. to 
Gregory XI. who removed the Papal 
Seat to Rome again, and died there 
March 26th 1378. The Senate and 
People of Rome fearing leaſt a Dig- 
nity ſo advantagious to them ſhould 
be again tranſlated to France, reſolv'd 
to hinder it, and concluded that the 
only way to prevent it, wou'd be to 
chooſe none but a Roman, or at leaſt 
an ſcaliau.

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Name, was a Branch of the Cornelia, 
and were ſo call'd becauſe Scipio Cor- 
nelius uſed to guide and lead his 
blind Father about the Streets, the 
Word Scipio ſignifying a Walking- 
ſtaff or Crutch. It wou'd be too te- 
dious to reckon up all the great Men

Scipio C Publius Cornelius) Conſul 
with Tit. Sempronizvs Longus. A. U. C. 
536. when the ſecond Punic War 
broke out. He engag'd Hannibal by 
the R. Ticinus was defeated and 
wounded there, and had been taken 
by the Enemy, had he not been op- 
portunely reſcued by his Son. 

Scipio, (Publius Cornelius) afterwards 
for his glorious reduction of Africk 
ſurnam'd Africanut, who was not then 
full 18 Yrs. old. Twas owing to his 
Encouragement thar the Rowan Nobi- 
lity ſtayd in Rome after the fatal over- 
throw at Canne. In four Yrs. time 
he beat the Carthaginians out of Spain 
and carrying the War into Afric, 
twice routed their Forces command- 
ed by Alarubal and Syphax. 
he encounter'd Hannibal at the fa- 
mous Battel of Zama, kill'd 20008 
Men upon the Spor, upon which 
Carthage ſubmitted ro the Conque- 
ror. By an Ingratitude peculiar ro 
Republicks, he was accuied for de- 
trauding the publick Treafury , and 
correſponding with Antioch ; bur 
his Innocence appear'd ſo vilible, 
that the Tribunes were forced to drop 
the Proſecution. However ro avoid 
their Malice he retir'd to Linternum, 
where he ſpent the remainder of his 
Lite in Study and converiing with 
learned Men.

Firſt 
he marched againſt Peſcennius Niger, 
declar'd Emp. in Syria, and having 
taken Byzantium after three Vs. ſiege,

he conquer'd the Parthians, Medes, 
Arabian, &c. The Rebel-Jews he 
ſeverely puniſh'd, for which he was 
decreed a Triumph. Having fi- 
niſhed his Wars in the Eaſt, he turn'd 
his Arms againſt 4/binus, whom he 
defeated near Lyons, and ſhew'd the 
greateſt Inhumanities to his Wife, &.

Severus (Libius) ſaluted Emp. of 
the Weſt at Ravenna in 461, and 
afterwards confirm'd by the Senate. 
He was poiſoned by Ricimerw in 
465. 

Severus Alexandrinus, Bp. of the 
Aſmoneans, and Contemporary with 
Eut ychius Patron of Alexandria, He 
was of the Sect of the Copti or Jaco- 
bite. He wrote the Lives of the 
Patriarchs of Alexandria. 

Severus, Founder of the Hereſy of 
the Severians beforementioned. His 
Tenets were, That there was no Re- 
ſurtection, That Wine was unlaw⸗- 
ful, that the Old Teſtament, the 
Acts and the Epiſtles, were not to 
be credited, That Woman was made 
by the Devil, and therefore Mar- 
riage damnable. He divided Man 
into.two Parts, aſcribing the Upper 
to God, and the Under to the De- 
vil. He was refuted by Clemens A. 
lexandrinus and Origen. He lived a- 
bout 174. e 

Severus Soſopolitanus prevail'd on 
the Emp. Anaſtaſius to diſplace Ha- 
vi an Bp. of Antioch, and put him in 
his room, Au. 512. He publickly 
taught Eutychiſm, anathemariz'd the 
Council of Chaleedon, and both by 
Flattery and Force endeavoured to 
bring all the Bps of his Juriſdiction 
over to his Opinion. Three hun- 
' dred Monks that refus'd, he expos'd 
An. 519, the Emp. Ju- 
flin having order'd his Tongue to 
be cut out, he eſcap'd ro Alexandria, 
where he renew'd his lew'd Courſes, 
Severus (Cornelius) a Lat. Poet of 
Auguſtus s time. He was Author of 
a Poem on Mount tna, attributed 
to Virgil, and to be found with Scan 
liger's Notes among his Works. 

Sevi (Sabbathai) an impudent Im- 
poſter, who declared himſelf the 
7 H Jewiſh 
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Fewiſh Meſſias in 1666. He was born 
at Smirna in 1626 ; and having made 
conſiderable Progreſs in his Studies 
came to Conſtantinople, but was dri- 
ven thence by the Rabbins. In 1662 
he was honourably receiv'd at Jeru- 
ſalem on account of his Learning. 
Being employ'd by the Jews there 
to go gather Alms, which it was 
cuſtomary every three Ys. to do. 
Sevi coming to Gaza enter'd into a 
ſtrict Friendſhip with one Nathan a 
German Jew, who firſt propos'd his 
paſſing for the Mefſizs. Returning 
from Alexandria, Nathan writ to the 
Jews at Jeruſalem, that they muſt 
look upon Sevi as their Mea, and 
receive him accordingly. The Peo- 
ple went out in multitudes to meet 
him, but the Rabbins foon baniſh'd 
the Impoſtor, and forc'd him to re- 
tire ro Si . In January 1666, 
going towards Conſt aut inople to be 
publickly receiv'd as the Mæſfas, the 
Grand Seignior's Serjeants (Chaux) 
ſeiz'd him, and carried him in bands 
to the City; notwithſtanding which 
the ignorant Jews lookt upon him 
as their Deli verer. Thence he was 
tranſported to one of the Dardanel- 
les, and not long after to Aarianople. 
Here he conſented to turn Turk, ra- 
ther than undergo an ignominious 
Death appointed for him; whereup- 
on being brought into the Grand 
Seignior's Preſence, he trampled his 
Fewijh Cap under foot, and accept- 
ed a Turkiſh Turban and Veſt in lieu 
of his black Cloth Gown. The 
Grand Seignior made him Cæpigi Ba- 
cai, allowing him a Penſion of 50 
Crowns a Month. He pretended 
that what he had done was only out 
ot Diſſimulation; yet for 5 Ys. at- 
ter he openly profeſled Mahometi/m, 
and converted many of his Coun- 
trymen. At laſt the Grand Seignior 
impriſoned him in à Caſtle in the 
Morea, for celebrating divers Jewiſb 
Feaſts, where lie died in 1676, aged 
fo Years. |

This Country abounds 
with large and pleaſant Rs. which 
frequently overflow from March to 
September, which contributes much 
to the Fertility. In Siam are Ser-

The K. is abſolute, and has a kind 
of Adoration paid him. Whenever 
he goes abroad no Body mult ap- 
pear without expreſs Order, and all 
the Doors and Windows be ſhut, 
except on ſolemn Occaſions. Even 
the French in the Embaſly in 1685. 
were not exempted from this Injun- 
tion. No body alſo muſt come 
near his Palace. He 1s carried in a 
Sedan of Gold, or elſe by an Ele- 
phant on a Throne of that Met- 
tal. When he goes by Water, 'ris 
in a magnificent Barge attended by 
his Mandarins, ſome timesa 1000s 


Twice a Yr. only he appears to the 


People. He values himſelf upon 
the Title of King of the white Ele- 
phant, This Creature is always mag- 
nificently fed, and in like manner 
buried. At both times the K. ſhews 
himſelf publickly, he goes to viſit 
Pagods. He drives a great Trade, 
and ſets what Prizes he pleaſes on 
the Commodities he has in return. 
He has but one Queen, yet abun- 
dance of Concubines. He drinks on- 
ly Water, Wine being forbid by his 
Religion. His Kingdom is Heredi- 
tary, yet ſo that the Uncles ſucceed 
before the Sons. There are three ſorts 
of Princes at the Court of Siam. 
The firſt are of the Blood Royal, 
and ſome Tributary Ks. The ſe- 
cond thoſe taken in War, and the 
third, ſuch as are made by the K.

this Km. The Council of State and 
Privy Council, is compos'd of ma- 
ny Mandarin s. In Matters of high 
Importance the K. himſelf gives Sen- 
tence, but ordinary Caſes are left to 
the Courts of ſudicature, which are 
in every C. and have Appeals from 
them to that of Siam, which is final 
and deciſive. 

The Siamites commonly effect 
Coſtlineſs in their Habits, The 
common People of both Sexes have 
one Dreſs. Both Men and Women 
cut their Hair; The Mandarin's dif- 
fer not much from the People in 
their Habits. On ſolemn Days when 
they appear before the K. they have 
pyramidal Caps ty'd under the Chin. 
Some of them have Coronets be- 
ſtow' d by the K. which they wear 
over their Caps. The Siamites are 
ſeemingly coutteous, yet difſemb- 
lers and diſtruſtful. Juſtice is ſignal 
among them, for they are oblig'd 
to bring all Wrecks to the Cap. C. 
to the end they may be reſtor'd to 
the Owners. Women are the only 
Drudges, for they till the Ground 
and keep the Family, They know 
little of Navigation, and can only 
manage their Jorkes, the Care of 
the King's Ships being left to the 
Europeans, They have 33 Letters in 
their Alphabet, and write from the 
left to the right as we do. Their 
Money is Silver, like a Musket 
Bullet a little flatted. Shells alſo 
paſs for Money. They black their 
Teeth becauſe they would not have 
them like Beaſts, They chew Betel, 
Areque and T:2 continually. Nobility 
is not Hereditary, but ariſes from 
Poſts: They have rarely above one 
or two Wives. The greateſt Reſpe& 
you can ſhew a Woman of Quality 
is to turn your Back upon her. They 
are highly ſuperſtitious, and very li- 
beral to their Ta/apoins. They have

Sigiſmund II. ſurnamed Auguſtus, 
Son of the former, whom he ſuc- 
ceeded in 1548. Having married 
Barbe Radzivil Daughter of a Caſtel.

them to acknowledge her Queen.

His Works were printed at Paris in 
4 Vol. Fol. in 1696. 

Sirmondus (John) Nephew of the 
former, was Member of the Frexch 
Academy, and Hiſtoriographer of 
France. Ile was famous for Orato- 
ry, and Cardinal Richlien look'd on 
him as one of the beſt Writers of 
his time. 

Siroes, K. of Perſia, eldeſt Son of 
Choſroes II. who Yor his Fathers ha- 
ving declar'd his youngeſt Son his 
ducceſſor, caſt the old Prince in Pri- 
fon, and murder'd him with all his 
Childrea in 628.

Siſiphus, firſt K. of Corinth, where 
his Deſcendants reigned 308 Ys. till 
they were outed by the Heraclids 
A. M. 2951. 

Sivagy, a Raja or Prince in the 
E. Indies, Son of à Captain of the 
K. of Viſapour, and Rebel in his Youth, 
making good his Retreat into the 
Mountains. The K. miſtruſting tis 
Father correſponded with him, caſt 
him into Priſon, where he died. $:- 
vag) enraged ar this, ravag'd and 
plunder'd part of the Kingdom, and 
form'd a Dominion to himſelf.

Paul II. in 1471. He was liberal

Smyrna, a C. and Sea-port of Jonia 
in Aſia Min, and Colony of the 
Ephc/ians. It is one of the ſeven Cs. 
that contended for Homer's Birth, 
built in Form of an Amphitheatre 
on the Deſcent of a Hill towards 
the N. W. with a large ſecure Har» 
bour. the Nuctians took it in 1344, 
and kept it till 1428, when it was 
retaken by Amurath II. Ir is now 
extremely populous. The number 
of the Chriſtians is ſmall, who live 
along the Sea ſhore in the Franks 
Street. This City is govern'd by a 
Cadi, who is civil enough to the 
Franks, It is the greateſt Place of 
Trade in the Levant. The Cuſtoms 
are 3, 4, 5 or 8 per Cent. for they are 
not equally impos'd on all Nations, 
the Engliſh paying leaſt, and the Ar- 
menians moſt.

It ſtands 300 ms. from Conſt ant i no- 
ple W. 1006 from Theſ/alonica N. 
and 250 from Belgrade S. It has no 
Fortifications, but noted for a great 
General Council in zo. wherein 
that of Nice was condemn'd. It's 
ſuppos'd to have been built by the 
Emp. Juſtinian, in Honour of his 
Empreſs Soph/a, X 

Sophia, Wife of the Emperor Ju- 
ſtinus II. who carried a great Stroak 
in the Government by reaſon of 
her Husband's Weaknels ; and after 
his Death rais'd 7iberins II. ro the 
Throne in hopes of marrying him ; 
but underſtanding hie had given his 
Wife the Title of Augaſta, the con- 
ſpit'd againſt him in favour of Ja- 
ſtiuiau her Nephew. 

Sophiſt, an honourable Name a- 
mong tae Lat:z:s, to the XIIth Cen. 
but among the Greebs it became con» 
temptible before Plato and Philip of 
Macedon. 

Sephocler, a Greek Trag. Poet born 
in the 21ſt Ohmp. He was a Perſon 
of extraordinary Wit and Valour, 
having been General of the A4rheni- 
ans with Pericles, He wrote 120 
TrageGies, whereof we have only 5. 
He added much to the Perfection of 
Tragedy and liv'd to the Age of 85. 
His Son having accus'd him of Lu- 
nicy , ke ſatisfy'd his Judges ro 
the contrary by reading his Oed/p's, 
which he was then compoſing. tie 
died of Joy, for having gain'd the 
Prize, by one of his Iragedies. 

Sophoniba of Cremona, Daughter of 
ths 
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the XVIth Cen. and was famous for | 
Painting. 

Sophronia, a Roman Lady, that 
ſtab'd her ſelf to the Heart, rather 
than become a Proſtitute to the Fy- 
rant Maxcntiuns, who had ſent his 
Archers to fetch her. This is rela- 
ted by Euſebius, but he calls her by 
no Name; and how ſhe came by 
this, is uncertain. 

Sophromi us Bp. of Jeruſalem, and a 
great Enemy to the Monot Helites; 
whom Baronius affirms, to be the 
moſt conſiderable that appear'd a- 
gainſt them; having endeavour'd 
to ſuppreſs them, both by his 
Preaching and Writing. 

Sophron us, 1 famous Author, contem- 
porary with St. Jerom; and who tran- 
{lated divers of his Works into Greek. 

Sophrouiſtæ, Magiſtrates among 
the Athenians, who inſpected the 
Manners of the Yourh of Athens. 

Sorauzo (Laziro ) a noble ne- 
%, who in the beginning of the 
XVIlth Cen. wrote concerning the 
State of Turkey. 

Sr bon, the firſt and moſt confide- 
rable Cel; of the Univ. of Paris, 
founded by Rob. Sorbon in St. Lewis's 
Neigu; fince very famous for main— 
taming the Rights of the Crown, 
and the Privileges of the Gablican 
Church, againſt rhe Encroachments 
of the See of Rome. It has been 
magnificeatly rebuilt by Cardina! 
Richlien, and now contains Lodg- 
ings for 36 Doctors; who before 
that Degree, are only cali'd Hoſpi- 
alloys of Sorbon, 

Sorlingues, See Scilly Hande. 

Sociclec, a Trag. Poet of Syractſe ; 
hο⁰flouriſh'd in PH of Macedon 
and Slexanacr's time. He wrote 73 
Trag. and was 7 times Victor. 

Se ſi genes, an Egy elan Mathewati— 
ctan, famous for atlilting 7. Car 
in reforming the Calendar. He was 
Author of the Jul. Period begin- 
ning 45. Yrs. before Chrif. 


Soſteropelis, a C of Bithvnie, near 
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Ni comedia, where Conſtantine the 
Great was poyſon'd by his Brother, 

Saſt ratus, a famous Architect ay 
Ingineer of Gnidus in Cara, in grey

Controverſy, about checking the 
Cruelties and Diſorders of the.

Spagnoli, ( Bap'iiſta ) a General of 
the Carmelite Monks.

Spahi*s are Turkiſh Horſemen, who 
are oblig'd to guard the Tents of the 
Grand Scignior and Prime» Viſier on 
Horſeback. Their Arms area Launce 
and Scimitar, with Bow and Ar- 
rows; and their number in Europe 
is about 12 or 15000. 

Spain, ſo call'd from its King 
Hiſpmaus, and heretofore named He/- 
peria or Iberia, from the River Iberus, 
I: is a great Peninſula join'd to 
France only by the Pyreneax, Hills 
N. E. Ir extends from 35 to 4 deg. 
of Lat and from 9 to 24 degr. of 
Lon. Its Length from E. to W. is 
g oo Italian ms. and Circuit 2480. 
It had Mines of Gold, Silver, Braſs, 
Iron, Lead, Quickſilver, and Salt; 
and was exceeding fertil and pro- 
ductive of moſt Neceſſaries; but 
the Reaſon of its not being now ſo 
flouriſhing as formerly, is the tmall 
number of its Inhabitants, occaſi- 
on'd by the Intzcundiry of the Wo- 
men, Baniſhinent of the Moors and 
Jews, the Inquiſition and many Co- 
Jonies and Armizs they have abroad.

New Spain,

broad, and 12co long. It is tem- 
perate and fruitful, tho' ſituate in 
the Torrid Zone, by reaſon of the 
frequent Showers and Sea-Breezes. 
It abounds with ſome Mines, but 
Gold is ſcarce. It has great Plenty 
of Cochaneel, &'c. but no Wine, by 
reaſon July and Auguſt are common- 
ly too rainy for the Vines. The 
Inhabitants ſow in April or May in 
the High Countries, and reap in 
Oclober; but in the low and moiſt 
Ground, they ſow in October and 
reap in May. In 1518, Cortez took 
polſeſlion of this Country for Cha. V. 
and in 1531 he gain'd the C. of 
Mexico, All this Country is divided 
into 3 Juriſdictions or Audiences, 
viz. Mexico, Guadalajora or New Ga- 
licia, and Guatimala, The firſt con- 
tains 7 Prov. the ſecond the like 
number, and the third 8. all which 
are extreamly fertile. 

Spalatro, a ſtrong, rich and popu- 
lous C. of Dalmatia, belonging to 
the Nuctiaus, with a ſmall Garriton, 
becauſe they trult to their Fort CH- 


ſa, there being no Paſſage to Turkey, 


under the Cannon of that Place. 
Here was Diocleſſan's Palace, which 
contain'd two thirds of the C. built 
{quare with a Gate to each fide. 
The Country round is fruitful, and 
all Proviſions cheap, Butchers Meat 
going generally at a Penny a Pound. 

Spanhemius ¶ Frederick) Divinity 
Profeſſor at LHacu, born at Amberg 
in the Upper-Palatinate, Jan. 1600.

{hap'd as to equal thoſe of the beſt

Glaber ; but were afterwards ſup- 
preſs'd by Arejus and Craſſus, and 
Dy Pompey the Great. . | 

Spart ianus [ Alius) a Lat. Hiſto- 
nan of Dlocleſian's time, to whom 
he dedicated his Life of Adrian 
He alſo wrote the Lives of Cara- 
calls, &c. 

Spaxgariui ( Dominicus Johannes) 
born at Padua, and famous for his 
Hiltory of Jenice, wherein he imi- 
tates Saluſt. He died in 1519, at 
yo Ys. of Age. 

Speed, (John) born at Faringdon in 
Chijbire, firſt a Taylor, but Sir F 
Crevil put him in a Condition to 
tollow his Studies. He deſign'd the 
Maps, and compos'd the Hiſtory of 
England, uſſiſted by Sir Robert Cotton, 
Mr. Cambicn, & lle alſo compo- 
ſed dcriptural Genealogies bound up 
tormerly with the Bible. He dicd 
at London in 1629, and lies buried at 
St. Giles Cipplegate. 

Spelman (Sir Hinry) born at Cong- 
ham in Nerſolk of an ancient Family, 
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He was bred in Trinity College in 
Cambridge, and Lincolus- Inn. He x. 
tir'd into Norfolk where he was High 
Sheriff, and one of the Commiflio. 
ners about Fees, which he managed 
with Integrity, and was knighted by 
K. James I. He was a great Antiquary, 
and underſtood throughly the Lys 
and Cuſtoms of England. He pub⸗ 
liſn'd ſeveral Books all well known, 
and died at London in 1641, and was 
buried in Weſtminſter- Abbey. 

Spencer (Zam) born in London, and 
bred in Pembroke Hall Cambridge, 
where he became very Jearned, and 
eſpecially noted for Engliſh Poetry, 
He preſented his Poems to Q. El. 
zabeth, who order'd him a hundred 
Pound. He was afterwards vecre- 
tary to the Lord Grey when Deputy 
of Ireland, where tho' his Place was 
gainful, he got no Eſtate. Return- 
ing he was robb'd of what he bag, 
and falling into want, broke his 
Heart in 1598, and was honours:

ceaſe, till ſome body interpreted 
what Creaiure it was, that bad four 
Feet in the Morning, two at Noon, and 
three at Night, This Riddle Oedipus 
declar'd to be Man; who firſt craw}'d 
on all four, then went upright, and 
in his old Age, had a Staff to ſup- 
port him. This ſo far enrag'd the 
Monſter, that it daſh'd out its Brains 


againſt a Rock, 
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Spina ( Alex.) a Dominican of Piſa, 
who hearing that one had invented 
SpeQacles and would not reveal it, 


he never ceas'd till he found out the 


way, He is faid to have died in 
1313. 

Spi nell, a famous Hallan Painter, 
Native of Arezzo in Tuſcany, to- 
wards the latter end of the XIVth 
Cen. 

Spinola, a Marquiſate of Genoa, g- 
ving Name to an Fralian Family, 
which hath produc'd divers famous 
Men. 

Spinola ( Ambroſe) Marquiſs of) 
Brother to Don Ferdinani, Admiral 
for Philip II. of Spain, and General 
of the Arch Dukes Army in the 
Net herlauds in 1603. At the Siege 
of Oftend June 5th, he gave a gene- 
ral Aſſault, but was thrice repuls'd 
with great Loſs. On rhe 28th of 
July he was detach'd to relieve Sluce, 
which he bravely attempted, but to 
no Purpoſe ; ſo that perceiving his 
Endeavours fruitleſs, he retir'd on 
the 15th of Aug. without beat of 
Drum. Yet Prince AHurice attack'd 
his Rear and kill'd 300 of his Men. 
However $Spino/a ſtill endeavour'd to 
put Relief into the T. but his At- 
my decreaſing daily, he was oblig'd 
to retite, upon Which Slace yielded. 
Returning to the Siege of Offend, 
that Place being hard put to it iur- 
render'd on honourable Conditions 
Sept. 22. 1604. The taking of this 
Town rais'd Spino/a's Reputation, 
whereupon rerurning to Spain, was 
made D. of St. Severino, Lieutenant 
General of the Netherlands, and a 
Grandee of Spain. Returning to 
Flanders he took two Places in 1605. 
In 1606 he beſieg'd Groll, and took it 
by Compotition in 14 Days. The 
ſame Yr. he rock Rhinberg. He af- 
terwards obl:g'd Pr. Maurice to raiſe 
the Siege of Srod. In 1608 he was 
ſent to the Hague to treat with the 
States. In 1622 he betieg'd Berghen 
to no purpole ; but in 1623 took 
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Schenckenſchans, In 1624 he laid Siege 
to Breda with 39600 Men, A re- 
markable Stratagem was here made 
uſe of by him. He ſent a cunning 
Boor laden with Provitions to the 
Walls, who pretending he had found 
2 Paſſage thro' the Enemy's Camp, 
he was entruſted with Letters to 
Pr. Maurice, which he brought to Spi- 
nola, who finding by them the Con- 
dition of the Place, ſeal'd them up 
again and ſent him to the Prince; 
v ho not doubting any thing becauſe 
ot his Brother the Governou's Hand. 
writ back by the ſame Boor, where- 
by Spinola came to know the Condi: 
tion both cf the Dutch Army and 
City. Hereupon he proffer'd ho- 
nourable Conditions to the Gover- 
nour in cate he would ſurrender ; 
which were however reſolutely re- 
jetted. A little after Pr. Maurice 
died, and was ſucceeded by his 
Bro. Pr. Henry of Naſſau, whoſe Let- 
ters Spinala likewiſe intercepted 
On the 5th of May Pr. Henry made 
an Attempt on Spinola's Trenches. 
but was repuls'd. Spinola afterwards 
by means of the ſame Peaſant found 
the City could not hold out above 
eleven Days, which Pr. Henry un- 
derſtanding retir'd ; and thereupon 
the Garriſon ſurrender'd upon ho- 
ncurable Conditions, June 5th 1625. 
He was afterwards employ'd to in- 
vade the Palatinate, to divert the 
Proteſtants Arms from the Emperor, 
wherein he ſucceeded. 

Spinoſa, a Jew, whoſe Works have 
made ſome Noiſe in the World:

Strigellius, ( Piftorinus ) a German 
Author of many Books, he was born 
at Kaufburn a Swevian Imperial C. 
and died at Heydelburg in 1569. 45 
Years old. 

Strigonium, ſee Gran: | 

Strivali or Strofadi, two little I- 
ſlands in the Joni an Sea, S. of Zante, 
and W. of the Morea. They are in- 
habited by Greek Monks, whoſe Con- 
vent is a ſort of Fortreſs to ſecure 
them againſt Pyrates, but neither the 
Turkiſh nor Barbary Corſairs ever at- 
tempt them. The biggeſt is not 
above three or four ms. about. They 
are very fertil of all ſorts of Fruit, 
2nd abounding in Springs, out of 
which come often Plantane Leaves, 
ſuppos'd to be brought by a ſubter- 
ranean Conveyance from the Morea 
30 ms. The Poets make theſe Iſles 
called the Strophades, the Retreat of 
the Harpies from Zethes and Calais. 

Stromboli or Strongyle, one of the 
Lipari Iſlands in the Tuſcan Sea, N. 
of Sicily, and 10 ms. in Circuit.“ Tis 
round in form, whence it had its 
Name. It was made by the Poets 


the Abade of Zolus K. of the Winds, 


and the Natives by the Smoak, which 
riſes perpetually from the Earth, and 
which makes the Iſland moſtly very 
barren, can tell which way the

Stromita or Mica, Metropolis of 
Ljcia, whoſe Abp. has thirty ſix Suf-

Stromona, anciently Strymon, the 
R. that divides Romania from Ma- 
ceavy, taking its Riſe in Mount Or- 
bel, it diſembogues into the Archi- 


Felge. It was famous for Cranes 
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whence thoſe Birds were call'd Srrye 
moniæ AV. 

Strongoli, a little C. Principality, 
and Bpk. of Calabria in Iraly, 8 ms. 
W. of the IJonian Sea. 

Stroud, a Market T. on the River 
Stroud in Glouceſterſhire, "tis a thri« 
ving Town, and noted for dying 
Scarlet the beſt in England, which 
is owing to its Waters. | 

Stroxxi, (Hirico or Quiric) a noble 
Florentine a great Traveller, and Ar- 
chite&, but above all a Maſter of 
the Peripatetic Philoſophy, and ſuch 
a Maſter of Greek and Latin, that he 
added two Books in both Languages 
to Ariſtotle's De Revab. fo like that 
Author, that they ace not eaſily di- 
ſtinguiſh'd. Having taught Greek 
and Philoſophy art Piſa, Bononia, and 
Florence, he died at the laſt in 1565, 
in his 63 V. Not leſs noted he was 
for being Brother to the fam'd Lage 
rentia SIY02%1. 

Stuckings, ( Johannes Gulielmus) a 
Switz of the Canton of Zurich, a 
Man famous for his Learning and 
Books. 

Stuckley, (Thomas) à younger Bro- 

ther of a noble Family of Devon- 
ſhire, who having ſpent his Portion, 
firſt attempted an Expedition to Ho- 
rida, failing there, he went to 7taly, 
was made a Baron, Viſcount, Earl, 
and Marquis, by the Pope, and tru- 
ſted with 800 Men for the 1r:/h Ex- 
pedition againſt Q Elizabeth ; but 
landing in Portugal, he went with Don 
Sebaſtian and the two Mooriſh Kings 
to Africa, where he was kill'd in 
the Batte), and ſo was diſappointed 
of his Kingdom he ſo often hop'd 
and projected. 
Stugart, the Cap. C. of the Dm. of 
Wirtemberg, and the Seat of the Ds, 
on the R. Neckar. *T was built by 
the Vandals, &c. See Wirtemberg. 

Stunica, (James Lopez) a Spaniſh 
Doctor of Divinity of Alcala, he 
wrote againſt Eraſmis, was a Maſter

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SAipitz, (Fohn) was Vicar-General 
of the Auſtin Monks, a great Fa- 
vourite of the Elector of Saxony, and 
aſſiſted him in founding the Univer- 
ſity of Mittenburg, he join'd with 
Luther in oppoſing the Indulgences, 
againſt which they two publiſh'd 95 
Propoſitions, which John Tetzal the 
Dominican and Inquiſitor who diſ- 

$'d of them in Germany, caus'fl to 
be burnt, in return of which Luther 
and Stapitæ burnt his 106 in defence 
of them. ä 

Sturminſter, a Market T. of the 
N. of Dorſetſbire, on the N. of the 
R. Stour, Tis chiefly noted for the 
Ruines of a Caſtle, the royal Seat of 
the V. Saxon Ks. Tis 94 ms. from 
London. 

Sturmio, (St) a Noble Bavarian, 
Apoſtle of the Saxons, to whom he 
was ſent by Charlemaigne in 768. and 
he died in 779. 

Sturmius (Jacobus) was born at 
Sleida not far from Collen in 1490. 
e ſtudied firſt at Liege, then at A] 
ris, and then return'd to Germany ; 
having paſt great Poſts in the C. of 
Strasburg, he influenc'd the Magi- 
ſtrates to erect an Uaiverlity there 
in 1538, of which he was Chancel- 
lor or chief Director. He died there 
in 1553-64 Ys. old. He perſwaded 
Sleiden to write his Hiſtory, and ſu- 
pervis'd it. 

Sturmius, (Johannes) was likewiſe 
born at Sleida in 1507. from his 
Studies, and Printing at Lovain he 


paſs'd ro Paris in 1529, where he 


was Profeſſor of the Greek and Latin 
Tongues. Being compell'd on Ac- 
count of his Religion to leave France, 
he retir'd to Strasburg, and being 
made Profeſſor and Rector of that 
Univerſity, he got it confirm'd by 
the Emp. Maximilian II. in 1566. 
After ſeveral Embaſſies, and Conte- 
rences about Religion, and his ha- 
ving taught there 50 Ys. he Joſt his 
ſight, and died in 1589. 80 Ys. old, 
Jeaving many Books in Verſe and 
Proſe. 
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Sturmius (Johannes) a Native of 
Mechelen, Phyſician, and Profeſſor of 
the Mathematicks at Lorain, and Au- 
thor of ſeveral Books in Phyſick and 
Mathematicks, &c. 

Styx, the infernal R. by which 
the Gods fear'd to ſwear, for if for. 
ſworn, they loſt their Deiry for an 
100 Ys. Alſo a Spring or Fountain 
in Arcadia of ſo poiſonous a Qua- 
lity that it wou'd break all Veſſels, 
and cou'd only be contain'd in the 
Hoof of a Mule. Tis reported that 
Antipater poiſoned Alexander with 
this Water. 

Suani or Sovani, Inhabitants of part 
of Mount Caucaſus, with well pro- 
portion'd Bodies, but frightful Faces. 
They pretend to Chriſtianity, they 
come into Georgia to work in the 
Summer, and have for their Pay not 
Money, of which they have no uſe, 
but Linnen, and Woollen, Carpets, 
Salt, &. They are good Soldiers, 
and expert at Fire-Arms. 

Suathes, the laſt K. of Pannonia, 
whence he was driven by the Hur, 
under their Leader Aradus in 744. 
The Fertility of the Soil inviting 
them they pretended on his Acce- 
ptance of a Preſent of a Horſe, 2 
gold Saddle and Bridle, c. ſent by 
their Ambaſſador, to have bought the 
Country, which when Suathes en- 
deavour'd to defend by the Sword, 
he was defeated and drown'd in the 
Danube. 

Suarez, (Franciſcus) a famous Spa- 
niſb Jeſuit, born at Grenada in 1447 
He was receiv'd into the Society at 
17, and was Profeſſor of Divinity 
at Alcala, Salamanca, Henares, and 
at Rome, having finiſh'd his Works 
in 24 Vol. he dy'd at Lisbox in 1517. 
being 70 Ys. old. 

Suarez, Rabira (Emanuel) a Span 
| Civilian of Note, and Scholar of 
Hecker Roderigo. He was Author ot 


a great Work of the Civil Law. 
Suatoboius, Son and Succeſſor, by 


the Emperor's Favour, of kis Fa- 
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ther Suat ocopius ev'n before he died 


in the Km. of Moravia in 888, after 
a ſhort Reign, in which he had diſ- 
cover'd a Prophaneſs inſufferable; 
he was dethron d by Duke of Bohe- 
mia. 

Suatocopi us, Father of the former, 
who began his Reign in 860, over 
Hungary, Moravia, Poland, and Black 
Ruſſio; he was converted by Cyrillus 
| and Methodius. After a happy Reign 
of many Yrs. denying a Tribute due 
to the Empire , to which he was 
Feudatory, he was worſted in the 


War, fled from the Battel in Diſ- 


guiſe, and retiring to a Hermitage 
in a Deſart, on his Death engag d 
the Hermites to let his Son know 
where he was, and fetch his Bo- 
dy to bury, which was all done 
according to his Deſire. His Son 
being permitted to aſcend his 
Throne by the Emp. Arnola, who 
had vanquiſh'd the Father. 

Suatoplueus was the Son of Ortho, 
Marquiſs of Olmutx, who having 
drove his Uncle Borivorius IT. from 
his Km. of Bohemia, he bought a 
Grant of it of the Emp. Henry V, 
for a great Sum, but was forc'd to 
rifle the very Altars to make it up. 
In the ſame Emperors Quarrel he 
invaded and overrun Hungary, whence 
being call'd by Commotions at 
home, his Cruelty of putting to 
Death, Men, Women, and Chil» 
dren, of thoſe who came from the 
C. of Warſaw (by that Means to cut 
off all Returns of Rebellion ) pro- 
cur'd his own Death at the Siege of 
Glogaw, having declar'd War againſt 
Poland, by a ſtab of a Dart in his 
Back, from one employ'd by ſome 
of the Warſovians that eſcap'd his 
Maſſacre. He was buried in Bohe- 
M3 in a Monaſtery of his own 
founding. 

Subar, Sabur or Saba; the largeſt 
River of Fez, falling from the Moun- 
tain Seliligo( where it riſes) with ſuch 
2 Rapidity and Force, that it bears 
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down its Current. Stones of 199 
Pound weight, having paſs'd by 
Mag illa, Arox, &c. and receiv'd ſe- 
veral great Rs. it diſembogues in 
the Ocean at Sall? ; and tho' naviga- 
ble ſome ms. from its Mouth, the 
Moors uſe Land-carriage ev'n on its 
Banks. 

Suburra, a part of old Rome, noted 
for the Reſort of Whores, whom 
from their appearing at three in the 
Afternoon they call nonarie, and 
Suburranæ, from the Place. It keeps 
its old Name to this day. 

Succeſs, the Romans ador'd as 2 
God, and having his Temple in 
Rome, the Ruins of which are yet 
ſeen betwixt the Minerva, and St» 
Euſtachius, his Image was a Man 
holding a Cup in one Hand, and an 
Ear of Corn and a Poppy Stalk in 
the other. 

Suchuen , a Chineſe Prov. on its 
S. W. Borders, its Capital is Chingtu, 
and it contains 8 large, and 124 leſs 
Cities, and 464128 Families. The laſt 
Tartar Invaſion has almoſt ruin'd it. 

Suchzow, the Capitol of Molda- 
vis on the R. Strech, now in the 
hands of the Turks. 

Sudbury, a Mar. T. in the S. of 
Suffolk, onthe R. Stoure, it conſiſts of 
three Pariſhes, and is noted for its 
conſiderable Trade in Says, for gi- 
ving the Title of Baron to the D. of 
Grafton, and for ſending tWo Mem- 
bers to Parliament, who now are, Sir 
Ser vas Elwes Bar. Joſ. HaskinStiles Eſq; 

Sudermanland, a Swedijh Prov. that 
gives the Title of Duke to the Roy- 
al Family; "tis bounded by the 
Baltick Sea S. and on other ſides by 
Meſtmania and Up/al. 

Sud-gothland, or in Engliſh, South 
Gothland, contains three Prov. viz. 
Halland, Bleching, and Schonen. The 
D. of Holſtein, who had it in Mort- 
gage from the Crown of Denmark, 
(old it the K. of Sweden for 70000 
Marks of Silver in 1533. The Danes 


recover'd it again in 1341, and at- 
er · 
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ter watds ſurrender'd it to the Swedes 
in 1658. | 

Zueno, Son of Harold I. K. of 
Denmark, roſe againſt his Father for 
his quitting of Idolatry, who after 
two Battels, was kill'd by an Arrow 
as he was going out of the Field, 
where the third was hinder'd by the 
Interpoſition of the Nobility betwixt 
the Son and Father. Notwithſtand- 
ing this Parricide he reign'd 32 Yrs. 
tho' in much Diſquiet and Trouble. 

Sueoni a or Suevonia. See Swetd- 
land or Sweeden, 

Szetonius (C. Tranquillus ) was the 
Son of Suetonius Lenis, Tribune of the 
third Legion under Ortho: he was 
Secretary of State to Adrian, and 
had been much eſteemed by 7rajan. 
On his Diſgrace at Court (whether 
on his familiarity with the Empreſs 
Sabina or any other Cauſe ) he ap- 
ply'd himſelf to his Studies and 
wrote the Lives of the twelve Cæ- 
fars, a Book a Claris Grammaticis , 
the Lives of the Poets, &c. 

Suetoninus ( Paulinus ) was the Ro- 
man Governour of Britain, he ſub- 
du'd the Iſle of Angleſey and with 
ooo Men vanquiſh'd Boadicea and 
her Britains, kill'd 8000 on the 
Spot, with the Loſs only of 400 
Men. After which Succeſſes, being 
accus'd of Tyranny, and Male-ad- 
miniſtration, he was recall'd, and 
Trebellius maximus ſent in his Place. 

Suetonius ( Optatianus, or Actatia- 
nus) was the Author of the Life of 
the Emp. Tacitus, under whom he 
lived. 

 Sugyvia or rather Schwaben, is a 
large Circle of the German Empire, 
the Rhine divides it from Alſatia W. 
and Bavaria bounds it E. Fanco- 
nia N. and Switzerland 8. Since it 
loſt its own proper Dukes of great 
Power in the Empire, it has been 
divided into various petty Domini- 
ons; as the Dukedom of IWirtems 
berg, the Bpks. of Ceuſtance and Aus ſ- 
Jurg; the Mar juiſate ot Faden, Bar- 
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gow, Ortnow ; Principalities of Zollern 
and Furſtemburg , ſeveral Counties, 
and many free Imperial Cities, its 
Cap. is Ulm. The Spaniſh Sev; in 
Gallicia are deſcended from thisCoun- 
try, whence they paſs'd through 
Gaul and ſettled in Spain, from 406 
to 409. and had here their Kings 
till about 585, when they were 


got ys by Leuvigilans. 

Suez, or Arſinoe, &c. is an Egyp+ 
tian Port in the Read. ſea, and gives 

Name to the 1fthmus on which it 

ſtands, and which divides that Sea 

from the Mediterranean, and from 

Arabia. It ſtands in a wide ſandy 

Plain, which obliges the Inhabi- 

tants to fetch their Proviſion, and 

even their Water at a diſtance, but it 

is a T. of great Trade with the Idi 

ans, and Athiopians for Pearls, Am- 

bergreeſe, c. Tis 90 ms. E. of 
Grand Cairo, and on its weak Forti- 

fications has 26 Canons. 

Suffolk, a maritime County of Ex- 

land, 45 ms. E. and W. and gene- 

rally 20 N. and S. Ir contains 22 

Hundreds, and 575 Pariſhes, and 

32 Market-Towns ; was the eatof 

the Iceni, and part of the Kingdom 

of the Eaſt-Angles, and now with 

Norfolk makes the Dioceſs of Norwich. 

Its Bounds E. are the German Oceans 

W. Cambridgeſhire, Norfolk N. and 

Ee S. Its chief T's. are Ipſwich its 
Cap. Dunwich , Alborough , Sudbury » 
St. Edmund's Bury, Eyey and Orford; 
theſe each ſending two Members t0 
Parliament. Its chief Rivers are the 
Orwel, Deben, Blithe, Breten, and Orc: 
Its Air is generally very good, ex 
cept ſome few Places on the Ser- 
Coaſt; its Soil various, like other 
Countrys; ſome Heaths and Sands 
Eaſtward on the Sea Coaſt, which 
is lucceeded by Woods, and 
Clay Ground, and Hills; about 
St. Edmundsbury is Champain. It has 
given the Title of Duke, Marg u, 
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Created Thomas Ld. Howard of Mal. 
den Earl of Suffolk in 1653. from 
whom deſcends the preſent George 
Howard Farl of Suffolk, 

Suger, was Abbot of St. Denys in 
the Time of Lewis the Young, who 
left him Regent of France during 
his Abſence in the Holy Land, ha- 
ving before been at ſeveral Coun- 
cils; he died in 1152, in his 7cth 
Year, as he was prepering Succours 
for the Holy Land ( after the King's 
Return ) at his own Expence. He 
wrote the Life of Lewis the Groſs, 
and ſeveral other things. 

Suidas, a Greek Author, ſuppos'd 
by ſome of the XI. Cen. in the 
Reign of Alexis Commenus ; by o- 
thers more ancient, his Hiſtorical 
Dictionary, not over lincere, we 
have yet extant. 

Sunitilus or Chintillanus, or Senzi- 
las was K. of the Spaniſh Viſogaths, 
and won the Crown from Ricaredus 
II. in 621, after a Reign of 10 Yrs. 
He died in 631, having taken what 
till then remain'd in the Hands of 
the Romans in Spain. 

Sully (Odo de) was Son of Chi- 
bauld E. of Champaigne, and choſe 
Bp. of Paris in 1197, and after an 
aktive and Exemplary Life, he died in 
1208, leaving his Synodical Conſtitu- 
tions behind him, which he publiſh'd 
himſelf. : 

Sulmona, anciently Sulmo, an old 
Italian C. in Abruxzo on the R. San- 
gro, It is fam'd for the Birth of 
Ovid, and is now a Bpk. and a Prin- 
cipality in the Family of Borgeſe , 
do ms. E. of Rome, and 70 ms. N. 
of Naples. 

Sulpicia, the Name of two fa- 
mous Roman Ladies; the firſt the 
Wife of Fulvius Flaccus. choſe by the 
100 ſeleQed Ladies for Virtue and 
Chaſtity, for the moſt chaſt to dedi- 
cate a Statue of Venus. The other 
liv'd in Domitian's Time, and was 
diſtinguiſh'd for her Learning and 
Poetry, particularly her Sar and 
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Hiltory of her Amours with her 
Hasband Calænus, 

Sulpicius Severus, the Name of 
three Divines in V. VI. and VI. Cen. 
The firſt was a Prieſt of Aquitain, 
under the Bp. of Agen; but never 
was made a Bp. for retiriag on the 
death of his Wife, he ſought no Pre- 
ferment that might bring him again 
on the Stage of the World. He was 
a Diſciple of St. Martin, and was in- 
timate with Paulinus Bp. of Nolo. 
His Writings, are very pure Latin, 
and he dy'd about the Yr. 419, or 
420+ Another was S. Sulpitius Bp. of 
Bourges, a Man of Learning, and a 
good Poet, and ſubſcrib'd to the 
Council of Maſcon in 585. The third 
was ſurnamed the Pons, and was at 
the Council of Rheims in 630. 

C. Sulpitius Pæticus, was Conſul of 
Rome in the 391. Yr. of the City 
with Licinius Stole, whoſe Conſul- 
ſhip was remarkable for the firſt 
Riſe of the Lud; Scenici or the Dra- 
ma; inſtitured (tho' yet in a rude 
manner) to avert a Plague and ap- 
peate the Gods; and for the Clavus 
Annalis or yearly Nail, which Cu- 
ſtom they deriv'd from the Srbylline 
Books, and us'd on the like publick 
Calamity, to have it drove into Ju- 
piter's Temple by the Conſul, or 
iometimes by a Dictator created on 
Purpoſe, 

P. Sulpitius Saverio, Reman Conſul 
with Decius Mus, and went with 
him againſt Pyrrhus, where Decius 
fell in the Battel. 

Sultan, is the Arabian Word for 
King, Go vernour, or Lord. Tomgroli- 
pex was the firſt that aſlum' d it, after 
his Victory over the Saracens in 
1055. 

Sultan Sherif, the Title of the Pr. 
of Mecha,tho' a very rich Prince, rides 
barefoor on Horſeback, as an Ac- 
knowledgment that he had been van- 
quiſh'd by a Souldan of Æggpt, which 
the Grand Seignior obliges him to 


continue, he being now Maſter of 
Agypr, 7 N Jultx- 
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Sultebach, à little T. of the Upper»

The Swiſs are ho- 
neſt, frugal, induſtrious, great Lovers 
of Liberty, good Soldiers, and Ad- 
mirers of Impartiality and Juſtice. 
They made an Irruption into Gaul in 
Julius Ceſar's time, but that Warriour 
ſoon tam'd 'em, and drove 'em home, 
from which time they became ſubjeCt 
ro the Romans. Under Honorius and 
Valentinian II. they were conquer'd by 
the Byrguntians and Germaus, Being 
opprets'd by Albert D. of Auſtria in 
zog, they revolted and leagu'd againſt 
him, and after many Ys, entirely fix'd 
their Liberty by the Treaty of Munſter 
in 1649. They were converted to 
Chriſtanity about the Y. 177. The 4 
Proteſtant Cantons embrac'd the Re- 
formation, and held a Synod at Ba½ 
tor eſtabliſhing it in 1530. This is 
ſuppos'd to be the higheſt Land in 
Chriſtendom, yet none abounds more 
with Lakes and Rivers. The Swiſs 
have ever been reputed for Valour, 
and they have yearly Penſions from 
the greateſt Princes of Europe to keep

The Diſtance from the Sea makes this 
Country uncapable of any flouriſhing 
Trade, yet it has great Advantages 
from its hiring out Soldiers, its being 
a Thorough-fair for Merchants and 
Travellers, its two annual Marts at 
Zurkeaken, its Linnen Manufacture at 
St. Gal, its Univerſity at Baſil, &c. 
Its Force conſiſts wholly in Foot, Horſe 
being render'd unſerviceable by the 
Mountains.

Sydenham, (Dr. Thomas ) was a Com- 
moner of Magdalen Hall Oxon. in 1642. 
He took the Degree of Batchelour of 
Phyſick in 1648, and afterwards went 
out Dr. in Cambridge, He was emr 
nent in his Profeſſion, particularly ror 
curing the Small Pox, for giving the 
Peruvian Bark in Agues. And he died 
at Weſirainſter in 1689. His Works at 
well known.

Afterwards he return'd 
to Rome, went againſt his Enemies who 
had ſtrengthen'd themſelves, defeated 
Norbanus near Caniſſum and enter'd the 
C. fighting, where being declar'd Di- 
Gator, he exercis'd moſt unheard of 
Cruelties. After this he retir'd to Cumæ 
where he died of a Louſie Diſeaſe, 
A. U. 676. Etat. Go. 

Sylva ( Edward) a Portugueſe Miſ- 
ſionary into Japan, who firſt made a 
Grammar and large Dictionary of the 
Japoneſe Language. He died in the 
Km. of Bango 1564.

Sylvia or Rheaſylvia, Daughter of 
Numitor KE. of the Albani, whom her 
Uncle Amulius having driven Numitor 
from his Km. and kill'd his Son, cloy- 
ſter'd up among the Veſtal Virgins to 
prevent her having any Iſſue; but 
contrary to his ExpeCQtation, going to 
fetch Water from the Der, and find- 
ing her ſelf drowzy, ſhe fell afleep 
on the Banks; when dreaming the God 
Mars had lain with her, the prov'd 
with Child, and brought forth Romnl:s 
and Remus, whom Amulius order'd to 
be expos'd, and their Mother to be bu- 
ried alive. Plutarch ſays ſhe was par-

He oppos'd 
the Emp. Anaſtaſius who favour'd the 
Eutyc hi aus, and at laſt excommunica- 
ted him. When the Emp. heard this, 
he blacken'd the Pope to that degree, 
that Symmachus was oblig'd ro purge 
himſelf by an Apologetical Letter; 
aftet wi..t he exhorted the Eaſtern 

Biſhops to hold out againſt the Ri- 
gours and Cruelty of the Emp. and 

not to be forc'd to any unreaſonable 

Compliance. He died at Rome in 514 

There are ſome Writings of his ex- 

tant. 

Symmachus, Præfect of Rome, to- 
wards the end of the IVth Cen. being 
choſen by the Senate to p-tition the 
Emp. Yalerian for reſtoring the Re- 
venue of the Pagan Prieſts and Ve- 
ftals , as likewiſe the Altar of Victo— 
ry, he made an excellent Harangue 
which however St. Ambroſe lo cle 
ctually oppos'd by a Letter, that his 
Enbaily was thereby baffled Doth 
theſe are to be found in a Collection 
of Letters of the Ancients lately print 
ed in Engliſh. Symmachus taking ano— 
ther occaſion to renew this Petition, 
he ſo incens'd the Emp. that he was 
baniſh'd. Vet he afterwards recall'd 
him and rais'd him to the Dignity of 
Conſul. | 

Syneſius, Bp. of Prolemais or rene, 
one of the moſt learned and eloquent 
Prelates of his time. He had been Dic 
ciple of the famous Hippatia of Alex: 
andria, Daughter of In, and pro- 
feſs'd Platonick Fhiloſophy. The Chri- 
ſtians perceiving the Innocence of his 
Life per:waded him to be baptiz'd. 
Ano 4co he came to Conſtauineple, 
where he wrote a polite Treatiſe de 
Regno, which he preſented to the Emp, 
Arcadius. He was choſen Bp. of Pro- 
li mais in 410. The beſt Edition of his 
Works is that of Dyoniſ us Petaviw, 
in 1632.

Tabernacles, a Feaſt among theFews 
in commemoration of their long ſtay 
in the Wilderneſs; it was kept on the 
15th of Sept. inſtituted by Moſes, Lev. 
23. it laſted 7 days. The Modern 
Fews make in ſome open place Arbors, 
which are well adorned according to 
their Abilities; they eat and drink in 
them, and ſome ſleep in them. 

Round Table, a kind of Tilting ; ſo 
called, becauſe the Knights after the 
Combat was over were let at aRound 
Table. This Invention of Tilting 
and Round Table is aſcribed to Ar- 
thur K. of the Britains. This Table is 
ſaid to be in the Old Caſtle of Vin- 
theſter. Turnaments were performed 
by Troops; Round Tables by Single 
Combats with a Lance. 

New- Tables, in Lat. Tabulæ Novæ, an 
Edict fo called among the Romans, by 
which all Debts were aboliſhed. It 
was called Tables, becauſe all Publick 
Acts were graved with a Needle on 
Thin Boards covered with Wax, 
which were called Tabule : It was 
called New, becauſe it obliged them 
to write the Acts upon New ones, the 
old being razed. |

Tabor, a Mountain of Fudæa, in 
the Tribe of Zebulon: It was remark- 
able for the Rendezvous of the Ar-

Tucfarinas; a Numidian Slave, who 
deſerted from the Romans, under 
whom he had learned theArt of War, 
and having in Africa put himſelf at 
the Head of a great many Vagabonds, 
whom he diſciplin'd, he defeated the 
Roman Army, commanded by Decius 
the Proconſul, whom he wounded in 
theEye;andmadehimſelf be proclaim- 
ed aK. but was at laſtkilledby Dolabella. 

Tacitus, (A. C.) a Roman Emp. much 
admired or his Prudence; he was 2 
kin to Tacitus the Hiſtorian, to whoſe 
Memory he erected Statues, and his 
Works to be ſet up in all Libraries; 
he was aſſaſſinated by the Soldiers 
near Tiane, in the Sixth Month of his 
Reign, being 60 Years old. 

Tacitus (Cornelius) a Latin Hiſtorian, 
he moved in the higheſt Sphere under 
Veſpaſian and Domitian, and he was a 
great Orator, whom Pliny took for 
hisPattern. He writ hisHiſtory under 
theEmpier of Trajan,of whichwe have 
but fiveBooks left,and afterwards his 
Annals, a great part whereof is like- 
wiſe loſt : He compoſed a fine Book de 
Moribus Germanorum, and a Book of 
theLife of his Father in-Law Agricola. 

Tadda (Francis), a Famous Italian 
Ingraver, in great favour with Coſmo 
de. Medlcis,who communicated to him 
the Secret of a Water diſtilled from 
Herbs, which made Iron Tools Ex- 
traordinary hard, with which he

Nobility can afford to buy it; the 
Common People live on Dates and 
Camels Fleſh : The only City of this 
Km. is Tafilet. The Dromedaries of 
this Country will run farther in one 
day than a Horſe in eight, 

Tafilet the only C. has a great Trade 
for Indigo and Goats. Leather, with 
which it abounds : Here are made 
Bucklers of Wild-Ox-Leather, Fine 
Strip'd Silks, with Moresk-work and 
Rich Coats : It has a Strong Caſtle, 
and is very populous. | 

Tagaſte, formerly in Ancient times 
a C.the See of a Bp. its now but aVil- 
lage in the Km. of Algiers ; the Great 
St. Auguſtine was born here: 

Tagat, a Mountain near Fex, in 4-

They ſay, for Example, that 
the Figure of a Lyon engraven on 
Gold, when the Sun is in Leo, pre- 
ſeryes the Bearer from the Stone; to 
be victorious, they engrave the Figure 
of Mars on the firſt face of Scorpio: 
to be ſucceſsful in Amours, the Figure 
of Penzzs on the FirſtFace of Libra. c. 
among the Tali/mans are reckoned the 
Palladium of Troy, and the Roman An- 
cilia, or Bucklers; when Mabomet the 
Second took Conſtantinople, he broke 
the Teeth of aTaliſmanical Serpent ſet 
to preſerve the Inhabtants from thoſe 
Animals; upon which an infinite 
number of Serpents infeſted the City, 
but did no harm, becauſe all their 

Teeth were broke, as were thoſe of 
the Brazen Serpent.

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Talmud, the Book of the Civil and 
Canon-Law of the em,; the Text of 
it is called Miſna, and the Comment 
upon it Guemara; the firſt is writ 
in pure Rabbinical Hebrew; the ſe. 
cond in bad Caldaick. The Fews ha- 
ving two Famous Schools, vix. that 
of Babylon, and that of Paleſtine, the 
Traditions taught in the firſt have gi- 
ven name to theBabylonian Talmud; the 
ſecond to the Feruſalem Talmud ; the 
Babylonian is the moſt eſtcemed : They 
are both full of many Falſhoods both 
in Hiſtory and Chronology, and are 
prohibited by the Popes in Italy. 

Talus, alias Perdix, Nephew of De- 
dalus invented the uſe of the Saw and 
Compaſs; his Unkle envying his Skill, 
threw him down from the top of a 
Tower of theTemple of Minerva, but 
he was by this Goddeſs receiv'd in the 
Air, and turn'd into a Partridge. 
Tamberlane, Emperor of the Tartars 
in the 14 Century, the Son of a poor 
Shepherd ; his Courage and Conduct 
gain'd him an Army of 800000 Men, 
with which he conquered Perſia, China, 
Egypt ; and boaſting that three parts 
of the World was under his ſubjecti- 
on, he gave for his Coat of Arms 
OOO He was skilful in Mathema» 
ticks, and was well verſed in Maho- 
metan Theology. He put all to death 
in a City that held out above 2 days: 
He overcame Bajazet, Emperor of the 
Turks, at Angoria in Galatia, ao. 
and put him in an Iron Cage, Where 
he beat out his Brains againſt the 
Bars. Tamberlane died 2 or 3 Years 
after this Victory. 

Tamyras, a Thracian Poet before Ho- 
mer, who compoſed a Poem which 
conſiſted of zooo Verſes of Heathen 
Theology. He challenged the Muſes, 
who for his Inſolence put out his 
Eyes. 

Tanagra, now Anatoria, the See of 
an A. B. of Athens, which, as PHH 
ſays, produces Cocks of an extraordi- 


nary ſtrength and courage.

Tancred, the Pretended Duke of 
Kohaa 3 he learned the Latin-Tongue at 
Leyden, being carried there by a Ca- 
ptainz he went privately to Maſs, but 
in publick pretended. to be a Prote- 
ſtant; the Dutcheſs of Rohan having 
a mind to own him for her Son,

ers wore on their Arms ; they having 
effected their Deſire, threw upon her 
their Bucklers too, which killed her. 
The Old Romans from this Mountain 
threw their Criminals headlong. 
From her Name the Rock was called 
Tarpeian. ; 
Turquin, ſirnamed Priſcus, the Son 
of Demaratus of Corinth; he obtain'd 
the Throne after Ancus Martius; he in- 
ſtituted the Plays of the Circus, foun- 
ded the Capitol, invented Military 
Triumphs and Badges. He was killed 
by his Predeceſſor's Children in the 
Soth Y. of his Age, and 38th of his 
Reign, and ſucceeded by Servius Tul- 
lius. 
Turquin II. ſirnam'd Superbus, mur- 
thered Servius Tullius his Wife Tul. 
lia's Father ; he finiſhed the Capitol; 
for his cruelty he was baniſhed by 
the Romans, together with his Son 
Sextus,who had raviſhed Lucretia: Por- 
ſenna, K. of the Thuſcans, in vain en- 
deavouring to reſtore them. 

Tarſus, a T. of Cilicia in the Leſſer- 
Aſia, now called Teraſſe, or Hamſa ; 
it's remarkable for being ſeated on the 
Bank of the River Cydnus, its Riches, 
and the Noble Wits ot its Citizens, 
being the Birth-place of St. Paul, of

In the 
Kingdom of Tangut, it's ſaid, Print- 
ing has been in uſe above a 1000 Ys.; 
from this Km. comes our beſt Rhu- 
barb, In the Km. of Tenduc there are 
ſome Neſtorians. Thebat has great 
plenty of Coral, which is their Cur- 
rent Coin. The Aſuatick Tartars are 
the beſt Archers in the World”; they 
commonly have no fix'd place of 
aboad.

their Acquaintance, they bring him 
home,and lodge him in aRoom which 
is kept on purpoſe for Strangers. 
They have as many Wives as they 
pleaſe, beſides Concubins, who are 
Slaves. Their Mean People make a 
great trade of ſelling the Children of 
the latter. They have frequent Wars 
with the Polanders, Muſcovites, Circaſ- 
fans,&'. carrying many of them into 
perpetual Slavery. They march ſome- 
times with a kundred Horſe through 
Deſarts for 4 Months together, all 
people flying at their approach; each 
carries aBag of Barley-meal upon his 
Horſe-back, with ſome Biskets and 
Cuſcum, which is a ſort of Paſt fry'd 
with Butter, They are more careful 
of their Horſes than themſelves ; it 
being a Common Proverb among 'em, 
That to loſe one's Horſe is to loſe one's 
Head, Their Horſes are never houſed 
in the worſt of Weather, not even 
thoſe of their Princes. Their Arms 
are a Sword and Bow, with Head- 
\ Pieces of Male; they can ſhoot their 

Arrows behind them, like the ancient 
Parthians, The Cham has no ſtanding 
Army, only 200 Fuſiliers ſor his 
Guards. He has theTyth of all Boo- 
tys. They are great obſervers of the 
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Mahometan Lam: Their Juſtice, whe- 
ther in 2 or oy Matters, is 
immediately upon the ſpot. They 
ſpeak the Turkiſþ Language wich ſome 
mixture. The Cham has 5 Seraglio's. 
He keeps his Treaſure in a Town cal- 
led Mancop, ſeated on a Mountain, in- 
habited by Fews, who obey a Tartar 
Governor : This Place is his retreat 
in caſe of Rebellion or Wars with 
the Great Turk. The old Heathen Tar- 
tars had abundance of odd ridiculous 
Ceremonies, but Heatheniſm is now in 
a manner extinct in that Country.

Taſſo, an Iſland in the Ægean Sea,

Tat ius, K. of the Sabins being enrag- 
ed that the Romans had violently ſei- 
ed his Subjects Daughters, marched 
againſt them; but the War was pre- 
vented by the Women, who put them- 
ſelyes between their Fathers and Huſ- 
bands. This happened the fourth . 
after the foundation of Rome. Three 
years after peace being {wore between 
the Romans and Tatius, he came and 
reſided at Rome, quitting his old Seat 
at Cures, whence the Romans took the 
Name of Quirites : He was murther- 
ed ſix Vears after by Romulus's procure- 
ment, who diflik'd ſuch aCompetitor.

The Champions, who are always of 
Quality, are clad in Black, but their

Tauris is ſcitu- 
ate in a Plain not far from a Moun- 
tain, which Modern Authors take to 
be Oronzes, the little River Spingtica 
divides it into two, and ſometimes 
dammages the Inhabitants; the River

Where- 
upon he kill'd ſome of them, and his 
Father running to their aſſiſtance was 
alſo kill'd by him, which when he 
underſtood he left Ithaca and came 
into Italy, where he laid the Founda- 
tionof aTown of Tuſculum, now called 
Traſcate. 

Telephanes, Slave to a Cart- maker 
of Cume, in the leſſer Aßa, was de- 
ſigned by the Oracle to be King of 
the Lydians, whoſe Embaſſador find- 
ing him in the Shop bought him of 
his Maſter, and immediately declared 
him King ; at the ſame time there 
hapned to be a Husbandman who 
had beſpoke a Cart, and would have 
Telephanes finiſh it, that he might 
brag he had a Cart made by the 
King of the Lydians. 

Telephanes, ( Sicyonian) a famous 
Painter, and the firſt that excelled 
in that Art: He flouriſhed under 
Xerxes and Darius. 

Teleſcope, a Glaſs fixed in a Tub, 
wherewith an Object may be ſeen at 
a great diſtance, as if but a few Paces 
off. This Inſtrument was invented 
in the 17th Century, by Fames Me- 
tius, a great Mathematician, Native of 
Alcmar in Holland, who prelented the 
States with one in 1608. By means 
of this Teleſcope we obſerve ſome 
Spots in the Sun, and a great num- 
ber of Mountains that ſeem to vomit 
Flames ; as alſo that Mercury, Venus 
and Mars ſeem ſometimes round and 
full, and at other times there 1s but 
part of their Circle ſeen, and imi- 
tate the ſeveral forms of the Moon, 
according to their different Poſitions 
in reſpect of the Sun; beſides this 
there have been little Stars obſerved 
to move round Jupiter. By this In- 
ſtrument it has been found out that 
the Milky way or Via lactea is but a 
heap of Stars of leſs light than the

other, and that there are a great na. 
ny more Stars then were formerly 
known, The Ancients determined 
the number to 1022, but that num. 
ber is found in the very Conſtellati. 
on of Orion, without ſpeaking of 
leveral other Stars that appear and 
diſappear from time to time, as that 
which was ſeen from 1600 to 1626 
upon the Swan's Breaſt, that whick 
appeared in 1610 near.the Swan's 
Head, and that which was obſerved 
in 1612 and 1664 in the Conſtellati. 
on of Andromeda, &c. 

Tell ( William ) one of the princi- 
pal of the Swiſſers Conſpiracy in 
1307,who having paſſed ſeveral times

diſtance. Tel made Anſwer, that 
the Command was Barbarous, and 
that he had rather die than hazard 
his Child's Life; but Griſler threat. 
ning to put them both to Death, 
Tell ventured and had the good luck 
to beat it off without any harm to 
the Child: all admired his Dexter. 
ty; but the Governor, who oblcr- 
ving he had another Arrow unde! 
his Doublet,asked what he carried it 
for, he prelently anſwered, that 1! 
was always the Cuſtom never to cat- 
ry a Bow without two Arrows 
This was not ſatisfactory; fo Gi 
ler preſſed him to tell the Realo!, 
with a promiſe of Life if he to| 

the Truth: Whereupon Tell confel- 
ſed, that it was to kill him if he bad

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 wwilias, a Poet of Elis in the Mo. 
7 He learned the Phocians an odd 
Stratagem when they made War a- 
gainſt the Theſſalians, counſellin 
them to chooſe 600 of their ſtoute 
Men, and make their Clothes and 
Armes all White with Chalk, then 
to ſend them towards the Enemies 
Camp at Night, with Orders to kill 
all that were not of their Colour ; 
this took ſo well that the Theſſalians 
aſtoniſhed at ſo extraordinary a ſight 
made no Reſiſtance at all, and left 
3000 killed on the place. 

Temple of Solomon, as it was. for- 
merly upon Mount Moriah, where Da 
vid had ſeen the Angel, with a na- 
ked Sword in his Hand ; this Holy 


Place was divided into four parts, 


all with the ſame Wall, viz. the Par- 
vis or Court of the Gentiles, that of 
the Fews,' the Sanctuarium or Court 
of the Prieſts, and the Sanctum San- 
forum. The Parvis or Court of the 
Gentiles was 5oo Paces in Circuit, 
and had a high Gallery about 1t, 
ſupported by ſeveral Marble Pillars, 
and four Gates towards the four 
Parts of the World, and was com- 
mon to both Gentiles and Fews, who 
fold Sheep, Lambs, Pidgeons, Cc. 
for to be Sacrificed. Out of this 
the People entred into that of the 
Fews, which was very Magnificent, 
ing likewiſe ſurrounded with Gal- 
leries ; the Floor was of Marble of 
ſeveral Colours, the Walls guilt 
with very fine Gold, and the Doors 
with Plates of Silver. The Sandu- 
arium, 1n which the Prieſt Worſhip 
ed and Officiated, was 40 Cubits 
long and zo wide; the Pavement 
Porphyry, and the Walls covered witl. 
Plates of Gold ; in the middle was 
a ſquare Braſs Altar, each fide being 
20 Cubits wide, and 10 high, upon 


which they burned the Beaſts that 


were offered in Sacrifice, the Firebe- 
ing continually kept in by the Prieſts. 
On both ſides were 10 great Bral: 
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Veſſels in form of Cherubims, Lions, 
Oxen, Cc. to hold the Water to 
waſh the Victims; on the right fide 
was another great Braſs Veſſel called 
4 Sea, by realon of the prodigious 
quantity of Water it contained. 
This was ſupported by 12 Oxen of 
Braſs; and ſerved the Prieſts and 
Levites to waſh their Hands and 
Feet before they began their Sacri- 
fices : hence they went to the Porch, 
which was 20 Cubits long and 10 
wide, where ſtood 2 great Pillars 
of Copper, adorned with 200 Pome- 
granates of the ſame Metal; out 
of this Porch they entred into the 
Temple, which had no Roof, where 


there was an Altar all covered with 


Gold, on which they offered Frank- 


incenſe and precious Perfumes ; on 


both ſides were 10 great Golden 
Candleſticks, having each 7 Bran- 
ches, and as many Lamps that burn- 
ed perpetually, with 10 Tables of 
Gold on which they put the Shew- 
Bread for the Prieſts Maintenance. 
After this was the Sanctum Sanfo- 
rum, 20 Cubits ſquare, whereof 10 
were covered with Gold, and the 
other 10 with Gold and precious 
Stones. In this place was kept the 
Ark of the Covenant, covered with 
2 Cherubims of pure Gold 10 Cubits 
high, and here none entered but the 
High Prieſt. Foſepbus ſays, there 
were in the Temple 1cooo Candle- 
{ticks of Gold,10000 Tables covered 
with the ſame Metal,and 1 that was 
very big all Gold; zo000 Cups of 
Gold, 160000 of Silver, $0000 
Diſhes of Gold, 160000 of Silver, 
50000 Golden Baſons, 100000 Silver 
ones, 20000great Golden Veſſels, 40000 
Silver, 20000 Golden Cenſers, and 
5 0000 leſſer ones, t000 Habits, ſet 
with precious Stones, tor the Prieſts, 
200000 Silver Trumpets, and 40000 
Gold and Silver Inſtruments of Mu- 
ick.

Its generally ſaid, Solomon employ'd 
000 Millions of Gold for the Buil- 
Jing of this Structure. Any might 
enter into the Parvis or Court of 
the Gentiles, but there were Pillars 
at the entrance of the ſecond, where 
it was written in Greek, Hebrew and 
Latin Letters, that it was lawful for 
none but the Iſraelites to go into it. 
The Womens Parvis was for that 
Sex alone. The Parvis of Iſrael was 
for ſuch as were cleanſed from all 
legal Impurities : And the Prieſts 
Parvis was ſo appropriated to them 
that the Laity never enter'd it but 
when they offer'd Sacrifices ; there 
were 7 ſorts of Miniſters that be- 
Jonged to this Temple; 1. the High 
Prieſt, 2. the Sagan or his Vicar, 
two Catholikin or Subſtitutes of this 
Sagan, 4. the 7 Immarkalins who 
took care of the Keys of the Doors 
of the Treaſury. 5. The 3 Gizbarin 
or Treaſurers. 6. The chief of the 
Prieſts that Officiated during their 
Weeks. 7. The Heads of the Fami- 
lies of this Order or Claſſis; and 8. 
thoſe who were only bare Prieſts. 
The firſt 5 Orders formed a kind of 
Council, which had the care of what 
belonged to the Temple; beſides there 
were 15 Deputies, in the nature of 
a Committee, part of which was 
changed every Week, with the Claſs 
or Order of Prieſts. The Body of 
the Prieſts were divided into 24 
Claſſes, each dividing the Sacred 
Function proportionably to the num- 
bers of Families of which it was 
compoſed. The Levites did the Of- 
fice of Porters, Overſeers, Singers 
and Muſicians : The Conlorts of Vo- 
cal Muſick conſiſted only of theſe, 
but in thoſe of Inſtrumental Muſick 
Perſons of all Tribes were admitted, 
provided they were Allied to an 
Sacerdotal Family: There were alſo 
24 Claſſes or Orders of Iſraelites who 
were obliged to come to the Temple

ruſalem, Plunder'd the Chriſtians as 
well as Infidels, made War againſt the 
King. By theirAdvices the Souldan of 
Egypt got an oppertunity of Sur- 
prizing the Emperor Fredrick II; be- 
ing convicted of theſe and other 
horrid Crimes, by Commiſſioners na- 
med by Pope Clement V. and Philip 
the Fair, Fames of Molai, a Gentle- 
man of Burgundy, Great Maſter of 
the Order was burned at Paris, and 
ſeveral others Executed in other Pro- 
vinces. In 1313 the Order was ex- 
tinguiſhed, moſt of their Lands gi- 
ven to St. ohn of Feruſalem'sOrder, 
then of Rhodes, but now of Malta.

which riſing gradually ſhewed by 1ts 
height and Ellevation what the other 
did by the Shaddow.Others ſay they 
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were Figures made by Aſtrology, and | h 


that the Stars influenc'd them with 
a certainVertuethat madethem ſpeak, 
Doctor Spencer demonſtrates, that 
theſe Images or Idols came from the 
Amorites and Chaldeans, and that Tera- 
phim is aChaldee Word, which ſignifies 
theſame thing with Seraphim in He. 
brew He adds, that the Egyptian Idol 
Serapis is the ſame with the Teraphim 
or Seraphim of the Hebrews.Levi Ben-

Terberis, or Trebelius, the firſt Chri- 
ſtian King of Pontus, about 866 left 
the Kingdom to his Son, who alſo 
became a Chriſtan, and turn'd Fryer 
himſelf, until hearing that the Son 
re-eſtabliſhed the Worſhip of falſe 
Gods, he quited the Convent, put 
out his Eyes, gave the Kingdom to 


his Erother, and then retired again

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Terentia, Cicero's Wife, after Tully 
had left her Saluſt married her to 
diſcover his Enemies Secrets. 

Terentius, a Comick Poet of Car- 
thage, was Slave to Terentius Lucanus, 
a Noble Roman ; but his Wit and 
good Mien ſoon gained him Liberty. 
He happily hit upon the fine ſtrain 
of Comedy, and left ſome inimita- 
ble Pieces behind him: His Latin is 
eſteemed pure and excellent. Czcero 
praiſes him in ſeveral places, conſi- 
ders him as the Rule and Standard of 
the Language, adding that his Co- 
medies ſeemed ſo Charming and Elo» 
quent, that they were thought to be 
Writen by Scipio and Lelius, and the 
greateſt Maſters of Stile in that Age. 

Terentius, General of the Roman 
Army, under the Emperor Valens, 
who gained many Victories, for 
which this Prince offered him what- 
ever he ſhould ask ; whereupon he 
Petitions for a Church for the Cbri- 
ſtians, Palens, who was an Arian, be- 
ing angry tore the Paper, and bid 
im ask any thing elſe. Terentius 
having gathered up all the Pieces, 
{poke thus. I have received a Preſent 
from you. T ſhall keep it, and ſpall ask 
no other, and appeal to God for the rea- 
ſonableneſs of my Choice. 

Terich Dilcarnaim, a famous Epocba 
of the Eaſtern Greeks, generally cal- 
led ra of the Seleucides, it began 
A. M. 3742, 312 Years before our 
Saviour, when Seleucus, one of 4. 
lexander the Great's Generals Con- 
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quered Babylon, and moſt part of the 
Earth, from his Rival Antigonzs. The 
Authors of the two Books of the 
Maccabes have made uſe of this Epo- 
que, but with this difference, that in 
the firſt Book theſe Years of Seleuci- 
des begin in- the Month of Niſan, 
which anſwers our March, and in the 
ſecond in the Month of Tiſri, wiiich 
is the ſame with our September. So 
Authors call it the Alexandriar') 7 
and place it preciſely on the 
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September, 12 Years after Alexander's 


Death, that is A. M. 3742. It is 
not to be confounded with the Phi- 
lippen Era, or of Philip Aride- 
#5, Brother and Succeſſor of Alex- 
ander the Great, which began the 
Year of Alexander's Death, i. e. A. 
M. 3730, and 324 before Chriſt. 

Terri, in Latin Interamna, a Town 
of Ombria in Italy, near the River 
Ner or Nera. It's a Biſhops See, in- 
dependant of any Metropolitan. 

Terra Auſtralis, a large Country 
towards the Antarctique Pole, diſco- 
vered by Captain Gonneville of Hon- 
fleur in Normandy, who was driven 
thither by a Tempeſt. This Captain 
after he had ſtaid ſome time to ob- 
ſerve the Country, returned into 
Normaudy ; and the better to con- 
firm his Diſcoveries brought one of 
the King's Sons of thoſe Parts along 
with him; but falling into the 
Hands of an Engliſh Privateer, in 
fight of Guernzey, they made com- 
plaint to the Admiralty of England, 
and gave in an Account of theirVoy- 
age, and ' amongſt other Particulars 
that this Country which he calls 
the Southern Indies 1s very Fruitful, 
that there are many Roots which 
give extraordinary Tinctures or 
Dyes. that its well ſtored with 
Beaſts, Birds, Fiſh, ec. and well 
Inhabited. The Country is divided 
into imall Towns, of 40 or 80 Ca- 
bins each, that they are docile, and 
of a fair Cemplexion , love their 
eaſe, and go halt naked, eſpecially 
the Young People, and wear fine 
Cloaks of Mat or Feathers, which 
tre round them like Aprons , the 
Men down to the Knees, and the 
Women to the middie of the Leg : 
Their Arms are a Bow and Arrows, 
and each Canton has its much reſpe- 
cted King. 

Terra Del Fuego , an Ifland in the 
Form of a Triangle, having the 
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Hawkins,Lemary,and the reſt found it 


was nothing but a number of Iſlands: 


It has pleaſant fruitful Valleys be. 
tween high Hills, watered by Rivers 
and little Brooks, having many Har. 
bours. The Mountains are covered 
with fine and good Timber ; The 
Air is often temperate; the Inhabi. 
tants are as white as the Europeans, 
but they paint themſelves red ; they 
are nimble, and of ourStature, their 
Hair black; they are very rude, eat- 
ing Raw Fleſh, having neither Reli 
gion nor Civil Government; immo- 
deſt to the Higheſt degree, treache. 
rous, flattering Strangers firſt, and 
deſtroying them upon an adyan- 
tage. 

Terraile, (Peter) of Bayard, of a Gen- 
tleman's Family in Daupbine, the great- 
eſt General of his Age, ſirnamed the 
Knight, without Fear or Reproach, 
was much beloved by Charles VIII 
Lewis, XII. and Francis I. which laſt 
having won the Battel of Marignan 
againſt the Switzers, deſired to be 
knighted by him, and to be embracd 
according to the Ceremonies of the 
ancient Knights: Bayard, who was 
of a pleaſant Temper, holding his 
naked Sword in his Hand, ſpoke to 
it thus ; How happy art thou in confer- 
ring Knighthood on ſo vertuous and pow- 
erful a Monarch ! truly my truſiy Blade 
thou ſhalt be henceforth honoured and ket 
as 4 Relique, for I will never make uſe 
of thee hut againſt the Turks, Saraces 
and Moors: And fo putting it up, he 
gave two Skips for joy: After this 
he was at the Siege of Pampelund, al 
defended Mezeres, a Place of no con- 
fiderable ſtrength againſt Charles.

Tertullian Quintus Septimius Florens, 
a Prieſt of Carthage, much eſteemed 
in the beginning of the Third Age, 
he was nobly deſcended , his Father 
being a Pagan, brought him up ſo; 
but God ſhewing him the true way, 
he was baptized, and appeared a ve- 
ry Zealous Defender of his Faith : He 
had all the Ornaments 'of Human 


; Battel of Rebeck, 1424. when he 


he put not his Name to it: He wrote 
ſeveral other things in defence of ths 
True Faith, to diſprove the Cuſtoms 
of the Idolaters, and againſt the 
Marchioniſts and Palentinians , with 
ſo much Eloquence, Reaſon and Con- 
vincing Proofs, that as Vincentius Li- 
rinenſis ſpeaks of him, every Word 
ſeems a Sentence, and every Sentence 
a Victory: After all this, he deſer- 
ted the Church, taking diſguſt that 
B. Victor was preferred to that See 
before himſelf. Others ſay, It was 
becauſe Pope Zephirin uſed Adulterers 
with ſuch mildneſs, as to admit 'em 
to Publick Pennance, which did not 
agree with his Auſtere Temper, and 
found the Doctrine of Preclus, Diſci- 
or of Montanus far more conforma- 
le to his Temper ; for on one ſide he 
advanced nothing contrary to the 
Myſteries of the Trinity and Incarna- 
tion ; and on the other, he exhorted 
and moved his Diſciples to frequent 
Faſtings, a Rigorous Continence, 
and an Ardent defire of Martyrdom, 
which he held it was unlawful to 
ſhun, The outward appearances of 
Piety pleaſed Tertullian , and made 
him revolt, for which he was excom- 
municated by the Pope; upon this 
Tertullian being of a Hot Temper, 
and looking on himſelf as ill us'd, 
and being taken with the Specious 
Auſterities of the Aontaniſts , went 
over to their Sect ; but then *tis not 
robable that Tertullian ever ſunk fo 
ow as the Dregs of Montaniſm, but 
that he believ'd nothing farther than 
that Aſontanus was a new Prophet and 
Paraclete, and fent into the World 
for the Reformation of Chriſtians,

ſtins Rule; hereupon theKing of Fe. 
ruſalem, by the Emperor's Authority, 
created the firſt Knights, to the num- 
ber of forty, making Walpot their 
Great Maſter. This Order began to 
be very conſiderable under the fourth 
Great Maſter , Herman of Saltra, 
elected in 1210, in whoſe time theſe 
Knights reſcued Fohn the Son of Hen- 
ry, King of Feruſalem, in a Battel 
which the Chriſtians loſt againſt the 
Syrians, for which ood Service, the 
ſame Sohn honour'd them with the 
proper Arms of the Km. of Feruſalem; 
after this the Duke of Maſſovia in Po 
land gave their Knights a grant of 
what Lands they could conquer from 
the Pagans in Pruſſia, who by little 
and little conquered Livonia and Cur- 
land, and afterwards Ruſſia , where 
they alſo eſtabliſhed the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion: The Principal Houſe of the 
Order was eſtzbliſhed at Marpurg, a 
Town in Heſſis , and afterwards 
tranſlated to Maſienbourgh in Fruſſia , 
in 1510. Theſe Knights choſe Albert 
Marqueſs of Brandenbourgh, Nephew 
to Sig iſmond King of Poland for their 
great Maſter, but this Prince turn: 
ing Lut heran, treated with the King 
of Poland, to make himſelf abſolute 
Maſter of Pruſſia, and to hold it in fee 
of the Crown of Poland: After this 
Agreement, the Duke quitted the 
Title of Great Maſter, and drove al! 
the Knights out of Pruſſia: Since that 
time this Country is ealled Duca! 
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| Pruſſia. The Teutons retired to Mer- 
genthein. alias, Mariandall in Franco- 
nia, and choſe Walter de Cromberg for 
the Adminiſtrator of Pruſſia, who 
was then Grand Maſter of the Tent o- 
nick Order in Germany: This Or- 
der conſiſts of 12 Provinces; each 
Province hath its Gommandaries, and 
the ancienteſt of the Commanders 1s 
called the Provincial ; but all arc un- 
der the Great Maſter, who keeps his 
Reſidence at Mariendall in Franconia, 


ſince the Order was forced out of 
Pruſſia, and is worth about 20000

Theocritzs, a Greek Poet born at 
Syracuſe. He wrote Paſtorals called 
Idyllia, which Virgel imitated in his 
Ecclogs. Tis faid the Tyrant Hzero 
E im to Death for giving him a 

Character. Theocritus wrote in 
the Dorick Dialect, and was a con- 
fiderable Maſter in his way. 

Theodelinda , Queen of the Lom- 
Bards, who after her Husband Au- 
tharis's Death about 592, kept the 
Crown and put it upon her ſecond 
Husband A4izulphas's Head. She made 


the Lombards abandon Arianiſme, but 


fell her ſelf afterwards into the 
Schilme of the. Biſhops of Iſtria, 
diſſenting about the three Chapters, 
untill Gregory the Great reclaimed 
her. She outlived Aigulphus, and 
Govern'd the Kingdom with her Son 
from 616 to 626, that Arioaldus 
Dethron'd them. 

Theodora, a powerful Roman Lady 
in 908, by the means of the Mar- 
quis of Tuſcany, who gave her the 
Command of the Caſtle of Angelo. 
She created Popes after her Pleaſure, 
gave Fohn, one of her Gallants, the 
Biſhoprick of Bolognia, and after 
made him Pope, by the name of 
Fobn, She had a Daughter called 
Maroria who was as hand ſome and as 
lend as her felf. 

Theodorick, King of the Oſtrogoths 
in Italy, was Son of Walamer, King 
of part of Dacia and Meſia , by a 
Concubine called Erlieve or Vſebia. 
Being returned from Conſtantinople, 
where he was kept a Heſtage ten 
'Years under Leo the Thracian, he was 
Crowned King after his Father and 
Uncle Theodemer and Waldemer, and 
ſoon after aſſiſted the Emperor Zeno, 
expell'd by Baſiliſcus, and defeated 
the Officers that had revolted againſt 
him ; who thereupon decreed him a 
Triumph, erected him a Statue on 
Horſe-back at Conſtamtinctle, adopted 
him for hisSon, and gave him part of 
Lower Aecſia, and the Town of Novi,

march againſt Odoacer in Italy, who 
had deteated Phæba King of the 1+. 
uli. Theodorick looking upon this 
Sonjuncture as favorable to his De. 
ſigns, came into Italy, having beater

who was his Secretary of State; tho 
this Prince was an Arian, he did not 
perſecute , but rather protected the 
Orthodox : He did not love thole that

Theodorus, Diogenes Laertius names 
24 great Men of this Name, the firſt 
was of Samos, and adviſcd the lay- 
ing of Charcoale in the Foundation 
of the Temple of Epheſus; ſaying, 
That the Place being moiſt the Coale 
would become ſo ſolid that no Water 
would get into it. The Second was 
Native of Cyrenes, a Geometer, and 
Plato's Maſter ; 
great Orators, Philoſophers, &c. 

Theodorus Lector liv'd in the fifth 
Century, ſo called becauſe he was 
a Reader in the Church of Conſtan- 
tinople ; He wrote a Hiſtory called, 
Collectanea Hiſtoriæ Eccleſiaſtice, which 
begins at the Death of Theodofizs the 
Younger* and proceeds as far as the 
Reign of the Emperor Fuſtin. 

Theodorus Studites, ſo called be- 
cauſe he was Abbot of the Monaſte- 
ry built by the Conſul Studius in the 
Suburbs of Conſtantinople ; He Flou- 
riſhed in the ninth Century. He 
could not bear the Liberty which 
the Emperor Conſtantine Son of Leo 
IV. took in leaving his -Empreſs 
and marring Theodora, which diſor- 
der being conniv'd at by thePatriachz 
Taraſius Studites and Plato, another 
Abbot refus'd to Communicate with 
him for ſome time. He was a Zea- 
lous Champion for Images, and ſuf- 
fered much on that account ; he 
dyed in the Year 826. He wrote ſe- 
veral things as his Will and Teſta- 
ment, which are inſerted by Barons. 
us in one hundred and thirty four 
Catechetical Sermons, Epiſtles, &c. 

Teodoſſus I. Emperor, called, the 
Great, a Native of Stain, Son to 
another of the Name, an excellent 
Officer murdered by Valens in Afri- 
ca, though 'twas he that deliver'd 
him from the Tyranny of Firms ; his 
great Valour and Prudence made the 
Emperor Gratian, being attacked by 
the Goths and Germans to admit Thes- 


doſi15 to ſhare with him of the Go- 
vernment; all People approv'd the 


Choice, 


the reſt were all 
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Choice, and he received the Purple 
at Sirmich, in 379, and 43d year of 
his Age: Paſſing thence into Thracia, 
he routed the Goths, and carried the 
News himſelf of the Victory; ſo Gra- 
tian falling ſick the year after at Theſ- 
faloniea , he was baptized, and then 
publiſhed ſeveral Edicts againſt Here- 
ticks ; Athanaricus K. of the Gothe be- 
ing baniſh'd his Km. came to Conſtan- 
tinople, where Theodoſius received him 
honourably, and much pittied him, 
afterwards he made an honourable 
Peace with the Perſians : He call'd the 
Second General Council held at Con- 
ſtantinople in 381. Valentinian who 
reigned in the Weſt, was much diſtur- 
bed by the Uſurper Maximus, who 
having killed Gratian, declared him- 
felf Emp. 3 Theodofius fortified himſelf 
againſt him, - firſt by Prayer and Faſt- 
ing, and afterwards defeated him in 
two Battels, one in Hungary, and the 
other in Italy; and purſuing him to 
Aquileia, forced his Soldiers to deli- 
ver him up; he deſigned to pardon 
him, but the Soldiers looking on him 
as unworthy of Mercy , diew him 
out of his Tent, and cut off his Head: 
— 4 having thus ſecured the 
Weſt for Valentinian, aſſured the Eaſt 
for himſelf and his Succeſſors; and 
came the year after to Rome, where 
he triumphed, and quite aboliſhed 
all the Remains of Idolatry: But in 
390, the Inhabitants of Theſſalonica 
having in a Tumult killed one of his 
Generals, he left the Town to the diſ- 
cretion of his Soldiers, who killed 
7000 of the Citizens: Every Body 
murmured at this Action, and S. Am- 
broſe wrote the Emp. a Letter, to ex- 
hort him to Repentance , and ſome 
Months after, the Emperor being at 
Aſlan, he refuſed to admit him into 
the Church, until he had undergone 
$ Months Pennance for that Raſh 
Action. After this, Abogaſtus having 
killed Palentinian, to avoid the Pu- 
niſhment of his Crime, chole Eugzeni- 
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u5 a mean Man, who had tans 
Grammar, and got himſelf San 
Emperor, on Condition that he 
would tolerate Idolatry : Theodoſug 
routed him, and he himſelf being ta. 
— Fr the 3 wh cut off his

the Sixth Age; he is much valued 
for a Hiſtory in 10 Books, which he 
wrote of Fuſtin's War againſt Coſroes, 
and, for tome other Treatiſes.

Theophania, the Empreſs , Wife of 
Romanus, Emperor of the Eaſt, after 
whole Death ſhe poiſoned her Eldeſt 
Son Stephen, ſaving Baſilius and Con- 
ſtantine, becauſe being then very 
young, they could be no Bar to her 
Ambition: Afterwards having made 
Nicephoras Phocas's Triumph, ſhe in.

but ſhe who conſented to the Match, 
only blinded by Paſſion, ſoon chang'd 
ber Love into Hatred, ſo that upon 
he News ſhe receiv'd that Otho's 
Leutenants whom he endeavoured 
0 lurprize by Treachery , had cut 
Army in pieces, and retaken the 
Ungdom of Naples from the Greci- 


Theophanes of Conſtantinople lived in 
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by Fobn Zimiſces an excellent Office 
who was at the ſame time placed up- 
on the Throne; but he repented 
himſelf of the Villany, baniſhed the 
Murtherers, and the Empreſs Theopha- 
nia, and joined the Young Princes 
Baſilius and Conſtantine to the Go- 
vernment with him; who after his 
Death recalled their Mother from 
Baniſhment, and gave her part of the 
Government as afore. | 
Theop he bus, Brother-in-Law to th 
Emperor Theophilus ; his Father was a 
Perfian Ambaſſador of the Royal Fa- 
mily ; Theophilus married his Siſter to 
him, and made him General of the 
Army compoſed of thoſe Perſons, 
who to eſcape the Tyranny of the 
Sarazens, had paſſed into the Greci- 
ans Service, who not being well paid 
by Theophilus, declared Theophobus Em- 
peror, but he appeaſed the Tumult, 
and refus'd their Profer : yet after- 
wards Theophilus ſuſpecting him, or- 
dered that he ſhould be cloſely im- 
priſoned; and being himſelf ſoon af- 
ter very weak, and near his end, 
commanded him to be beheaded, tho 
innocent; and having deſir'd it ſhould 
be brought him to his Bed, with all 
the ſtrength left him , he took it up 
by the Hair, and cry'd, el, if I 
ceaſe to be Theophilus, you muſt alſo 
ceaſe to be Theophobus. 

Theophraſtus Ereſus, a Philoſopher, a 
Diſciple firſt of Lucippus, then of Pla. 
te, and at laſt of Ariftotle; who 
changed his Name of Tyrtanus to The- 
opbraſtus ; becaule of his Divine Elo- 
quence he ſucceeded this Philoſopher, 
and compoſed ſeveral Flumes. He 
laid of an Orator without Judgment, 
That he was 4 Horſe without 4 Bridle. 
When he took notice of one that 
aid nothing; if you are 4 Man of Parts, 
laid he, you do 1! ; if you are not, you 
are an able man. He always uſed to 
lay, That there was nothing- ſo dear as 
time; and that they that laviſbed it to 
no purpoſe, were the moſt prodigal people

He wa- 
ged War againſt the Amazons, and 
vanquiſhed Creon King of the The. 
bans. Eoets feigned that he killed 
the Minotaure of the Iſland Candia, 
whereof Minos was King : The truth 
is, that Minos being ſtrong at Sea to 
revenge his Son Androgeos's Death ob- 
liged the Athenia sto fend him a year- 
ly Tribute of Boys and Girls until 
Theſevs by his Courage freed them 
by killing the Minotaure, and came 
out of the croſs windings of the 
Labyrinth, by the aſſiſtance of Ariad-

Theſe Ceremonies and Sacrifices were 
lo religiouſly obſerved, that during 
all the time the Women lay upon 
the Ground without Eating or 
Drinking, and had not the liberty 
of haviug their Husbands wait 
them, for they were to be pure and 
without ſpot.

Theſtor a Prince of Candia had two 
Daughters, Thonce and Leucippe, the 
firſt of which was taken away by 
Pyrats, who carried her to Caria, 
where the King bought and married 
her. Theſtor ſome time after reſolved 
to FO and ſeek his Daughter, and 
landed in Caria, where he was taken 
for a Spy, becauſe he would not diſ- 
cover himſelf. Leucippe came thither 
diſguis'd in the habit of a Prieſt in 
obedience to the Oracle, which or. 
dered her to take that Habit if ſhe 
deſired to find her Father and Siſter, 
The Queen Thonoe obſerving the no- 

le Mean of Leucippe endeavour'd to 
gain her Love; but meeting a diſ- 
apointment accus'd her falſly of a 
Crime, whereupon ſhe was Con- 
demn'd to Death. This Execution 
was to be done in the Temple ; The- 
ſtor was choſen to do it, and was to

my were at laſt defeated, and he 
himſelf beheaded. 

Theudordus VI. King of the Goths. 
In the Reign of Theodeſius the Youn- 
ger in 421 he refuſed the Roman Al- 
liance laid Siege to Orleans, and be- 
ing at the great gattle of Attila King 
of the Huns, in the Plains of Cha- 
tons, where there were above 390000 
Men kill'd, he quitted his Horſe, and 
had the ill luck to be trod to Death 
in the 334 Vear of his Reign. 

Thierri I. King of France, was Son b 
of Clovis II. He was ſeated on the 
Thrones of Neuſtria and Burgundy 


by the care of Ebroin Major of the "144

ter Childeric got him ſhay'd and put | 
up in the Abby of St. Den#, and - | 
Ebroin was put in that of Luxenil in 
Burgundy ; both had their Liberty

Men to his Refentment. He made 
War in Thisrrs's Name againſt Dagg. 
8 D 2 ber, 
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bert II. Thierri died in 690, leaving 
Clovis III. and Childebert II. &c. 

Thierri the firſt of this Name, 
King of Auſtraſia, was Son of Clovis 
the Great; he reſided at Merz.; 
he defeated the Danes, and being 
Join'd with Clodomir his Brother, 
tought Godomer King of Burgundy in 
the Plains of Yoirou in Dauphin in 
524; afterwards he aſſiſted Hermen- 
froy King of Thuringia, who kept 
not his Word with him. Thierri 
being provoked, being alſo aſſiſted 
by Clotarizs his Brother, beat the 
Thuringians ; ſome time after, in the 
Year 531, having drawn Hermenfroy 
to Zulphiz under the colour of a ſafe 
Conduct; he order d him to be 
thrown down a Percipice from the 
top of the Town Walls, and by this 
means he added Thuringa to his own 
Realm. | 

Saint Thomas the Apoſtle, ſurna- 
med Didymus, i. e. Twin, not being 
with the reſt when our Saviour ap: 
peared to them after his Reſurrecti- 
on, he would not believe it until he 
ſaw and touched his Hands, Feet 
and the Wound in his Side; this In- 
credulity occaſioning an uncontroul- 
able Proof made ſome of the Holy 
Fathers ſay, That his Doubt did us 
more Service than all the other Apoſtles 
Faith. He Preached the Goſpel to 
the Ethiopians, Parthians, Perſians, 
Medes and Indians, and thoſe of the 
Iſland of Taprobane; and was run 
through with a Launce near the 
Town of Meliapar, now called the 
Town of Saint Thomas, Late Hiſto- 
rians tell us for a certain truth, that 
in the Kingdoms of Marſinga and 
Cranganor, and in the Neighbouring 
Provinces it paſſes for unqueſtiona- 
ble Tradition, that the Apoſtles 
Preached the Goſpel there; the 
Chriſtians who live there call them- 
ſelves Chriſtians of St. Themas, and 
report ſeveral ſtrange things of him, 
contained, as they tay, in their An- | 
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nals, which are ſung by the Children 
of Mallabar in 6 rnd Rag pay 
guage. He was by Trade a Fiſher, 
He made up in Pious Affections what 
he ſeemed to want in the quickneſs 
of his Underſtanding, not readily 
apprehending ſome of our Lerd' 
Diſcourſes, nor over forward to he. 
Heve more than what he had ſee, 
When he had ſatisfied his Faith with 
a demonſtration from Sence, our $4. 
viour {aid no more, but that it ws 
well he believed bis own Senſes, yet that 
it was a more commendable Act of Faith 
to acquieſce in a rational Evidence, gt. 
Thomas is laid to have dilpatched 
Thaddeus to Abgarus Lord of Flea, 
between whom and our Saviour the 
Letters commonly fatd to haye pa. 
ſed are ſtill extant in Eufebizs, whom 
he firſt cured of an old Diſeaſe, and 
afterwards Converted him and his 
People to the Chriſtian Faith, And 
ſome will have it that he met with 
the Magi who brought the new born 
Feſus the Preſents, and Baptized!and 
took them along with him as his 
Compan ions and Aſſiſtants. He came 
at laſt to India and travelled as far 
as the Iſland of Taprobane, ſince cal- 
led Sumatra, Preaching everywhere 
the Goſpel, calmly inſtructing them 
in the Principles of Chriſtianity by 
degrees perſwading them to renounce 
their Idolatry. The Portugueſe tell 
us, That St. Thomas came firſt 10 So- 
cotora, an Iſland of the Arabian Ses, 
thence to Cranganor , where having 
Converted many he Travelled fambe- 
into the Eaſt, and having ſucceſsfully 
Preached the Goſpel returned 10 ibe

they put alſo a Hammer in his Hand 
which they think he makes uſe of, 
beſides his Bow and Arrows, againſt, 
Evil Spirits; being thus dreſſed th 
place him upon a Table like an Al- 
tar, which commonly ſtands behind 
their Cabins ; round this Table they 
ſtick Branches of Pine and Birch, 
and border the Altar towards it 
with the ſame. They Sacrifice to 
him Reanes, which are a ſort of 
Dear; and ſometimes they offer o- 
ther Beaſts, as Lambs, Dogs, Rats 
and Hens, which they buy from the 
Norwegians, for they have none; af- 
ter the Sacrifice they place before 
the Idol a little Rox made of Barks:

Tignonville (William) Provoſt of 
Paris in the Reign of Charles VI. con- 
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for a Murther committed in 1408. 
but becaufe the Univerſity was pow- 
ertul, he being afraid that the Scho- 
lars would reſcue the Priſoners, put 
them to death in the Night by Torch- 
light; they hung on the Gibbet; or 4 
Months, during which time the Uni- 
verſity ſued ſo vigorouſly for Repara- 
tion, that Tignonville was forced to 
cut the Bodies down, kiſs them three 
times, and follow them with his 
Train of Officers, to the Convent of 
Maturins, whither they were carried 
in a Coffin upon a Cart-Bed by the 
Executioner mounted on the formoſt 
Horſe, and clad in a kind of Surplice 
of White-linen: 

Tigris Tigil, in Hebrew Hiddekel, a 
River of Aſia, which has its Spring 
in Armenia Major; an Arrow exprel- 
ſes its rapidity, which croſſing the 
Lake Arethuſe, runs into a Pit or Ca- 
vern at the foot of Mount Taurus, and 
thence into another Lake called 
Thoſpites, and buries it ſelf a ſecond 
time under the Ground, but after 
being ſwelled with ſeveral Rivers, it 
ſeparates Syria from Meſopotamia, di- 
vides it ſelf into two Parts, forms a 
great Iſland, and where it joins again 
receives the Name of Paſſitieris, runs 
through the Lakes of Chaldea, and 
laſt by two Mouths falls into the 
Perſian Gulf: The Emperor Tyrajan 
defign'd to cut a Channel to join the 
Tygris with the Enphrates, but having 
found that the Euphrates was the 
higher of the Two, he was afraid 
that it ſhould empty ſo much of its 
Water into the other, that it would 
become unnavigable. It's ſaid to run 
as far in one day as a Horſeman can 
run in ſeven, and makes the lookers 
on giddy , the overflowing of this 
River makes theNeighbouring Coun- 
try fruitful in Corn, Rice, Pulte 
and Dates. 

Tilbary, a Fort in Eſſex on the

in Germany 34 Years after Frederic 
the ads. Death; he impoſed upon 
many by telling his Tale thus, That 
fading after all his Misfortunes they 
had a deſign to Poyſon him, he re- 
ſolved to retire from the World in- 
to a Monaſtery; and that feigning 
to pals into Sicily on this diſfign, he 
entered Apulia and went to a Caſtle 
called Forentine , where he pretend- 
ing to be ſick, that having truſted 
the Secret to a Lord who had a lit- 
tle before left his Service; he by his 
means procured the Body of a Man 
who died the Day before, which he 
in the Night time drew up into his 
Chamber by the Window, and put 
in his Bed, and went out at the 
Window himſelf ; and that it was 
this Body which his Son Manfred bu- 
ried at Palermo inſtead of his ; that 
for himſelf he arrived at the Char- 
ter-Houſe of $quillace in Calabria in 
a Diſguiſe, where he was received ; 
and the Lord that accompanied him, 
having a Brother there, took the Ha- 
bit alſo ; that after Charles of Anjou 
had cut off his Grandchild Coura 
din's Head in 1268, he came to ano- 
ther Charter-Houſe in Campaigne nere 
Langres, call'd Luny, whence after- 
wards he came into Germany ; and 
ti. us either by his Cunning or Witch- 
craft he drew not only the meaner 
People, but alſo ſome Princes to his 
Party; amongſt others the Marquis 


| 
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of Miſnia and Tburingia; and hows 
received by thoſe at Nutz he rp. 
impudence to write to the Emperor 
Redolphus I. to leave the Empire 
who under a pretext of complying 
made uſe of all means to ſeize his 
Perſon, and having gain'd the Inha. 
bitants of Werzlar, in the County 
of Heſſe, he cauſed him to be brought 
back again to Nuit; others (ay, 


that this Impoſter being beſieged in 


the Town of Nui the Inhabitants 
delivered him to the Emperor, who 
Condemned him to be Burnt as a 
Magician. : 

Timagoras, an Athenian, who bei 
ſent on an Embaſſy to Darius, ha 
the Compliſance to adore him after 
the Perſian way, which being told 
at Athens they Condemned him to 
Death. 

Timariots, Soldiers who have the 
Revenues of certain Lands allowed 
them by the great Turk to ſerve in 
his Armies. Theſe Fiefs they poſles 
are called Timaes ; this Revenue is 
ſettled by Letters Patent from the 
Grand Signior, and may be from 
6009 to 20000 Afſpers, lacking one 
for the ſum of 20000 compleat is 
the Revenew of a Zaim; theſe Ji. 
mariots are oblig'd to furniſh a Horſe 
for every zodo Aſers fer Annum 
theſe Horſemen are called Gebelins, 
and are diſpoſed in Regiments that 
have their Coronet with Colours and 
Kettle Drums, they are never excu- 
ſed from ſerving in Perſon, they are. 
obliged to ſerve either by Sea or 
Land; for if they happen to be ſick 
they muſt get themſelyes carried in 
Litters; if Children then are they 
carried in Baskets and Hampers, and 
ſo inured from their Youth to the 
War; the moſt part of the Timariots 
have theſe Lands for them and their 
Heirs, and others enjoy them but 
during Life. In this caſe, or if they 
happen to die withoutChildren, theſe 
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Lands return to the Crown, ſome-

times much encreaſed by thoſe that 
| poſſeſſed them, ſo that the great Turk 
letting them to othersaccording to 
their worth, gets a greater number 
of Soldiers. 
Timoclea, a Noble Theban Lady, be- 
ing Raviſhed by one of Alexander the 
| Great's Captains, after the taking of 
| Thebes, invented means to revenge 
her ſelf, for the Captain preſſing her 
to diſcover where her Treaſure was, ſhe 
told him that ſhe had thrown it in- 
to a Well whether he deſcended, and 
when ſhe found that he was at the 
bottom ſhe hurled ſo many Stones 
upon him that ſhe kill'd him. This 
Action was praiſed by Alexander, 
who thereupon ordered that no ſuch 
Violence ſhould be offered for the 
tuture to Perſons of her Birth. 
Timomacus,a Conſtantinopolitan Pain- 
ter, who painted Ajax and Medea, 
which Cæſar bought for 80 Talents, 
which are about 4800 Crowns: and 
put them in the Temple of Venus. 
Timon, an Athenian, an Enemy of 
all Company, was ſurnamed Miſan- 
thropus or the Manhater ; being one 
Day asked why he hated all Man- 
kind beſides young Alcibiades, whom 
te ſ:emed to love, made anſwer, That 
it was becauſe he foreſaw he ſhould be 
the ruin of the Athenians ; and being 
one Day 1n a great croud he cryed 
aloud, That he had a Fig tree on which 
ſeveral had hang'd themſelves, but that 
be intending to build an Houſe deſign'd 
lo cut it down, wherefore he adviſed 
them if any had a mind to make uſe of 
the occaſion they ſhould do it quickly. 
His Tomb was on the Sea-ſhore, on 
which was engraven an Epitaph, 
wherein he made Imprecations a- 
einſt thoſe that ſhould read it. 
Timotheus the Mileſian, Son of Ther- 
ander the Muſitian, who added the 
loth and 11th Strings to the Harp ; 
he was Famous in Philip of Macedon's 
ume, and its ſaid the ſweetneſs of 
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Frs Courage, who felt himſelf 


ſtirred up to gieat Actions by the 
Muſick of ſuch Inſtruments. 
Timotheus, Biſhop of Alexandria in 
380, a ery Holy Man; he died in 
385, the Theodaſian Code makes menti- 
on of him in a Law publiſhed by 
Theodoſius the Great, by which Lay 
Judges were forbid to take any Cog- 
nizance of Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes. 
Tipaſa, an old Town of Maurita- 
nia Ceſarienſis, the See 'of a Biſhop, 
but now only a Village called Saca, 
near Alger; it was here the famous 
Miracle hapned in 484, Cyrola Pa- 
triarch of the Arians was Biſhop, 


this Tyrant being enraged againſt 
the Orthodox, ſent his Officers with 
expreſs Orders to cut out all their 
Tongues who would not turn Arz- 
ans ; this cruel Order was put in 
Execution, and the Inhabitants came 
in great numbers to profeſs the true 
Religion; and after their N 
were cut out, they cryed with a 
louder and ſtronger Voice than ever, 
That Feſus Chriſt was true God ; and 
that which made this look ſtrange 
was, that a young Man born Dumb 
began then to ſpeak like the reſt ; 
this cannot be call'd an imaginary 
Miracle there are fo many Witneſſes 
that atteſt it, as not only having 
heard but alſo ſeen it themſelves ; 
Victor Hticenſis then in the place ſaid, 
If any body doubted the truth of 
it he might come to Conſtantinople 
where, amongſt ſeveral others, he 
ſhould ſee the Deacon Reparatus who 
ſpoke very well without a Tongue, 
and is therefore in great Eſteem in 
Zenoes Court. The Hiſtorian Proco- 
pius, who ſervd in the Army under 
the Emperor Fuſtinian, and was a 
Perſon of great Eſteem, writes, That 
in his time there were ſeveral of 
theſe Perſons at Conſtartinople, who

He was 
an excellent Preacher, and Conver- 
ted ſo many lewd Women, that 
ſome were permitted to beg through 
the City for the reſt, until Lewis 
XII. gave them the Hoſtel of Orleans 
in 1500, Where - they lived until 
1572, that Queen Catherine of Me- 
dicis placed them elſewhere, 

Titareſius, Titareſo, a River of 
Theſſaly, which ſprings from the Foot 
of Mount Titare; after a good 
Courſe it falls into the River Fa- 
lampria. It's obſerved that Falam- 
fria will not receive it, and that af- 
tet it has carried its Waters, which 
iwim a top like Oyle, it caſts them 
out of its Channel, and forces them 
to take another Courſe, becauſe they 
come from Styx; but Lucan ſays, 
that Titareſo being part of the Ri- 
ver Siyx, ſo much eſteemed by the 
Gods, ſcorns to mix its Water with 
thoſe of an ordinary River.

Titus Livius, a Latin Hiſtorian, 
born in Padva, he came to Rome where 
his Merit ſoon acquired him great 
Friends, whereof Augnſtus was one; 
by this Princes Favour he obtained 
faithful Memoirs for the Compoſure 
of his Hiſtory, whereof he writ 
part at Rome, and the reſt at Naples, 
and after Auguſtus's Death he re- 
turn'd to Padua where he died, in the 
ath Year of Tiberius's Reign, the ve- 
ry ſame Day that Ovid died. His 
Hiſtory which began with the Foun- 
dation of Rome ended at the Death 
of Druſus ; it was not then divided 
into Decads, but in 140 Books, 
whereof we have but 45, nor do 
theſe follow in order neither, we 
want the 2d Decad, and we have but 
the 1ſt, za, 4th and one half of the 
5th found at Wormes by Simeon Gry- 
news, and ſince that time the begin- 
ning of the 43d Book was found 
y__ the Manuſcripts of Cam- 
erg.

Tivoli, in lat. Tiber, a Town of I- 
taly, 15 Miles from Rome, the See of 
a Biſhop, much viſited by Travellers 
for its Paintings, Antiquities, Foun- 
tains, Palaces and Gardens, which 
make it one of the fineſt Places in 
Italy; the Cataracts of the River 
Terevone have formed Vaults in the 
Rocks in which Silla Tiburtina is 
ſaid to have lodg'd; there are fill 
ſome Remains of a little Temple, 
ſaid to have been Dedicated to this 
Sibylla. Half a League from Tivoli 
is a Lake which is 4 or 500 Paces 
round and very deep; the Water, 
being Sulphureous, People Bath them- 
ſelves for many Diſtempers in a lit. 
tle Brook called Salphorata that runs 
from it; the Lake is very obſerva. 
ble for many floating Iſlands, cover- 
ed with Reeds and the Earth of the 
Iſland ſo thick that long Poles can- 
not reach the bottom; there is no 
other way to gueſs at the depth of 
this Lake but by obſerving how 
long it is after a Stone is thrown 
into it ere a Bubble riſes. The big- 
geſt of the Iſlands is about 25 Paces 
long and 15 broad. Theſe Iflands 
are formed of Porous Sulphureous 
Earth, do not fink but yield Ruſhes 
as other Marſhes do. There are float- 
ing Iſlands near St. Omers which are 
Inhabited.

chus, Hyginus and Athanems : Till

Reigned in Attica, having learnt of 
Bacchus the art of planting Vines 
and making Wine, found a He Goat 
in his Vineyard, which ſpoilt his 
Grapes. He Sacrificd it to Bacchus, 


and during the Ceremony, they that

The Athenians added a Chorus and

Poets counting it an honour to 
Compole theſe Hymns,which brought 
them often to Vie with one another. 
So that then the Name of Tragedy 
became famous, and that which re- 

mained 
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mained amongſt the Country Peo- 
ple was called Comedie; that is, a 
Village Song, and as by degrees, the 
Subject which Poets uſed to take for 
the Praiſes of Bacchus, was drained. 
They choſe little Stories and Fables, 
and took occaſion thence to prai ſe 
their God; ſome ſay Epigenes a Si- 
cyonian was the Inventor of Tragedy ; 
that is, that he introduced the Chorus 
of — or at leaſt put the Poets 
upon diſputing the Prize in their 
Faculty, in honour of Bacchus; or 
elſe invented the Fables and Hiſtories 
ſpoken of. Tragedy remained thus a 
long time, for there were fourteen 
famous Tragick Poets between Epige- 
nes and Theſpis, who lived about the 
year of the World 3530, and was 
the firſt that introduced an Actor to 
to repeat ſome Diſcourſe, and give 
the Muſicians and Dancers time to reſt: 
For before Theſpis the Chorus play'd, 
the whole Tragedy as Diogenes 
Laertius remarks, that is to ſay Tra- 
gedy, had no Actors; but was only 
Tompoſed of a Chorus, what this 
Actor introduced, by Theſpis re- 
hears'd, was call'd an Epiſode, i. e. a 
Poem, coming between two Songs of 
the Chorus. Having thus begun to 
change its form, the number of 
Actors encreas'd by little and little. 
&Eſ(chylus brought two Actors for 
the Epiſodes and fitted them with 
Cloaths and Masks, as allo Co- 
thurni or Buskins to make them 
ſeem as tall as Heroes. Sopho- 
cles who was both Contempora- 
ry with eſchylus, and lived 10 or 
12 years after him, added a third 
Actor, and Painted the Scene with 
Decorations accarding to the Sub- 
jects that were to be repreſented. 
Theſe Epiſodes were like our Modern 
Tragedies, for they were to be repea- 
ted between two Songs of the Chorus 
as our Acts now between two Con- 
ſorts of Muſick, or Violins to diftin- 
guiſh Tragedies by the Cataſtrophe or 
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Iſſue: There have been tw : 
ſome were fatal, others had 8 
vourable Exits, and ended with the 
Satisfaction of the chiefeſt Perſon. 
ages; yet ſeveral have imagined that 
the name of Tragedy was proper on 
to thoſe Dramatick Poems, whoſe 
Cataſtrophe was always unfortunate: 
Which errour proceeded hence, that 
the firſt Tragedies had commonly 
ſuch events, either that Hiſtories 
fell out ſo, or out of the Poets 
Complaiſance to the Athenians, who 
were taken with Objects of Terrour 
and Pity ; but this was not always, 
for we fee that of nineteen of Eiri- 
pides's Tragedies, the moſt part had 
happy Events. Ariſtotle divides the 
Antient Tragedy into four parts, 
VIZ. Prologue, Chorus, Epiſode and 
Exode, or Cataſtropbe ; but the New 
that ſucceeded was Compoſed of five 
Acts and ſeveral Scenes, with Inter- 
ludes of Muſick. 

Tragi-Comedies, a Name given to 
Tragedies which have happy Events, 
though there be nothing that is 
Comick in the whole Compolure 
and tho' the Perſonages as well as 
Subject be Tragick ; that is, Hero- 
ick Garnier was the firſt that usd 
this Word, as the Title to his Play 
called Bradamante , And Plautus ules 
the ſame Word of Tragi-Comedy in 
the Prologue of his Ampbitryon, but 
in a very different Senſe from what 
we give it; Mercury is brought in 
ſpeaking in this Prologue, that he 
will make a Tragi Comedy of this 
Piece, becauſe that Gods and Kings 
were to AF in it ; and that he de- 
ſigned to mix the meaneſt of Comick 
Diſcourſe with the Grandeur of 
thoſe Perſons : So that tis evident 
he made uſe of this Word in a ral - 
lying manner, not to ſignifie a Df.

He Studied at Venice, where he be- 
came a noted Scholar; thence he 
went into Germany and turned Luthe- 
ran, and with Nicholas Gallus Amſ 
diricus made a Paper-War againſt 
Melanfon and others, who had Chan- 
ged ſomewhat in the Confeſſion of 
Augsbourg, who were called mild 
Lutherans, whillt Mathias and his 
Party were called the Rigid. After 
this he ſettled at Mag debourgh, where 
by the aſſiſtance of Fobn Vigaud of 
Mansfeld, Mathew Fuge, Baſilius Fa- 
r, he undertook the Hiſtory of the 
Church, commonly called the Cen- 
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turies of Magdebourgh, which are 
compriſed in thirteen Volumes ; it 
was to refute this Work that Cardi- 
nal Barionius Compoſed his Annals 
Matthias Flacius died at Strasbourgh 
the eleventh of March 1575, aged 
55. This Facius is by ſome ſaid to 
have at laſt turned Arian and Mani- 
chean, and Schluſelbourgh , A Noted 
Proteſtant put him in his Catalogue 
of Hereticks, 


Tranſylvania, an European Country, 
a part of Dacia to the W. of Hun- 
gary, and having Mount Carpathus to 
the N. and Valachia to the S. its 
extent is every way about four .

Travadot, a Portugueſe Word for a 
violent Wind or Hurricane, which 
turns all things topſey turvey fre- 
quently 11 the Ocean between Bra- 
file and Africa. Its very calm com- 
monly before this Storm, and there 
appears a ſmall Cloud which the 
Seamen call Ox-Eye over one of the 
Peaks of the Cate; which falling 
lower, covers all the top.

+ Tres Ecclefie, or the Three Churches, 
a4 noted Place of Armenia three 
Leagues from Erivan : They are 
three Monaſteries a little way from 
one another in the greateſt. Reſides 
the Patriarch of the Armenians, the 
kcond is a Muſquet-Shot from it, 


and Temporal Lord of his Eſtate, 
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and the third but a quarter of a 
League to the Eaſt, is a Nunnery. 
The Patriarch has 47 Archbiſhops 
under him, and each of theſe has 
four or five Suffragrans, who all 
live together in Community with 
the Patriarch, and have ſeveral re- 
ligious Perſons to govern : His Re- 
venue is about fix hundred thou- 
ſand Crowns, beſides a Poll of five 
pence a Head that all the Armenian 
Chriſtians pay him Annually : He 
imploys part of this Mony in re- 
lieving the Poor that are not able 
to pay the Tribute to their Mahome- 
tan Princes, and when any Cara- 
vans paſs by, he treats the Chiefeſt 
and ſometimes all the Gang: At 
| the letter end of the Feaſt, a Biſhop 
goes round the Tables with Paper in 
his hand, to mark what each of the 
Gueſts will beſtow upon the Church, 
and the Preſents are given the next 
day after. The King of Perſia ſuf- 
fers them to have Bells: People be. 
fore they enter into the Churches, 
put off their Shooes: The Armenians 
ſtand for the moſt part, and ſeldom 
Kneel at their Prayers ; they may fit 
down all Maſs time, unleſs at the Go- 
ſpel and Elevation, then they ſtand up 
kiſſing the Ground thrice at this 
laſt, and alſo take off their Toques 
or Caps, which they wear at all 0- 
ther Ceremonies. 


Treves, A Town of Germany, 
Seated on the Mofelle, the See of an 
Arch-Biſhop and Electorate of the 
Empire, in Lat. Auguſta Treviſorum, 
&c. It was ruined four or five times 
by the Huns, Vandals, Gothe and 
French, but always roſe again like 
a Phenix with greater Splendor. 
The Arch-Biſhop of Treves in that 
quality, is Prince of the Empire 
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and was formerly Metropolis of 
of the Biſhoprick of Mayence, Co- 
logne , Liege, Utrecht, Strasbourg h, 
Wormes and Spire, and all which 
have no dependance now : He has 
ſtill three Suffragrans, viz. Mets, 
Tul and Perdun, all ped to the 
French : They pretend they have our 
Saviour's Tunich, and that leſt it 
ſhould be Stolen away, they Con- 
ceale the Place its hidden in. The 
chief Places belonging to this E- 
lector are Coblenty aud the Caſtle of 
Ebrenbreitſtein commonly called Her- 
manſtein: This Caſtle is Impregnable 
on one ſide: The Chapter of Treves 
are priviledged to chuſe their Arch- 
Biſhops and receive no Princes, nor 
ſcarcely any Counts in their Pre- 
bends, the Gentlemen reſerving them 
for People of their own Qualificati- 
ons: But the Canons or Prebends 
before they are admitted, muſt prove 
their Gentility by Father and Mo- 
ther, as is required of the Knights 
of Maltha : The Elector of Treves is 
Great Chancellour of the Empire in 
Gaui and in the Kingdom of Arles, 
but its only Titular, thoſe Places 
being not now ſubject to the Em- 
pire: He takes place before the E- 
lector of Cologne, Votes before all 
the other Electors in the Diets of 
the Electors, in which he has his par- 
ticular Seat over againſt the Emper- 
or between the two Benches of the 
other Electors: The French King is 
Maſter of ſeveral Caſtles and Towns 
in this Electorate, which makes it 
his Intereſt to defend him as Metro- 
politan of the Biſhopricks of 2/ers, 
Toul and Verdun, whereof he is So- 
vereign, but allows the Archbiſhop 
the Ecclefiaſtick Priyiledges.

Trithemius (Fobn), Abbot of Span- 
heim, was born at Tritenhiem, on the 
Banks of the Moſelle, in the Electorate 
of Treves 3 he was very learned both 
in Divinity and Humanity : He died 
at Virtꝭ burg h, in 1516. He wrote a 
great many Treatiſes, by which the 
greatneſs of his Genius, and the 
depth of his Learning are ſufficiently 
demonſtrated. 

Triumph, 4 Solemn Honour done to 
Generals after great Victories, re- 
ceiving them into Town with Pub- 
lick Acclamations; there were two 
ſorts among the Romans ; the Great, 
that was ſimply called Trumph 3; and 
the Little called, Ovation; they alſo 
divided Triumphs intoMarine,andTer- 
reſtrial Triumphs, according as the 
Battels were fought; on either it was 
generally performed by a Magnificent 
Entry into Rome, and ſometimes on 
Mcunt Alban; Romulus was the firſt 


Aucron K. of the Ceniniens ; he teok 
an Aſh whereon he had tied that K's 
Spoils, on his Right Shoulder, and 
with a Laurel Crown on his Head he 
conducted his Victorious Army into 
the City ; then ſtopping on Mount 
Capitolin, he marked out the Place 
where the Temple was to be built, 
and dedicated this Aſo to Fupiter Fe- 
retrian: Others ſay, That the Spoils 
were carried by men, and that Romulus 
lid but tie them to an Aſh which ſtood 
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a Chariot , and clad in a Purple 
Gown ; but other Hiſtorians ſay, 
That Tarquinus Priſcus was the firſt 
that ever made his Entry thus. Vale- 
rius Publicola, Conſul, was admitted 
to this Honour from the Common» 
wealth.

lu Emilius, Scipio Africanus Funior, 
Mummius Marius and Sylla the lame 
year of Pompey when he triumphed 
the third time, thoſe of Fulius — 
and Auguſtus, Laſtly, that of Veſpa- 
ſian, who adorned his with Moſes's 
Laws, and the Ornaments and Sacred 
Veſſels of the Temple. Afterwards, 
in 274, the Emp. Aurelian triumph'd, 
leading Zenobia, Q. of the Palmyreni- 
ans, and Retrius, who revolted to 
the Gauls. The firſt who triumphed 
on Mount Alban, was Papirius Maſo 
(in the Year 522.) of Rome; for the 
Senate refuſing him the honour of an 
ordinary Triumph, he went out of 
the C. to triumph on this Mountain; 
which Example was followed by 
others : The firſt Naval Triumph was 
granted C. Duillius, when he got the 
Victory over the Carthagenians ; this 
Honour was permitted to none but a 
Dictator Conſul, or Prætor, for it was 
by Special Priviledge that L. Cornelius 
Lentulus, Proconſul, was admitted to 
this Honour of an Ovation, in 553. 
and that Pompey but a Knt. and but 
14 years of age, was honoured with 
a Triumph : The General that ſued 
for this Honour, was obliged to lay 
down his Command, and ſtay with- 
in the Town until it was granted 
him ; he writ to the Senate, and 
gave them a full Account of the Vi-

Truſbes ( Gebbard ) Archbiſhop of 
Cologne , a Swabian Nobleman ; he 
was firſt of all Dean of Strasbourg;

ed Agnes of Mansfield Chainoineſs of 
Garifleim, he was driven out of Co- 
logne, whither he had brought his 
Wite to the Biſhop's palace; and af- 
terward having loſt Bon, he retired 
into Holland, whence he returned 1n- 
to Germany, where hedied ſoon after. 
Truxillo, or Truzhillo, a Town and 
Seat of a Biſhop in America, in Hon- 
duras, built upon a Hill between 
two fair Rivers, within one Mile of 
the Bay of Mexico, upon which 
it has an Excellent Port; the Air 
is healthful , and the Lands yield 
large Cattel and much Corn ; their 
Vines yield two Vintages every year, 
and they have great ſtore of Oran- 
ges, and all other Fruits. 
Tui, or Duitz, in Latin, Tuiti- 
um, a Town over- againſt Cologne , 
on the other ſide of the Rhine ; this 
Town is remarkable for a Monaſte- 
ry, in which, in the Twelfth 
Century, an Hoſtia is ſaid to have 
remain'd unburnt in the midſt of a 
Fire ; the Great Abbot Rupertus Tui- 
tzenfis Wrote a Book about this Mi-

Veſpucius, (Americus) famous for 
his Pfſcoveries in the New World, 
called America: He was born at 
Florence , his Father being a Mer- 
chant, bred him to that Im- 
ployment; he went to Spain: He 
was Witty, Patient, Couragious; 
and feeing that Chriſtopher Colum- 
bus's Diſcoveries of a new World, 
got him ſuch great Fame in the 
Court of Ferdinand and Iſabelle, Ks. 
of Caſtile and Aragon, who furniſh- 
ed him with Ships, thar they re- 
ſolved to ſend thicher again; Ame- 
ricus Veſpucius then in Spain, pre- 
lented himſelf, and went as Mer- 
chant in Alphonſo de Ojedas's ſmall 
Fleet; he failed from Spain in the 
Month of May, 1497, aid went all 
along the Coafts of Paria, chen 
ro the Gulph of Mexico, and 
chen returned into Spain the tsch. 
of November, 14938. He was 
the firſt that diſcovered the firm 
Land. on the other fide the Line, 
and had rhe honour to have his 
name given to all the great Conti- 
nent of che Weſt- Indies.

both buried at Cologne. 

Victorina, Wife or Mother of that 
Lietorin, whom Poſthumus made 
Partner of the Empire; ſhe was ve- 
ry vexatious to the Emp. Aurelian 
in Gaul, having perſwaded Tetricus 
to Uſurp the Empire; ſhe was cal- 
led the Mother of Armies, and had 
nothing of the quality of her Sex ; 
but her death delivered Aurelian 
from the fear her Wit and Cou- 
rage put him in. 

Victortus, or Victor, (Peter) born 
in the XVth. Cent. of a Noble Ho- 
rentine Family, a great Maſter in 
the Belles Lettres; he made re-

Xemcrates, of Calcedon, a Philo- 
ſopher was Plato's firſt Diſciple.

Xenephanes, of Colophon, a great 
Philoſopher, being baniſhed to Ca- 
tana in Sicily, he compoſed 2000 
Verſes, He held an infinity of

Xenophilus, a Muſician and Pytha- 
goræan Philoſopher, lived 105 Years 
in perfect health. 

Xenophon, a General, Philoſopher, 
and Hiſtorian, born at Athens, So- 
crate's Diſciple. He publiſhed the 
Hiſtory of Thucydides, and continu- 
ed it. He writ Cyrus the Elders In- 
ſtirution, a work according to Ci- 
cero purely Moral, not Hiſtor ical. 
He was for theſe Works called the 
Grecian Bee, and Athenian Muſe ; 
he died Aged 90 Years. Its faid 
of him, That news being brought 
him as he was Sacrifiſing , char his 
Son was dead, he pur off the Gar- 
land of Flowers which he wore on 
his head, but wlien he heard he 
died like a Valiant Man, and that 
it was he who killed Epaminandos 
ar the Battel of Mantinea, he put 
on his Garland again. 

Xequehdar, K. of Perſia, born 
at Ardeville, in the Prov. of Sirvan.

Leonidas with only 3000 La- 
cedemonians diſputed that Paſs with 
him and killed many ; but ar laſt 
were overlaid with numbers. At 
the ſame time the Athenians gained 
the Sea Fight of Salamis, which ſo 
ſtartled Xerxes, that he returned 
home, leaving Mardonius to com- 


Artabanus Native of MWrcania, kil- 
led him afcer a Reign of '20 Years. 
Ficoco, an Iſland of Fapan, cal- 
led alſo Chicoho, or four Kms. be.

took in Africa againſt. the 2197s, 
the Cardinal proffered ro keep the 
Army 6 Months, upon condition he 
ſhould be repaid, or have the bene. 
nefit of the Conqueſts ſettled upon 
his See, which — agreed he 
made himſelf Maſter of the Fortreſs 
of Maſcalcavir, then entred Victo- 
rious into the T. of Oran, whereof 
he ſent the Keys to his College of 
Alcala. He marched armed ar the 
head of his Troops,a very Tall Clergy 
Man, bearing a Triple Croſs before 
him, with others after him, aud 
their Swords girt round them upon 
their Habits, At his return Ferdi. 
nand met him 4 Leagues our of Se- 
ville, and alighred to embrace him. 
foreſecing a Dearth he filled 4 pub- 
lick Granaries at his own Charge; 
this won the Peoples hearts ſo much, 
that to preſerve the Memory of the 
Action, they had it engraven ina 
Marble in the Senate Hall in Tol/ed), 
and in the Market place, and the 
Memory of it is renewed by an 0- 
ration every Year. He embclliſhed 
Torrelaguna with a Monaſtery, and 
brought to that T. a Fountain of 
clear Water thro' Rocks and Moun- 
tains, which coſt him a Million of 
Gold. Ferdinand at his death left

At the ſame time 
he got ſome Cannons fired and a 
Salvo of Firelocks, concluding in 
theſe words, Hec eſt ultima ratio 
Regis, which pur an end to that 
Loldneſs. Atter he had Governed 
22 Years, under Ferdinand, Iſabella, 
Jean, Philip, aud Charles, he was 
roiſoned by reading a Letter which 
he received from Flanders, and at- 
ter by a Potion that put an end to 
his Life, in 1517, at the 8cth Year 
of his Age. |
